crisis 


The long lines making morning commuter travel dif¬ 
ficult on Newton’s main streets this week may be a thing of 
the past by next Monday if Gov. Francis Sargent's volun¬ 
tary distribution plan takes hold. 

Mayor Theodore Mann’s plan for distribution, an¬ 
nounced last Friday on Television, seems to have been 
made unnecessary by the governor's announcement 
Tuesday. 

Mann's program, which had the voluntary par¬ 
ticipation of many of Newton’s gasoline dealers, asked all 
dealers to open at 7 or 8 a.m. and pump gas until the daily 
portion of their monthly allocation of gas had been 
exhausted. 

Dealers were urged to discourage motorists from 
"topping off" their regular customers in the afternoon. 

Another part of the mayor’s plan was to be the posting 
of a sign at each station to show hours during which gas 
would be sold, and the distribution of slips of paper by the 
dealers to their customers with suggestions for easing the 
gas crisis. 

Mann said Tuesday that the signs were distributed 
Tuesday.

Public hearing 
on school budget 

There were few people not directly affiliated with the 
Newton Public Schools at a public hearing on the 1974-75 
school budget last week. 

There was also little controversy when the audience 
was called upon for comments and questions. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink presented an 
overview of a budget of $29,131,917. According to the school 
administration, this is a $1,881,059 increase over the 1973-74 
budget, a 6.9 per cent increase. 

Fink noted that principals and department heads had 
asked for an increase of $3,440,873, a 12.6 per cent addition. 
The administration asked the School Committee for an 
increase of 7.8 per cent. 

During the past three weeks, the School Committee 
tentatively cut $249,553 from the administration’s request. 

Fink explained that the tenatively approved increase of 
$1,881,059 comes primarily from four areas. 

He said that negotiated salary increases accounted for 
$1,048,574, Chapter 766 requirements called for an ad¬ 
ditional $332,066, the increase costs of heat and utilities 
required a $335,266 increase, and a deficiency in the Newton 
North High School equipment account called for an ad¬ 
ditional $150,000. 

Fink claimed that these increases accounted for 
$1,865,866 of the overall increase, $15,193 less than the total. 

Fink said that a reduction in enrollment has resulted in 
a reduction in staff in recent years. He noted that the 
schools will have cut staff by 70 positions in four years. 

The School Committee has tenatively approved a 
reduction of 31.3 professional positions and four aides. 
According to Fink, this represents a saving of $447,494. 

This reduction would keep the pupil-staff ratio and the 
pupil-weighted staff ratio for 1974-75 the same as the ratios 
of 1973-74 according to the administration. 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum 
asked the audience to indicate how many people were 
present who were not directly affiliated with the schools. 
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Newton is in the red 

Technically, Newton is in the hole to the amount of 
about $200,000. 

Actually, according to Arthur Marr, director of 
Finance, the amount is minus $197,038. 

The problems that may arise from the shortage are 
primarily that in case of a great deal of snow the city may 
have to borrow maoney to pay for snowplowing and that the 
School Department will probably not have enough money to 
pay its teachers' salary increases in June, Marr said. 

The situation has arisen because uncollected taxes 
presently have exceeded the surplus. 

An amount equal to the taxes uncollected must be left in 
the surplus account. 

Marr attributes the unusually large amount of un¬ 
collected taxes to the transitional 18-month budget, which 
has precluded collection of taxes at the end of the calendar 
year as has been done previously. 

Marr estimates that by the end of March perhaps 
$300,000 in taxes can be collected, which will not be enough 
to cover the expected School Department deficit of $648,796 
for teachers' salaries. 

Money may be borrowed for snowplowing but not 
salaries, he said. 

Last summer, Marr told the School Committee that it 
should request a supplemental budget to cover teachers' 
salaries, which were then under negotiation, and was told 
that the Committee did not want to reveal to the teachers' 
union what it expected to pay in salary increases by asking 
for a budget supplement. 

Finance Committee member Richard Bullwlnkle, who 
has since been elected vice-president of the Board, also 
cautioned last summer against using $1.6 million from 
surplus to reduce the tax rate. 

At that time he felt that there would not be enough 
money left to carry the city through.

What about solid waste? 
Decision this month 


Converging deadlines will force a 
decision by the city of Newton this month on 
how it will handle its solid-waste problem. 

The city of Newton is faced with a March 
1 deadline imposed by the state, by which 
time it must presents plan for disposal within 
compliance with air-pollution regulations. 

An Arthur D. Little Co. report last 
summer gave the city three options—bring 
the incinerator into compliance with clean-air 
regulations at a cost of about $2 million; 
mothball the incinerator and go into a tran¬ 
sfer-haul system to get solid waste out of the 
city; become involved In the construction of a 
resource-recovery plant. 

The Newton-Waltham District Com¬ 
mittee recently was granted a two-month 
extension by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, which funded the study 
committee, and by the legislative bodies of 
the two cities. 

The committee report o.i the feasibility of 
a joint refuse disposal operation is due, with 
the extension, no later than March 31, to be 
submitted to Mayor Theodore Mann of 
Newton and Mayor Arthur Clark of Waltham. 

The mayors then will submit the 
recommendations to their respective 
legislative bodies, which must either approve 
or disapprove the recommendations by July 
J, 

A preliminary report from the district 
committee's consultant Camp Dresser 
McKee, will be presented to the district 
committee Feb. 9, and the formal report will 
be presented Feb. 13. _____ 


To help make the decision about which 
path to take, the city has asked for bids on 
upgrading the incinerator and on alternative 
methods of handling the city’s solid waste. 
Bids will be returned Feb. 7. 

At a meeting of the Newton-Waltham 
District Committee last week, three methods 
of handling the disposal of trash were 
presented to the District Committee and a 
representative fiom Camp Dresser McKee, 
one of which is a departure from the options 
presented by Arthur D. Little. 

Brian Hogan, president of Resource 
Systems, Inc., showed the committee slides of 
his proposal to install three facilities for the 
district (two in Newtop, one in Waltham). 

The Consumat incinerators that he 
proposed are small starved-air incinerators 
with afterburners and small, short stacks. 
The units are modular, so that a facility may 
be enlarged easily. 

Hogan said that a total of 16 Consumats 
would give the city a capacity for 200 tons of 
refuse per day. 

On a five-year contract, Hogan said, cost 
of incineration could be as low as $10.65 per 
ton. 

Hogan described his facilities as "the 
interim solution" to give communities a 
chance "to catch their breath," until either a 
long-term solution cun be found or the state 
comes up with a mandatory regional plan. 

Other disposal methods presented at the 
meeting were resource-recovery systems 
developed by the Grumman Ecosystems 
Corporation and by East Bridgewater 
Associates. 


plan of the Towers at Chestnut Hill cleared 
the aay for the resumption of Towers con¬ 
struction on the land adjacent to the NCDF 
land and, because of a complicated contract 
between NCDF and the Towers, therefore the 
NCDF housing. 

The Towers, a luxury condominium of 428 
units priced from about $70,000 to $250,000, 
was stopped by the city from proceeding with 
construction after Mark White, now an 
alderman, found that the permissive use 
granted by the Board in 1966, had expired in 
1971. 

In efforts to gain an extension of the 
permissive use by the Board of Aldermen, the 
Towers proposed to help NCDF build housing. 

After many long, frequently 
recrimination-filled meetings of NCDF, the 
Towers, and the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee, agreed on a contract between 
NCDF and the Towers providing that the 
Towers pay NCDF a minimum of $162,500 by 
the time that NCDF has obtained mortgage 
financing with the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency. 

If NCDF sells to the Towers the tax- 
shelter capability of a limited partnership, 
the Towers will give NCDF an additional 
$112,500. 

NCDF has been engaged in trying to build 
low-and moderate-income housing in Newton 
for the past six years. A bid for a 500-unit, 10- 
site plan failed by one vote in the Board of 
Aldermen in 1970. 

Subsequently NCDF appealed to the state 
Housing Appeals Committee, where the 
proposal was heard intermittently for nearly 
two years. 


Recently NCDF said it had withdrawn the 
appeal, since most of the previously com¬ 
mitted sites had gone out of NCDF control. 

The money to be paid NCDF is contingent 
on NCDF’s starting construction within 24 
months from Oct. 31, 1973, the date of the 
NCDF-Towers agreement. 

A list of 13 conditions, many of them 
multiple, was attached to the site-plan ap¬ 
proval of the NCDF housing. Many had to do 
with surface and sewage drainage, especially 
in relation to the Vale, a 7-acre parcel of 
natural land recently acquired by the city for 
conservation purposes. 

One condition prohibits more than two 
motor vehicles connected with any single 
housing unit. The latter restriction was 
designed to avoid "dormitory living,” as was 
the further restriction that no more than three 
unrelated persons be allowed to occupy any 
single unit. 

A former opponent of NCDF, Aid. 
Michael Antonellis, was the only alderman to 
speak. He said that he always maintained 
that NCDF and the Towers should be voted on 
independently, on their merits. 

Now, he said, in view of the low density of 
the development and other favorable con¬ 
siderations, and despite objections of many of 
tlie neighbors, he saw "no way to vote against 
it." 

"If NCDF gets off the ground, we will lie 
judged by them," Antonellis said. 

The only alderman to oppose the NCDF 
proposal was Andrew Magni, who said

Jury selection, plea 
bargaining, sentencing and 
parole are the topics to be 
discussed at meetings of the 
League of Women Voters of 
Newton on Feb. 13, 14 and 15. 

The League of Women Voters 
of Massachusetts is currently 
conducting an intensive study of 
the Massachusetts judicial 
system. The purpose of this 
study is to examine the system 
as it presently functions and 
determine what, if any, changes 
are needed to Implement the 
constitutional guarantee of 
“due process," that is, fair, 
orderly and reasonable 
procedures for the ad¬ 
ministration of justice. 

The Judiciary Study Com¬ 
mittee of the Newton League 
will report their findings and 
there will be general discussion 
of current practices and 
proposed changes. The 
suggestions resulting from 
these discussions will be for¬ 
warded to the League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts to be 
used in the development of 
League positions and areas for 
action.

Selection of a jury 
representing a cross section of 
the community is an element of 
a fair trial. Jury selection in 
Massachusetts is done by the 
election commissions of the 
various communities from 
names obtained from the of¬ 
ficial census, street lists or 
other available lists. Some 
citizens are automatically 
exempt, and some bases for 
discretionary exemptions are 
provided. 

In practice, there is con¬ 
siderable prescreening by the 
election commissions, and 
names of persons who would be 
entitled to discretionary 
exemptions are often excluded 
from jury call. Computer 
selection is currently under 
discussion as a method for 
obtaining random selection and 
thus more representative 
jurors. 

Jurors for trial juries are 
called for one month of service 
and are paid from $12-$22 per 
day for that period. They then 
become part of a jury pool and 
may or may not be selected to 
hear cases. Sitting in the jury 
pool for an entire month without 
hearing a trial is not un¬ 
common. A proposal to change 


jury duty from one month to one 
week and to increase the pay is 
now before the Massachusetts 
legislature. 

Plea bargaining is a con¬ 
troversial practice that has 
recently received national 
attention because of the case of 
Spiro Agnew. There is no doubt 
that without plea bargaining the 
courts would be hopelessly 
clogged with criminal trial, but 
the lack of court involvement 
and the potential for depriving 
the accused of his rights make it 
a hazardous process. 

In essence, plea bargaining 
involves the agreement of the 
defendant to plead guilty to a 
specified charge (often reduced 
from the original charge) in 
return for an acceptable sen¬ 
tence recommendation by the 
prosecutor. However, the 
recommendation of the 
prosecutor is not binding on the 
court and the defendant may be 
misled. A guilty plea cannot be 
revoked, and the court may 
impose penalties more severe 
than those agreed upon. 

Sentencing and parole have 
also been a recent focus of 
national attention. The 
discretionary power of judges is 
one of the Issues, and there is 
controversy over prescribed 
versus flexible sentencing. 

Parol e is an integral part of 


sentencing. In Massachusetts, 
most convicted persons are 
eligible for parole after serving 
one-third of their minimum 
sentence if a minimum sentence 
is given. In cases where no 
minimum (only a maximum) 
sentence is specified, the parole 
board may determine parole 
eligibility. 

For persons convicted of 
violent or sex-related crimes 
parole eligibility is usually 
reached after two-thirds of the 
minimum sentence has been 
served. In practice, 98 percent 
of all convicted persons are 
eventually released from 
confinement on parole or after 
completion of their sentences.

Pines wants hamburger regulated 


A need for state regulation of 
•tandards for hamburger was 
cited this week by State Rep. 
Lois G. Pines (D-Newton). 

"Meat prices climbed 23.9 
percent last year, with a 33 
percent jump in wholesale beef 
prices," she noted. "This means 
the consumer is paying $16.40 
for meat which only cost $10 in 
1967." 

Expressing concern at the 
rising food prices, Pines stated: 
"It is urgent that 
Massachusetts regulate the 
standards for food products. 
With prices increasing at a 
rapid rate, consumers must be 
assured that they get the most 
for their money." 

Pines has recently introduced 
legislation in the house which 
would regulate the percentage 
of fat in hamburger and require 
. labeling of the fat contents on 
the package. The bill would 
attempt to establish a uniform 


nomenclature by requiring 
stores to divide hamburger or 
ground beef into four 
categories: regular hamburger 
or regular ground beef, lean 
hamburger or ground beef, 
extra lean and diet lean. 

According to Rep. Pines, 
"Most stores already categorize 
hamburger meat by similar 
terms; however, there is no 
guarantee that the term will 
mean the same thing in dif¬ 
ferent stores. At present, the 
consumer has no assurance that 
there is even a difference in fat 
content between each 
category." 

Pines cited a recent study 
which revealed that there is 
little conformity among 
supermarkets in the percent of 
fat content that is maintained in 
hamburger meat. Although the 
federal and state food and drug 
regulations stipulate that fat 
content must not exceed 30 


percent, the percentages 
recorded ranged from 21-36 
percent. Nutrition experts, such 
as Dr. Jean Mayer of Harvard, 
agree that even the 30 percent 
figure required by Federal Dug 
standards is still too high 

Mrs. Pines’ bill stipulates that 
regular hamburg or regular 
ground beef shall not contain 
more than 30 percent fat. 
Ground beef or lean hamburger 
would not be permitted to 
contain more than 25 percent, 
fat. Extra-lean ground beef or 
extra-lean hamburger must 
have less than 20 percent fat. In 


diet lean ground beef or diet 
lean hamburger, not more than 
17 percent fat would be allowed. 
The stores, in addition, would be 
required to clearly label 
prepackaged hamburg with the 
exact amount of fat content. 

"There is no excuse for 
consumers not to know the 
exact contents of the product 
they are purchasing," stated 
t Representative Pines. "The 
consumers' health as well as 
money is at stake in this issue. 
If passed, the bill which I have 
filed would insure that the 
supermarkets are not profiting 
at the expense of the shopper."

Authority wins case against contractor 


The Newton Housing Au¬ 
thority has been awarded 
$68,910.54 in a draft report 
issued by a master of Middlesex 
Superior Court. 

The money is to be paid by the 
contractor for Norumbega 
Gardens, the Cumberland 
Construction Co., of South 
Bellingham, for damages 
resulting from leakage into two 
apartments. 

Norumbega Gardens, which 
is housing for the elderly, was 
built in 1970. 

Included in the award was 
approximately $ 10,000 for 


replacement of all exterior 
doors. The master’s report 
found that interior rather than 
exterior doors had been sup¬ 
plied. 

Robert L. Athas, acting as 
master, found in his draft report 
to the court that the leakage 
i was caused by improper con¬ 
struction of the gutter system. 

The report also found that the 
roofing subcontractor, Richard 
Moore Co. of Boston, is liable to 
Cumberland Construction for 
nearly $53,000 of the damages. 

The master found that cracks 
in the concrete slab balcony 


were caused by failure of ar¬ 
chitect, William Nelson Jacobs 
Associates, Inc., of Boston, to 
provide expansion joints. This 
cracking, he found, did not 
contribute to leakage in the 
apartments. 

The master found that the 
entire gutter lining system must 
be replaced in order to meet 
contract requirements. 

The Newton Housing 
Authority was represented by 
the law firm Hale and Dorr of 
Boston. The draft report may be 
subject to hearing and con-

Japanese 

Embassy 

seized 

KUWAIT (UPI) - A band of 
Arab and Japanese guerrillas 
seized the Japanese Embassy in 
Kuwait today, held Tokyo's 
ambassador and other officials 
hostage, and won a Japanese 
pledge of safe conduct for four 
commandos holding a hijacked 
ferry in Singapore. 

Kuwait officials said the 
guerrillas announced the take¬ 
over in a statement sent to a 
local newspaper and the Japa¬ 
nese government. It was signed

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Armed gunmen hit 
Community National 


The Community National Bank, 15 
Cypress St., Newton Centre was robbed by 
two armed gunmen of $13,389 last week, 
according to Newton police. 

The robbery, on Friday morning, 
came one day after Newton Police Chief 
William Quinn announced on television 
that two men had been arrested and 
charged with conspiracy to commit armed 
robbery on Thursday. 

When asked if the arrests on Thursday 
might be connected to the robbery on 
Friday, Quinn said that "there was an 
outside chance" that the Community 
National Bank was the bank which had 
been slated for robbery on Thursday. 

Police reported that a wall alarm was 
received from the Community National 
Bank at approximately 10:31 a.m. Friday. 
This was followed by a telephone call from 
' the bank reporting that it had been robbed. 

The two gunmen allegedly left the 
bank in a blue Buick. The car was 
recovered 15 minutes later by Sgt. Jay 
Kennedy on Tyler Terrace. It was reported 
slolen by the Brookline Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

According to police, the manager of 
the bank stated that one man said in a 
. normal voice, ‘‘keep your eyes down, 
nobody will be hurt." He was holding a gun 
in his right hand, police said. 

The man jumped over the last rear 
teller’s counter and took money from a 
cashier which he put in a bag, according to 


police. He then went to the drive-in teller 
and to a third teller whom he told to open a 
lower compartment 

Both men reportedly wore ski masks. 
The first man, who went to the tellers, was 
described as a male, 5’10”-6’, 170-175 
pounds, and 20 to 25 years old. 

The second man, who reportedly 
carried a small type hand gun, was 
described as a male, 5’6", and ap¬ 
proximately 30 years old. According to 
police, he was described as short and 
heavy. 

The men allegedly left from the front 
door of the bank and turned right The first 
man reportedly got into the front seat of a 
Buick four-door hard top, and the second 
man got into the back seat. 

Newton police and the FBI are in¬ 
vestigating the robbery. The bank was 
federally insured. 

Quinn had called a press conference 
last Thursday to reveal that two men had 
been arrested for conspiracy to commit 
"armed robbery, bank." 

The men arrested Thursday were John 
A. Kelley Jr., 31, of 178 Nehoiden Rd., 
Waban, and Francis H. Larkin, 39, no 
address, according to quinn. 

Quinn said that Newton and state 
police received a tip that there would be a 
bank robbery in Newton sometime 
Thursday morning. 

Quinn noted that the New England 
Organized Crime Information Center was 


involved in developing the information. 

Special squads were reportedly 
organized under Capt. Walter Drew of the 
Newton Police Department, State Police 
Lt. John O'Donovan, and State Police Lt 
William C. Nally. 

Quinn said that the police had the 
registration numbers of suspected cars, 
and that cars were kept under sur¬ 
veillance. 

Quinn reproted that Larkin and Kelley 
were arrested at gunpoint after their cars 
were spotted near Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. 

Detective Robert Ober reportedly 
arrested Larkin while Kelley was arrested 
by Dct. Sgt. Edward Cuervels. 

Quinn said that the cars had been kept 
under surveillance for about one and one 
half hours. 

Quinn said that a third car, a yellow 
Plymouth, got away. 

Quinn noted that all 26 Newton banks 
were being watched. He said that a special 
roll call was held early Thursday morning. 

Kelley was also reportedly arrested 
for illegal possession of firearms, larceny 
of a motor vehicle, and illegal possession 
of a sawed-off shot gun. 

Larkin was also arrested for illegal 
possission of a firearm and illegal 
possession of a sawed-off shot gun. 

Quinn said that, “we took them from 
the street rather than let them go to a 
bank."

Executive reorganization approved 


The request by Mayor 
Theodore Mann for salary 
appropriations to implement 
the reorganization of his 
executive staff was partially 
approved this week by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Only three of the original 
five salaries were approved, 
however, and none of them is 
in the amounts requested. 

The position of chief ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, James 
Salter, will receive $22,000 per 
year instead of the $25,000 
requested by the mayor and 
approved by the Finance 
Committee. Salter presently 
receives $18,810. 

Planning Director Charles 


Thomas, who will be planning 
and programming officer, will 
receive $20,000 annually, up 
from his present salary of 
$16,720. The mayor had asked 
for $22,500 for this position. 

The salary for mayoral aide 
Charles F. Miller was in¬ 
creased from $9,045 to $10,500. 
The mayor had requested 
$12,500 each for two aides, but 
is not pressing the addition of 
the other aide at this time. 

Before voting on the new 
salaries, the whole Board 
went into "executive" 
(closed) session to discuss 
"personalities." 

An agreement reportedly 
made in the closed meeting 


would have postponed action 
on the last item, but Aid. 
Robert Tennant forced a vote 
on Miller's salary by 
proposing it in an amendment 
to the motion on the other two 
salaries. 

Miller was present in the 
aldermanic chamber during 
the debate on all the salaries. 

The creation and funding of 
a new position, chief financial 
officer, has been deferred. 

The new salaries and job 
titles become effective March 
1. 

Opposition to the increases 
was not widespread. Aid. 
Matthew Jefferson thought 
the raises should not go into 


effect until July, the beginning 
of the new fiscal year, while 
Aid. Richard McGrath feared 
that granting large increases 
to the "highly visible" 
mayor's staff might create a 
moral problem for the other 
employees. 

The vote on both Thomas' 
and Salter’s salaries was 20 in 
favor, 2 opposed. 

Miller’s salary was ap¬ 
proved by a vite of 14 in favor, 
eight opposed.

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Editorial 

Self interest 

One of the driving forces that molded 
this country was selfinterest. In America 
one had the liberty to pursue self-interest. 

The outcome of liberty and self- 
interest working hand in hand was the 
founding of this country as a land of 
opportunity within which an individual had. 
the chance to make of his life what he 
wanted. 

Over the years, this right to liberty to 
pursue self-interest has produced problems 
lor the nation as a whole, but perhaps no 
challenge to the nation has been so severe 
as that which has been occurring over the 
last few years. 

Ironically, the threat comes from the 
liberty to pursue self-interest. Watergate is 
an example of the government’s abusing 
this freedom for the aggrandizement of the 
lew in power. 

It may be easy for some of us in 
Massachusetts to disengage ourselves 
from the problem at the federal level, since 
this was the only state to reject Nixon. But 
the difficulty is not only at the national 
level; it also occurs at state and local 
levels. 

As a countermeasure it is important 
for all citizens to dissect the 
rationalizations used for justifying state 
and local actions if we are not to become 
victims of rationalizing for self-interest. 

Executive 

reorganization 

Misnomer or not, what has come to be 
known as “reorganization” of the ex¬ 
ecutive department is quickly becoming a 
bone of contentiin here in Newton. 

Briefly, the plan, stemming from 
recommendations made by a private con¬ 
sulting firm, calls for an executive staff 
consisting of a chief administrative officer, 
a financial officer and a city planner. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann has sub¬ 
mitted salary funding requests to the 
Board of Aldermen for these positions. The 
salary of the planner has been set at $20,000 
and the salary of the chief administrative 
executive officer has been set at $22,000. 

This executive staffing, not under con¬ 
trol of the Board of Aldermen, has un¬ 
dergone a significant change from the 
consultants' original recommendations; 
and it is this change that is trirring debate 
in the community. 

Under Mann's version, both the city 
planner and the financial officer will report 
to the chief administrative officer, not the 
mayor. 

In the consultant study, prepared by 
Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & Co. of Boston 
and submitted in June, 1973, the 
recommendation was that both the ad¬ 
ministrative officer and the planner report 
directly to the mayor. 

Since the mayor’s plan for staffing his 
department has been publicized and the 
chain of command indicated, the question 
“And what is the mayor going to do,” has 
been asked by a number of citizens. 

And it has been sarcastically 
answered by others: “Cut ribbons and go to 
banquets.” 

This is certainly not a good impression 
for an elected official to leave with his 
people. 

We do not really view Mayor Mann as 
an official who would abdicate his respon¬ 
sibilities to the electorate, and we hope 
that he might give more of an explanation 
and some asurances that he is not sealing 
himself off from the free flow of informa¬ 
tion. 

We further suggest that the mayor 
consider modifying his reorganization plan 
in his own department to place these three 
top officers, financial, administrative and 
planning, on an equal footing and have all 
three of them report directly to him. 

A Mann trademark has been an “open 
door” to the people. Faith appears, at this 
point, seems to be shaken in this 
characteristic.8 

It is time to reassure the electorate 
the door is not about to close. 


Ms. Schneider gets answers to her questions

Often, tn the course of putting the Graphic 
•'Opinion" page together, we handle what are 
known as "open letters.” 

These are the letters that may not be 
specifically written to our paper, but are 
written to various officials with a copy to the 
paper. I think that one function of an 
"opinion" or letters to the editor page is to 
make an individual's cause known generally. 

This week, the Graphic received copies of 
letters sent to Mayor Theodore D. Mann from 
Carolyn Schneider of Newton Corner. Her 
letters, one of which was published last 
November in the Graphic, deal with her 
quesUons on the hiring practices of Colc- 
Layer-Trumble, the firm doing revaluaUon in 
Newton. 

She had seen a story in a newspaper that 
led her to believe the firm was only hiring 
men, and was objecting to this idea by letter 
to Mayor Mann. 

Her letter was answered Nov. 20 via a 
memo from Paul J. Reinhard, in charge of 


Newton revaluation, to Mayor Mann, In¬ 
dicating women had been employed. Ms. 
Schneider obviously received a copy of this 
memo as It was included in the correspon¬ 
dence mailed to us. 

Two more letters from Ms. Schneider 
were subsequently sent to the mayor.

On Dec. 7, she sent a letter requesting 
addiUonal Information, including asking the 
questions: "what position does the woman 
occupy, what is her salary, what is the total 
number of employeesof the firm, what are the 
average earnings of all men working In the 
firm?" 


My objections lie in this unpublished 
letter. 

First, I object to the opening senteance of 
this letter, sent to the mayor, stating: "As 
requested by your aide, I am writing to you 
prior to submitting correspondence to the 
newspapers . . .’' 

It displeased me to learn mayoral staff is 
discouraging citizens from taking their 
grievances to the public, as they certainly 
have every right to do. Ms. Schneider's first 
letter, the one that appeared in the 
newspaper, was answered within four days. 

The letter I quoted above was dated Dec. 
7,1973, and had not been answered by Jan. 30 
when she wrote her third letter, this time 
again alerting the press. 

Her latest letter tells the mayor she is 
“awaiting a response" and concludes with 
this sentence: "Because public disclosure in 
the past has reaped response and because my 
patience is limited, I have submitted a copy of 
our ‘correspondence to the press." 

In case Ms. Schneider has yet to receive 


the information, Mr. Reinhard said Tuesday 
that two women are working as "listeners," 
door-to-door property checkers, in Newton. A 
total of five women are working on the 
Newton revaluaUon; the other three are in the 
office. "Listers," regardless of sex, are paid 
the same salary "because they are doing the 
same work,” Reinhard said. / 

I personally do not believe that it’s any of 
Ms. Schneider’s business what these two 
female listers’ salaries are. I don't think this 
is a fair question and I don't think Mr. 
Reinhard should have answered it 

He did say, however, that he had received 
a copy of her second letter and sent ap¬ 
propriate information to the mayor. 

If, as this case demonstrates, information 
comes to Newton citizens from the mayor’s 
office faster because it has appeared in the 
newspapers, this idea of "open letters" can be 
considered a good way of lighting a fire under 
the administration. 

In any event I can see no excuse for 
Newton residents being requested to keep 
their causes from the local press.

Quinn second-guessed 
by armchair generals 

A number of the armchair generals in Massachusetts 
politics have been second-guessing Attorney General 
Robert Quinn and asking whether Quinn has waited too 
long in announcing his candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 

The question they are raising is whether Quinn is 
allowing former State Representative Michael Dukakis of 
Brookline to open too big a lead in the Democratic 
gubernatorial race before officially moving into the 
contest 

Actually, there is no solid evidence or indication that 
Dukakis has any lead at all. Quinn has not been idle. Even 
though be is an unannounced candidate, Quinn is cam¬ 
paigning about as vigorously as he can and still perform 
his duties as Attorney General. 

Top Democratic leaders, who are supporting Quinn for 
election to the Governorship, have a simple answer when 
they are asked if they believe Quinn is making a strategic 
mistake in delaying the announcement of his candidacy 
until March. 

They declare that if Quinn can’t defeat Dukakis easily 
and “without even working up a good sweat" in the 
September primary, he doesn't belong in the main battle 
with Governor Francis W. Sargent next November. 

Dukakis is not considered a strong candidage by most 
Democratic regulars. They regard him as a left-wing 
extremist, a defender of abortion and the gay liberation, 
who is not in the mainstream of Democratic thinking. 

The former Brookline law-maker was the Democratic 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor in 1970, but there was 
no evidence at that time that Dukakis was as much help to 
Boston Mayor Kevin H. White, the Democratic nominee 
for Governor, as Donald Dwight was to Republican 
Governor Sargent 

What is troubling many prominent Democrats and 
business executives, who intend to back Quinn for the 
Governorship is that Quinn is a low-key Attorney General 
who does his Job in an efficient but unspectacular fashion 
and does not get as much public attention as somone such 
as Edward W. Brooke did, when he was Attorney General. 

One highly respected Democratic leader advised 
Quinn to indict John O. Boone when Boone was state 
correction commissioner and conditions were completely 
chaotic at the Walpole State Prison, with someone being 
killed almost daily at the prison. 

This would have attracted the public spotlight to Quinn, 
would have given him exposure he needed and would have 
drawn the line for a clash between Quinn and Governor 
Sargent who would have been obliged to suspend Boone if 
he had been indicted. 

But Quinn was not prepared to take so drastic an action. 

He expressed the belief that Boone was a poor ad¬ 
ministrator but that Boone was not guilty of any crimes 
which would warrant his indictment 
While the matter was being argued by Quinn's top 
advisers, conditions at Walpole State Prison got so far out 
of hand that Governor Sargent fired Boone, and Quinn's 
opportunity to make political capital of the poor ad¬ 
ministration of the state’s prison system by ,a man 
Governor Sargent had imported from Virginia, was partly 
wiped out 

Quinn has been a good Attorney General but not a 
spectacular one. He doesn't make headlines. He enforces 
the law precisely as it should be applied. He doesn’t 
hesitate to make decisions and rulings which are un¬ 
popular and cost him votes. 

This does not draw any volleys aof applause from some 
of Quinn's top backers who admire his integrity and his 
determination to be a good Attorney General but who wish 
Quinn would manifest a little more recognition of"the fact 
that he is travelling a difficult political road and will face 
a strong Republican opponent if he wins his party’s 
nomination for Governor. 

At this point in the campaign Quinn probably is better 
known than Dukakis but not as well known as Governor 
Sargent. 

To keep the record straight, Attorney Kathleen Ryan 
Dacey, former member of the Boston School Committee, 
apparently will be a third contender will) Quinn and 
Dukakis in the Democratic gubernatorial campaign. 

Boone would set free 
nine of 10 prisoners 

The more closely one listens to John O. Boone, the more 
one wonders why Governor Sargent ever brought him to 
Massachusetts to mess up the state's prison system. 

A speech by Boone, who obviously considers himself one 
of the world's foremost experts on prisoners, leaves a 
strong feeling of gratification that he was fired before he 
created any more chaos then he did at the Walpole State 
Prison 

Boone is now a prolessor of criminal justice at Boston 
University and is the director of a prison reform 
organization which be himself founded after he was given 
the heave-ho last June from his Job as stale corrertioa 
commissioner. 

This reporter does not Intend to make Boone a per¬ 
manent target, but he persists in projecting himself to the 
forefront and in making inflammatory and controversial 
statements which should not go unanswered 
Boone recently made a two-week visit to Vietnam, 
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apparently to get material for speeches. On his return to 
the United States he compared the treatment of the 
political prisoners in South Vietnam to the handling of the 
freed slaves after the Civil War. 

That is a matter of which he properly can voice an 
opinion. But then he went on to say that the United States 
“has fixed it so that black people and poor people would 
land in prison." 

Exactly what he meant by that pronouncement was not 
clear to this listener. Boone, incidentally, now talks like a 
fervent revivalist when he makes a speech. He almost 
seems to be trying to capitalize on the fact that he was 
ousted from his job as correction commissioner. 

Referring again to the people in prison, he said: "They 
were guilty of only one thing, stealing a little property." 
He made it sound as if that were a minor offense which 
should be overlooked 

Boone appeared to say at one point that be would free 
nine out of 10 inmates in Massachusetts prisons and at 
another time that he would release 95 out of 100 prisoners. 

In a speech to members of the Unitarian Society in 
Northampton. Boone asserted that only paid murderers 
and mass murderers, representing five per cent of the 
prison population in the United States, should remain in 
Jail. 

That seems to mean that a murderer, who brutalizes or 
kills another person, should not be sent to prison if he is 
not paid for his action and if he does not commit multiple 
murders. To say the least, that is a very liberal attitude on 
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who should be sent to prison and who should be allowed to 
roam at large to commit an occasional murder. 

In a talk at the Old Cambridge Baptist Church, Boone 
said that "90 per cent of criminals are not dangerous.” 

Maybe so, but some naughty boys did some mean things 
at the Walpole State Prison while Boone was the state’s 
correction boss-like slitting the throats of other inmates. 

But they committed their murders one at a time. They 
presumably were not paid for killing fellow prisoners who 
had displeased them. On the basis of Mr. Boone's 
reasoning, we should not get too exercised about those 
infractions of the law. 

From where we sit, however, it does seem a little more 
serious than getting a parking ticket. It also may explain 
why conditions at the Walpole State Prison became so 
chaotic under Boone. 

One reader has written In the sarcastic suggestion that 
Governor Sargent could have saved some money by 
retaining John Boone as correction commissioner. 

He says that if Boone had remained on the job another 
few months, the inmates at Walpole State Prison either 
would have killed each other off or escaped while on 
furlough, and Sarge could have closed down the prison 
until there were some mass killings or paid murders. 

Somehow, we don't think that is Mr. Sargent’s idea of 
achieving economies although he says he would hire John 
Boone if he had it to do all over again.

Rumors insist Fuller 
will oppose Sargent 


Reports persist in political circles that Peter Fuller is 
weakening under the appeals from critics of Governor 
Sargent in the Republican party and will either oppose 
Mr. Sargent at the GOP State Convention in June and 
in the primary next September or run as an Independent 
in November. 

Peter Fuller, in case you just came in, is the Cadillac 
dealer, an outstanding sportsman and the son of former 
Republican Governor Alvan T. Fuller. He was a 
heavyweight on the Harvard boxing team when this ob¬ 
server was a senior at the Cambridge university which 
was a long, long time ago. More recently, he was the 
owner of the great Race horse, “Dancer’s Image. 

The writer finds it difficult to place much credence in 
the widely circulated rumors. Peter Fuller is a hard- 
headed businessman, and his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination for Governor would not make 
political sense. His candidacy as an Independent might 
help rather than hurt Governor Sargent 

Fuller is one of a number of business executives who 
are disenchanted with Governor Sargent and are hopeful 
that Attorney General Robert Quinn defeats Sarge next 
November. They probably would not back Michael 
Dukakis against Mr. Sargent because of his left-wing 
views in the event that Dukakis should be the Democratic 
nominee for Governor. 

Business leaders can be a big help in financing a 
political campaign, but they don’t pack much punch at the 
polls on election day. 

Peter Fuller could not defeat Governor Sareent either 
at the unofficial Republican State Convention in June or 
the GOP primary in September. He could cause a split in 
the Republican party and injure Sarge's chances of 
winning reelection, but he could do that by making some 
television speeches for Attorney General Quinn next 
October. 

Fuller’s displeasure with Sargent crested when the 
Governor vetoed a bill to resore the death penalty for 
murderers of police officers. That issue probably will cost 
Sarge the police vote but not hurt him fatally in the 
election. 

Peter Fuller would not have much to gain by venturing 
into the political wars, and he might well lose a lot of 
prestige.

Make 1974 the year of the veteran 


Rep. Paul A. Schneiders (D- 
Canton) has filed a bill with 
Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton) 
and several other legislators 
that would allow ‘‘child-care’’ 
ns a deduction for mothers who 
wish to work, 

A working mother could take 
as a tax deduction ‘‘child-care, 
household services and disabled 
dependent care” under the 
proposed legislation. This 
deduction Ls already allowed by 


the federal government but not 
by the Commonwealth. 

Rep. Schneiders said the 
deduction would make it easier 
for women to Join the outside 
work force if they wish to do so. 

Other area representatives 
who sponsored the bill were 
Robert Frazier (D-Braintree), 
Lawrence Buxbaum (D- 
Sharon), Thomas Brownell (D- 
Qulncy), and Gilbert Cox (R- 
Neodham). 


Today’s veterans know no hurrahs. 
Homecoming parades and tumultous 
newsreel scenes of troopships landing 
have long stopped. 

The Congress and the country, despite 
recent ovations for returned POW's, have 
barely taken notice of the 6 million 
veterans returned from service in Viet¬ 
nam and those who returned many years 
ago; 1.1 million from Worls War I, 14 
million who served in Worls War n, and S 
million who are veterans of the Korean 
Conflict. 

We have, as a part of our heritage, a 
tradition of gratitude to vete4ans of the 
Armed Services, yet today a nation that 
understandably wants badly to forget war 
is also forgetting the returning soldier. 

I have the hope that in 1974 the 
Congress will move forward in enactment 
of measurers to update and extend the 
programs to which it has committed itself 
on behalf of America’s veterans, those left 
disabled as a result of service, those who 
were widowed, those children who lost a 
parent, and provide initiative in education, 
training and other areas for those in need 
of this assistance. 

Some 2.2 million veterans receive 
disability compensation. In addition there 
are 200,000 widows and children of 
veterans who receive some form of 
assistance. 

In 1973, there were 125 compensation 
bills pending in the House Veterans Affairs 
Committee. I have the hope that the House 
will act early in 1974 to increase com¬ 
pensation which is received by veterans 


with service-connected disabilities and 
adjust the pension law to Include a 
correction so that no person's benefits 
whether veteran or survivor or dependent 
of a veterc- should diminish if Social 
Security benefits are increased. 

The G.I. bill must be updated. The 
monthly allotment ofr a single veteran 
should be increased from $220 to at least 
<250. Indeed, with total average charges of 
private education over <4,500 and public 
colleges over <2,700, according to an Office 
of Education report, the veteran faces 
rough going in stretching benefits of <1,980. 

Technical and vocational training as 
well reflects these higher costs. The 
requirement of 30 per cent disability 
before a veteran can receive rehabilitation 
training should be reduced to a 10 per cent 
disability. The period during which a 
veteran may claim his G.I. bill benefits 
should be extended from eight years to at 
least 10 years or, even better, be totally 
eliminated. 

The home loan market is so highly 
priced at this time that most veterans 
cannot purchase a home. The Congress 
should make improvements in the loan 
program so that veterans, especially those 
of the Vietnam Era, may be able to have 
an interest rate that will permit them to 
obtain a home of at least moderate cost. 

Further funding should be granted to 
the program entitled, ‘‘Veterans Cost of 
Instruction” which was authorized by the 
92nd Congress. The <25 million ap¬ 
propriated by the Congress to carry out 
this program was impoinded by the 
Administration. A Federal Court ruled 


that the money must be made available. 

The program is designed to assist 
veterans interested in attending college , 
who have special readjustment problems. 
Under this law, colleges which increase 
their veterans' enrollment by 10 per cent 
over the previous year are entitled to 
payments of up to <450 for each of the 
certain categories of veterans attending 
the school full-time. 

If adequately funded, this particular 
program could act as an incentive to 
colleges and techlnical institutions to 
reach out for veterans while at the same 
time furnishing veterans adequate 
psychological and financial Incentives to 
make full utilization of their G.I. bill. 

The foregoing are but some of the 
areas that need legislative attention. 
Along with these is the continuing concern 
for appropriate medical care especially at 
Veterans Hospitals, which has been a main 
topic of study of veterans groups such as 
the Disabled American Veterans. 
Attention must also be given to the 
Veterans Administration itself, which Ls 
overworked and has become an often 
uninspiring bureaucracy. 

Pleading fiscal necessity and 
reflecting a general cutback in domestic 
programs, the Administration has fought 
raising veterans benefits. It is my hope 
that the Congress will not be intimidated 
by the threat of presidential veto but will 
move quickly to reaffirm its committment 
to this nation’s veterans.

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Clearing up METCO misunderstandings 


To the Editor: 

Several proposals have been made to 
expand the METCO program, some of 
which seem to misunderstand the nature 
of the program and its relationship to the 
State Department of Education. 

It seems appropriate, therefore , to 
state publicly, Just what METCO is, how it 
is organized and funded, what its goals 
are, and what things it can and cannot do. 

It is a good opportunity for METCO to 
' take a look at itself, in this the eighth year 
of its operation, to review its progress and 
to consider its direction for the future. 

METCO (the Metropolitan Council for 
Educational Opportunity, Inc.) is a 
private, non-profit, voluntary 
organization. Founded in 1966 in response 
to the educational issues of that time, it 
was a cooperative venture by parents, 
educators, and suburban citizens who 
believe that quality integrated education 
should not have to wait for the state’s 
Racial Imbalance Law to be implemented- 
and how woefully correct they were not to 
wait-and that suburban communities could 
and would join in a venture to provide that 
kind of education. 

Funded by the federal government 
and foundation grants for the first three 
years, the program has succeeded so far 
beyond the dreams of its founders, so 
much so, that it was funded by the state 
when federal funds ran out; has grown 
steadily, and has met with almost 
universial approbation. 

METCO is governed by a board of 
directors made up of citizens from both 
Boston and its suburbs. It is reimbursed 
for its services by the 31 cities and towns 
who participate in its program under the 
general supervision of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

Funds are granted by the legislature 
and allocated to the various communities 
to provide educational services for those 
students who come to them from the city. 
These communities then reimburse 
METCO for its administrative expenses. 

In other words, METCO provides a 
specific set of services for the Com¬ 
monwealth for which it is reimbursed, but 
it remains a private organization. This 
procedure is similar to programs in other 
area of public life, both state and national, 
where government has decided that it 
wants certain things to be done, but 
prefers not set up its own bureaucracy to 


do them, and contracts with private in¬ 
stitutions for the needed services. 

METCO’s relationship with the State 
Department of Education; the governor’s 
office, the school superintendents and 
school committees, and the legislature has 
been excellent 

METCO provides and continues to 
provide a wealth of knowledge about the 
mutual needs of city children going to 
suburban schools and suburban com¬ 
munities adjusting to the needs of Black 
children from the city. 

METCO accepts students, negotiates 
with suburban towns for student spaces, 
provides special tutoring programs and 
sets up bus routes. 

METCO has served as an educational 
laboratory in which much has been 
learned about the needs for black studies 
programs, for black staff, for tutoring, for 
special counseling, for ways of dealing 
with misunderstandings, hostilities and for 
the bagaries of buses and sometimes bus 
drivers. We have faced unexpected 
problems and enjoyed unexpected 
dividends. These have been valuable years 
of learning for all of us. 

We hope that (again it is a sad comm- 
tary that we are still talking about a hope 
for the future), the lessons learned in 
METCO’s experience can be of help in the 
resolution of the larger question of in¬ 
tegration which has yet to happen. 

We do not expect that METCO, as 


currently organized, will be the primary 
mechanism through which a system-wide 
integration will be accomplished. We do, 
however, believe that METCO can and will 
take more children. Many of us believe 
that in the long run, the greater Boston 
area will move toward some kind of 
metropolitan cooperation, not just to 
comply with the requirements of the 
Racial Imbalance Law, but also to provide 
better integration of varied cultural and | 
economic backgrounds and resources. We 
are already cooperating with pilot 
programs working on a variety of ap¬ 
proaches in this direction. 

But we do want to make it clear that 
we are legally and philosophically tied to 
the law as it now stands. 

We are therefore opposed to any 
suggestions for “solving" the racial im¬ 
balance problem in Boston by simply and 
mindlessly shifting out of the city 20,000 
Boston students in an obvious attempt to 
avoid obeying the law and to create city- 
suburban hostilities. 

We would ask what kind of pied piper 
would say to one group of children, "You 
are the problem, and you must go." The 
racist implications are clear, and METCO 
cannot be used to persuade 20,000 black 
students that they, and they alone, must be 
bused to solve that problem. 

On the more general question of 
METCO’s growth, out position is that we

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Car pools can reduce

Car pools arc one way to help 
conserve energy cut traffic, 
save money, and fight pollution. 
And they provide door-to-door 
service. 

The Norfolk County-Newton 
Lung Association reports that 
studies show that in major 
metropolitan areas the average 
car occupancy for work trips 
during rush hours is 1.6 persons 
per vehicle. If car occupancy 
could even be increased to two 
persons per vehicle, 20 per cent 
of cars might be removed from 
rush hour traffic. 

Now galvanized by the energy 
crisis, all kinds of groups are 
organizing computer pools and 
matching services for drivers. 
Even before this winter's crisis, 
figures from the U.S. Bureau of 
the Census showed that more 
people were using car pools 
than were riding buses, 
streetcars, subways, and 
elevated traias combined. 

Some companies have 
developed ingenious car pool 
systems. The 3M Company in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, for 
example, owns 30 vans that hold 
12 passengers each. Passengers 
pay a monthly fee based on the 
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number of miles from home to 
work. If they want, drivers get 
to use the vans nights and 
weekends for a nominal 
mileage charge. Fees from the 
first eight passengers go to the 
company to pay for the vehicle 
and maintenance. But if a 
driver can get more than eight 
passengers, he or she can keep 
those fees.

Heart attack 
and stroke: 
never 'sudden' 


A heart attack is often 
described as "sudden." Yet, 
there are no sudden heart at- 
‘ tacks - only those that seem to 
happen suddenly. 

A stroke is referred to 
medically as a 
"cerebrovascular accident.” 
It’s not an accident in human 
terms. Underlying causes build 
over the years. 

Both have their roots in basic 
risk factors: high blood 
pressure, high blood cholesterol 
and excess cigaret smoking. 
Other include heredity, a lack of 
exercise, a diet high in 
saturated fats and cholesterol, 
and obesity. 

"Some risk factors can be 
avoided by an alteration of 
lifestyle," says Dr. Reusch, 
president of the Southeast 
Chapter, Massachusetts Heart 
Association. "Others can be 
minimized by an awareness of 
them. But equally important, 
we should know and heed the 
early warning signs that often 
precede a heart attack or 
stroke.”

Memorial Hospital, listed the 
warning signs, published in 
literature and other material 
supplied as a result of Heart 
Fund contributions. They are: 

Heart Attack: Prolonged, 
oppressive pain or unusual 
discomfort in the center of the 
chest, behind the breastbone; 
pain may radiate to the 
shoulder, arm, neck or jaw; 
pain or discomfort is often 
accompanied by sweating; 
nausea, vomiting and shortness 
of breath. Sometimes these 
symptoms subside and then 
return. 

Stroke: Sudden temporary 
weakness or numbness of the 
face, arm or leg; temporary 
difficulty or loss of speech, or 
trouble understanding speech; 
temporary dimness or loss of 
vision, particularly in one eye; 
an episode of double vision; 
unexplained dizziness or un¬ 
steadiness; changes in per¬ 
sonality, mental ability or the 
pattern of headaches. 

"As the warning signs in- j| 
dicate,” Dr. Reusch says, 
"heart attack is never sudden, | 
stroke is never an accident. By! 
being aware of these warning! 
signs, and by seeking im-1 
mediate medical help when | 
they occur, you literally can 
save your own life." 

Heart disease claims over a 
million lives each year, he 
continues. In Southeastern 
Massachusetts alone, an 
estimated 5,000 will die of heart 
attacks, and another 1500 will 
suffer from fatal strokes. 

“The goal of the American 
Heart Association is to save 
your heart,” Dr. Reusch adds. 
"When Heart volunteers call at 
your home during February - 
American Heart Month - they’ll 
give you information on the 
warnings signs of heart attack 
and stroke. Give generously to 
the Heart Fund."

More than an 
hour's wait 
for gas 

(Continued from Page 1) 

A check of gas stations Tuesday morning showed lines 
of up to 40 cars at all stations pumping gas. 

Some drivers said they had been waiting an hour. 

On Washington Street near the MBTA Station and in 
West Newton the lines impeded Boston-bound traffic. 

In Newtonville most stations were closed. A sign on one 
said that they were selling gas only to regular customers. 

In Newton Centre a long line ws still making Beacon 
Street almost impassable at 9:30 a.m. 

At Four Corners, a gas station at each corner and one 
on Beacon Street all were pumping at the same time for a 
brief period. Cars were backed up on Walnut Street and on 
Beacon Street on both sides. 

Some stations were settong a minimum purchase of $3, 
which is the same figure asked by the governor. 

The governor's plan, to take effect Monday, is a 
modification of the so-called Oregon plan. 

Cars whose registration plates end in an odd number 
will be sold gas on odd-numbered days, and those with even- 
numbered plates will get gas on even-numbered days. 

Vanity plates will be considered as odd-numbered- 
ending plates. 

Under the governor's plan, emergency and commercial 
vehicles will be able to get gas every day. 

Stations will display green flags to tell motorists that 
they are selling gas, yellow flags for sales to emergency 
and commercial vehicles, and red flags to indicate that the 
station has no gas. 

Mayor Mann said after the governor's announcement 
Tuesday that he felt that the city of Newton had been "a 
catalyst" in the solution to the distribtuion problem, but 
pointed out that federal intervention will be necessary to 
improve the supply of gasoline and achieve a more “even- 
handed distribtuion" throughout the country. 

Mann wished especially to commend Mike Tocci of 
West obil, leader of the Newton gasoline dealers, for his 
cooperation and his personal commitment to trying to solve 
Newton's gasoline problem.

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State plan 
to curb 
drug abuse 

A comprehensive state plan 
for drug abuse prevention, 
treatment and rehabilitation in 
the Commonwealth has been 
completed by the Governor's 
Drug Abuse Prevention 
Planning Council In concert 
with the Department of Mental 
Health's Division of Drug 
Rehabilitation. 

Matthew P. Dumont, M.D., 
assistant commissioner for 
drug rehabilitation, said the 
document "is the most up-to- 
date and complete" statement 
of the needs and resources 
relating to drug abuse 
prevention in the state. 

He said that Massachusetts is 
ahead of many other states in 
terms of rehabilitation ac¬ 
tivities but that service needs 
and gaps still exist 

"Careful review of both 
resources and needs," he said, 
"resulted in a balanced and 
realistic approach to what is 
considered most appropriate 
for the Commonwealth." 

Highlights of the state plan 
call for: 

1. A more intensive 
prevention effort through im¬ 
proved educational techniques 
and educational programs for 
drug dependents undergoing 
treatment 

2. More and better vocational 
rehabilitation and job training 
opportunities across the state. 

3. Increased facilities for the 
detoxification of barbiturate 
dependency - a considerable 
problem in the Commonwealth 
today. 

4. A special program for 
women who have drug 
problems. 

5. Increased outreach ac¬ 
tivities to help persons through 
crises and aid in their referral 
to rehabilitation programs. 

Preparing the state plan, 
according to Dr. Dumont, 
required the efforts of the 23 
council members representing 
18 state agencies, public and 
private organizations, and 
numerous individuals con¬ 
cerned with drug abuse. 

The plan, which took a year to 
complete, has been submitted to 
federal authorities in ac¬ 
cordance with the Drug Abuse 
Office and Treatment Act of 
1972 (Public Law 92-255). 

. This permits the state to 
receive an estimated $250,000 in 
formula grant funds to assist in 
the implementation of program 
objectives. 

Copies of the state plan are 
available, for referral purposes 
only, at the Mental Health 
Department's Division of Drug 
Rehabilitation, 190 Portland 
Street, Boston, at the State 
House Library, and at regional 
mental health offices.

Approximately 20 people raised their hands. There was 
approximately one and one half hours of audience com¬ 
ments and questions. 

One person said that she felt a lack of alternative 
education within the schools. "Changes are not drastic 
enough," she commented. 

Wendell Kravitz spoke as president of Newton Citizens 
for Education. He asked the School Committee to focus Its 
attention on getting reimbursements for state mandated 
programs, 

Kravitz also called for an analysis of the effectiveness 
of programs, and questioned how much saving there is from 
the attrition of staff, because of pensions. 

John C. Harper, assistant coordinator of the arts for 
music, said that "there are programs in the district which 
are undernourished in relation to staff and program. He 
noted that for art in the elementary schools there is one 
teacher for every 85 students. 

"If we could double the contact, we could triple the 
input," Harper said. 

There were several questions relating to Chapter 766. 
John Webber, president of the PTA Council, asked about 
how many people will apply for Chapter 766, and about how 
reimbursement will be made. 

John M. Cullinane, director of pupil personnel services 
and special education, said that it is estimated that $150 000 
will be needed for tuition. He added that reimbursement, 
starting next year, will come directly to the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

"We hope to get reimbursement several times a year " 
Cullinane said. 

Mrs. Rosenblum added that "during the first few years, 
reimbursement will not be less than what we presently 
get" 

A counselor at Day Junior High School said that the 
budget for Chapter 766 seemed pared exteremly low. She 
noted that it may be difficult to implement Chapter 766. 


"We don't know how many kids to plan for," Fink 
replied. He added that the budget for tutoring the per¬ 
ceptually handicapped has Increased from $35,000 to 
$293,000 in the past four years. This suggested that there is 
already a foundation for supplying the needs of Chapter 766. 

Several people asked about cuts in program and staff in 
the schools. Fink said that he does not anticipate a cut in the 
early childhood program. 

Fink commented that he anticipated severKposltions 
will come out of the 23 elementary schools. He said that 
personnel people will meet with principals. 

"We have to be sensitive to what the community can 
afford," Fink noted. 

There was discussion of a plan proposed earlier which 
called for the preservation of the present staff level and the 
addition of tuition paying students from outside Newton. 

‘If there is space available they are welcome," said 
School Committeeman Alvin Mandell. 

One person asked about the possibility of parochial 
schools going out of business. 

Fink said that in the past, "we have been able to absorb 
parochial school students without a crisis." 

David Geikie, president of the Newton Teachers 
Association, said that he was disturbed to see $10,000 taken 
from the funds for sabbaticals. 

School Committee Chairman Emeritus Manuel Beck¬ 
with asked if there was any way to estimate reim¬ 
bursements for 1974-75. 

Harry Vienneau, director of budget and accounting, 
said that there are many variables. 

Vienneau added that on an 18 month budget, he found

portunities and programs for girls, and plans 
to suggest that the Recreation Department 
fill the gaps left by the inadequate girls’ Phys 
Ed programs in the secondary schools. 

During an interview with some members of 
the Board of Aldermen about her ap¬ 
pointment to the Recreation Commission, Ms. 
Arthur explained another idea — to get some 
of the services now paid for by the Recreation 
Department donated, and earmarking the 
amounts saved to be spent for a specific piece 
of equipment or facility. 

She said she will propose that the Newton 
Women's Tennis League be allowed to take 
over the tennis instruction for the depart¬ 
ment, which they will provide free (Ms. 
Arthur has already obtained a commitment). 

The exact amount of money previously 
spent on tennis instruction could then be used 
for court lighting where none exists, or for 
any other purpose selected by the Recreation 
Commission. 

Unorganized recreation is not overlooked. 
Ms. Arthur recognizes that people must have 
a place where they can "dumb around,” and 
would be opposed to the development of Cold 
Spring playground along the lines suggested 
in a park report. 

"I see kids down there knee-deep in the 


brook catching polliwogs, having a wonderful 
time," was one comment. 

"Ward 5 Olympics,” to be held by the 
Recreation Department in a place like Cold 
Spring, is another idea that would not only be 
fun for everybody but would improve public 
relations between the department and the 
community. 

Ms. Arthur’s concept would involve the 
community by having trophies donated by 
individuals or businesses, with "the heaviest 
emphasis on sportsmanship." 

A Recreation Commission booth at the 
Olympics would be a means of getting 
feedback from the community. 

‘'Community” is an important word to 
Lynne Arthur. A sense of community is what 
she likes about Newton and especially Newton 
Highlands. 

To encourage this sense of community, Ms. 
Arthur would like to see city - sponsored block 
parties. 

“Giving” is another important word. Ms. 
Arthur believes that people want to give their 
services and talents, and that public relations 
can be good only when there is giving as well 
as getting. 

“I’d like to get across that success is not 
measured in statistics, maintenance reports, 
hard surfaces. It’s the activites and in¬ 
volvement that count."

Question: I would like to know how to make the tiny 
miniature tartlets that are seen in the fancy bakeries.

Answer: Though the shapes may be made with heavy 
strength aluminum, it's best to invest in a set of the tiny tart 
pans — the finished product Is quite professional in ap¬ 
pearance.

4 teaspoon salt 

1 (no. 1 can) crashed pineapple, drained 

2 tablespoons melted butter or margarine 

Have your meat dealer remove bone to make pocket for 
the stuffing. Combine soft bread crumbs, parsley, orange 
rind and salt Blend In pineapple and butter. Fill pocket 
with stuffing. Close with skewers. Rub salt and pepper over 
outside surface of stuffed leg of lamb.

Prepare mix as label directs using one and one-third 
cups milk instead of water.

Drinal introduces bill 
to prohibit tax deduction 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass), announced 
recently that he has introduced 
a bill to prohibit the giant oil 
companies from passing on to 
the consumer, by way of a tax 
deduction, the cost of certain 
radio, T.V. and newspaper 
advertisements. 

"We are all too familiar with 
the ads in question," 
Congressman Drinan said. 
"They are not related to the sale 
of the company's goods or 


services. Rather, they are 
deliberate attempts to influence 
public sentiment, and 
whitewash the role of the oil 
companies in the present 
energy crisis.” 

The Congressman cited 
recent information released by 
the General Accounting Office 
which reveals ( that based on 
available figures, the country's 
leading oil companies have 
been spending more than half as 
much on advertising as they 


have been on research and 
development activities in the 
last few years. 

“This clearly indicates that in 
the period when oil companies 
now claim to have been 
preparing for the oil crisis, they 
were actually spending 
exhorbitant amounts on their 
advertising campaigns, with 
research and development 
projects given only slightly 
higher priority," Drinan said. 

"For example, according to 
the GAO, Standard Oil of 


Police explain 
new bike law 



Newton bicycle riders should 
become familiar with the new 
Saltonstail bicycle regulation 
bill. 

There are many new features 
and many are old. The intent of 
Sen. Saltonstail was and is to 
inculate awareness and 
responsibility in both cyclist 
and motorist. 

Chief William Quinn stated 
that Newton has Joined forces 
with Brookline and Wellesley, to 
study and implement the non- 
criminal ticket provisions. 

"We are not interested in 
giving tickets for violations, 
although we shall, if necessary. 
We arc interested in a common 
sense recognition of the intent of 
the bill. We will continue our 
bicycle safety clinics with our 
schools and any other interested 
groups. We hope that bicycle 
riders will be more interested in 
avoiding accidents than in 
maintaining their right of way,” 
Quinn said. 

For example, after proper 
signaling, a cyclist may ride to 
the center point in an in¬ 
tersection to make a normal 
vehicular left turn. "I hope a 
cyclist won’t Just break into a 
line of traffic. If he does, I hope 
the motorist will be reasonable. 
It is in this provision of the act 
that we must use a great deal of 
common sense,” Quinn said. 

Bicycle clinics, conducted by 
Sgt. Charles Feeley, accent 
observation, looking around 
during the ride, and looking 
back before any change in 
direction, particularly the left 
turn, that carries a cyclist into 
the traffic flow. 

Other provisions include the 


following: All riders must ride 
with the flow of traffic on the 
right side of the street; the rider 
must obey all traffic signs, 
signals and devices including 
one-way streets, and obey all 
vehicular laws; the rider must 
have lights and reflectors for 
night riding; the bicycle must 
carry only one rider unless the 
cycle is engineered for more 
than one; passenger seats 
I child seat), must be firmly 
attached with stirrups for the 
child’s feet. 

“Under the new bill, it is left 
to the chief of police to decide 
whether or not sidewalks may 
be used outside of business 
districts. I have not declared 
this as an acceptable provision. 
In the past, we have not made a 
great to-do about sidewalk 
riding, although we hav<B, 


always instructed children that 
sidewalks were no safer than 
streets due to many hidden 
driveways, side streets, and the 
fact that many young people fail 
to look before leaving the 
sidewalk at a side street before 
entering the traffic flow. 
However, with the great influx 
of adult riders, I am going to 
study the effect that increased 
sidewalk riding would have on 
pedestrians, especially older 
citizens,” Quinn went on. 

The Chief continued, “We 
cannot leave it to the common 
sense of the individual rider. 
Some may argue that they feel 
safer going in an opposite 
fashion than that indicated by 
the bill. We have the Saltonstail 
bill, and we are going to do our 
utmost to make it workable. 


Indiana spent the same amount 
in 1970 on both advertising and 
research — $28 million each," 
Drinan said, "while in 1972, the 
company increased the 
research budget to $32 million, 
while cutting back advertising 
to $26 million." 

"At the present time, the oil 
companies deduct the cost of 
these massive advertising 
campaigns, which In turn 
reduces the already miniscule 
taxes which they pay," Drinah 
said. "We, the consumers, end 
up paying the tremendous costs 
of these public relations 
campaigns." 

The bill Drinan introduced 
would deny the deduction of any 
expenditure of any oil company 
for advertising not directly 
related to the sale of products or 
services. 

The Congressman noted that 
this bill in no way prohibits the 
oil companies from placing 
these ads; it simply eliminates 
their tax deductibility.

Working women build 
own S.S. protection 


NORWOOD — "Today, over 
32 million women are building 
social security protection for 
themselves and their families 
through their own work,” 
according to Arthur H. Birkett, 
Jr., manager of the Norwood 
social security district office. 

The working woman has both 
disability and survivors 
protection. If unable 

to work for a year or longer 
because of a disabling accident 
or severe illness, she and her 
dependents may be eligible for 
monthly cash payements from 
social security. If she dies 
prematurely, monthly cash 


payments from social security 
can help her children through 
school-until they’re 22, if they 
remain full-time students and 
unmarried. 

Even though her husband 
may be working at a full-time 
job, her children are still 
eligible for beneifts on her work 
record. 

On her own work record, the 
working woman can retire at 62 
with reduced monthly cash 
payments. Or she can wait until 
she’s 65 and get full monthly 
cash benefits.

NCDF,Towers pass' 

(Continued from Page 1) 


NCDF was that he doesn’t like the location 
because of the danger to the Vale (from 
pollutants), and "the deal with the Towers.” 

The Towers debate took little time, with 
only two aldermen, David Cohen and Mark 
White, speaking against it. 

Cohen and White both pointed to the 
cloudy financial picture for the Towers, the 
failure of the Towers to comply with the “10 
per cent policy" requiring developers to lease 
10 per cent of new units to the Housing 
Authority (20 of NCDF's 50 units will be 
leased to the Housing Authority), and traffic 
problems. 

The site plan was approved 19-3, with Aid. 
Jason Sacks excused because of a business 
connection with the Tower. In addition to 
White and Cohen, Aid. Richard McGrath 
voted “no." 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell, new Land Use 
Committee chairman, was absent from the 
entire meeting. 

Of the 19 conditions attached to the 
Towers site-plan approval, one added at the 
last minute nearly caused a reconsideration 
and therby a postponement of the vote. 

Added to the already printed list was a 
requirement that sprinklers be installed 
throughout the building in accordance with 
Standard 13 of the National Board of Fire 
Prevention, since it was reported at the 
meeting by an alderman that the fire ladders 
in the city would not reach beyond the eighth 
or ninth floor. 

Aid. Robert Tennant objected, saying 
that codeveloper Mario DiCarlo claimed a 
sprinkler system would cost "a million 
dollars and would require lowering all the 
ceilings by eight inches, which is not 
possible." 

Tennant tentatively moved a recon¬ 
sideration of the vote, but was dissuaded by 
an outcry from fellow aldermen.

Bird census 
Feb. 9 weekend 


Thousands of brilliant red 
Cardinals and grey Tufted 
Titmice apparently have 
decided Massachusetts is a 
good place to call home. The 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
aims to measure the numbers of 
these new feathered residents 
with the help of citizens 
throughout the Commonwealth. 
A New England wide census is 
scheduled for the weekend of 
Feb. 9-10. Everyone interested 
is urged to take part. Par¬ 
ticipation is simple - count and 
record, the numbers of the two 
birds seen during that weekend 
on a card provided by the 
Society and send it to Mass. 
Audubon in Lincoln. 

Cardinals and Tufted Titmice 
are particularly interesting 
because they are newcomers to 
the area, and offer a good op¬ 
portunity to study their 
population growth and 
distribution. 

In the fall of 1957, Cardinals 
and Tufted Titmice "exploded" 


in central New England, and the 
following year both species 
were reported nesting in 
Massachusetts. Up until this 
time they were birds seldom 
seen here. 

There are several theories 
about Massachusetts’ 
popularity with the two species. 
The growing number of people 
who feed birds and a warming 
trend in the New England 
climate are possible factors 
that may have caused the surge 
Northward. 

Male cardinals are bright red 
and females are a warm 
orange-brown with a red bill. 
Titmice are essentially all grey. 
Both birds have crested heads.

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Three times as many people 
In Massachusetts believe state 
government Is In more need of 
spending controls than local 
government, according to a poll 
taken for Citizens for Economy 
In Government 

In response to the question: 
"There are two broad areas of 
spending responsibility - state 
and local. Which of these areas 
is most In need of better con¬ 
trol?” 41.1 percent said state 
government Only 14.9 percent 
chose local government, while 
30.5 percent believe both are 
equally in need of controls. 

Illegal or unethical dealings 
are not considered very Im¬ 
portant to Massachusetts 
citizens In controlling spending. 
Fewer than 6 percent attributed 
graft, corruption or patronage 
as the primary reason for 
needing more controls In either 
or both state and local govern¬ 
ment. 

People believe that state 
government needs to be con¬ 
trolled primarily because of 
wasteful mismanagement. 
Those who feel local govern¬ 
ment is more in need of control 
attribute it mainly to money 
being spent on the wrong things 
and secondly to wasteful 
spending. However more than 
three-quarters of the people 
who equated the need for state 
and local controls did so 
because of the belief that there 
is too much waste at both levels. 

Citizens for Economy in 
Government, a group that is 
educating the public about the 
need for fiscal reforms in state 
and local government, con¬ 
ducted the poll in order to un¬ 
derstand the public's awareness 
of inefficiency at different 
levels of government. 

Commenting on the results, 
Henry S. Lodge, executive 
director of “Citizens,” said: 
"I'm encouraged by the public’s 
feeling that waste and inef¬ 
ficiency, not corruption or

"This indicates a reasonably 
sophisticated level of un¬ 
derstanding which will make it 
easier to get to the root of 
problems.” 

Lodge believes that the real 
problems leading to waste at 
the state level are caused by an 
antiquated budgetary process - 
the line Item budget "Citizens” 
is presently conducting a radio 


and newspaper campaign 
across the state which will focus 
attention on the importance of 
reforming the budgetary 
process. The campaign em¬ 
phasizes the lack of information 
lit the present budget with the 
result that legislators cannot 
make good decisions. 

"A good deal of legislation 
has been filed In the legislature 
this year to reform the 
process," I,ogan said. "We'll be 
telling citizens about It and try 


to create public pressures to sec 
that the best of it becomes law.” 

The Citizens survey, taken by 
Joseph Napolltan Associates of 
Springfield, is based on 798 
personal interviews conducted 
with Massachusetts citizens 18 
years of age or older. Inter¬ 
viewing was done In homes 
during August, 1973, with a 
sample reflecting 
Massachusetts' population 
characteristics.

Whatever happened to the ••cordwainer"? 

Well... he’s still very much around, as Al Aponc can 
testify, because he’s been a cordwainer for the last 25 
years. 

Cordwainer is a term which disappeared centries ago, 
but the craft is still with us... and thank heavens for that! 
In today's terminology, we know him as the cobbler, shoe 
repairman, or shoemaker... and it's too bad we can't find a 
better word for Al’s trade because he really does more than 
any of those terms imply. Even a "cordwainer" isn’t quite 
right. 

When you walk into Al's store . . . (the Oakdale Shoe 
Service, in Oakdale Square) ... it smells of leather, shoe 
polish and glue. A nice smell which brings back memories 
of penny loafers and oxfords and shoe-shine boys. The old, 
but familiar Singer sewing machine is there, as are shelves 
with linn n rt[.klat S fl T illj mended or in need of repair. 

ys a week, Al can be found working over one ot 
"other of his twelve machines . . . deftly and swiftly 
putting back together shoes that, with hours of walking and 
wearing have broken down. He is a gentle man, both in 
speech and actions... a complement to his trade. He states: 
“I will never be rich in this business . . but neither will I 
starve.” 

Throughout the years, Al has repaired many things 
besides shoes. His hands have worked on purses, leather 
pants, saddles, broken straps, and jackets. Just recently, a 
customer brought in a leather jacket with a missing button 
on the front and asked if Al "couldn't take the (ornamental) 
buttons off the sleeves and use one of them to replace it (the 
missing button).” "Sure", Al said, and not only that... but 
he would nLso reinfqrce the other buttons (at the owner’s 
request). This sort of service is what makes Al, and others 
in his trade, more than just a shoe repairman. 

Even though the word 'cordwainer' has long been gone, 
shoes are still around. But they have undergone quite a 
change over the last century and Al isn't sure what will 
happen to the shoe, or the shoemaker in years to come. 

"The workmanship and materials are not the same", 
Al stated. "Heels are hollow instead of a solid piece, and 
most of them are made of plastic today. Men’s shoes 
l require) cement work, instead of stitching, and the soles 
are lighter and thinner. The inner sole, which holds the shoe 
together, is no longer made of leather but what I call 
"paper” ... and it falls apart with perspiration. The inner 
sole you can’t replace." 

Centuries ago the cordwainer was the most important 
person in a community because there was no other mode of 
transportation besides the feet or on horseback, and he was 
the man who made the shoes...from scratch. 

Today, industry provides shoes by the millions ... and 
they are made only to last as long as "what’s in vogue" ... 
certainly not a life time. As a result, Al's present customers 
are mostly middle class. "The poor can’t afford to buy 
expensive shoes or even have them repaired, so they buy a 
cheap shoe and then replace it. The (affluent) people buy 
more expensive shoes, and usually have so many pairs that 
they seldom wear them out” Middle class people can 
usually afford a good shoe, but not manv pairs . . . "and 


since we're In the business to save people money, these 
people are our usual customer", Al stated. 

The way shoes arc made has changed ... and Al is 
wondering about the future of his trade. He has three sons 
and two daughters, none of whom are interested in 
becoming shoemakers, and Al thinks it’s because there are 
more exciting things luring the young into other fields. 
OuLsidc of his own family, and their personal reasons for 
not going into the trade, Al stated: "The oldtimers are 
closing down and there’s nobody taking their place. I feel 
it’s the oldtimer's fault because he never kept up with the 
times. . . didn’t make his business look attractive to out¬ 
siders." , 

And yet... “Old crafts always collect.. proverbs. .. 
the shoe trade is no exception, it Ls said that "A cobbler 
should stick to his last," and for the sake of comfortable 
feet, let us hope this old proverb is forever true.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pro¬ 
ducer Joseph Papp's ability to 
get major players to work for 
him in his limited-engagement 
productions at the Vivian 
Beaumont Theater in Lincoln 
Center at salaries that must be 
far below those to which they 
have become accustomed is 
being well demonstrated this 
season. 

Julie Harris starred at the 
Beaumont in Papp's second 
production of the season, "The 
Au Pair Man,” to high praise 
and, for her, low remuneration. 

Now, Papp has scored a 
double for his fourth Beaumont 
play in signing England’s 
Robert Shaw and our Joanne 
Woodward for a revival of 
August Strindberg's searing 
drama of marital discord, "The 
Dance of Death." These stars 
are just about os big as they 
come in the current market. 

The Strindberg play, the 
season's last at the Beaumont, 
opens April 4 for approximately 
six weeks after a break-in visit 
to Philadelphia’s Anncnberg 
Center that begins March 4. 
These two stars are virtual 
insurance that Papp will end his 
first year of tenancy at the 
Beaumont with a sold-out 
engagement. 

It is coincidental that a 
current much-praised motion 
picture, “The Sting,” has Shaw 
co-starring with Robert Red- 
ford and Miss Woodward’s 
husband, Paul Newman. And 
that is a reminder that the last 
time Miss Woodward appeared 
on the New York stage was in 
1964 in "Baby Want a Kiss,” 
with her husband as co-star. 

This will not be the Beau¬ 
mont’s first brush with this 
Strindberg drama, although the 
original contact was not with 
the original Strindberg. In the 
Beaumont's small ex¬ 
perimental threater, the 
Forum, now renamed the 
Newhouse, there was presented 
- in 1971, before Papp’s takeover, 
an antic paraphrase of the 
original titled "Play Strind¬ 
berg" written by the successful 
Swiss playwright, Friedrich 
Duerrenmatt 

Shaw, incidentally, is no 
stranger to the New York 
theater. He has been seen here 
in "The Caretaker, "The 
Physicists,""Gantry," and Ha¬ 
rold Pinter’s "Old Times," the 
latter as recently as 1972 


Ireland’s Brian Friel, who 
had one Broadway hit in 
"Philadelphia, Here I Come" in 
1966, will be back with a new 
play Feb. 17 at the Alvin 
Theater.

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Incinerator to be closed 


A tentative decision was made by 
Mayor Theodore Mann Tuesday night to 
cease operation of the Newton incinerator 
after Dec. 31, 1974. 

Reported recommendations by the 
consulting firm of Camp Dresser McKee 
that the city should not upgrade the in¬ 
cinerator for use as a possible Newton- 
Waltham regional refuse facility agreed in 
some measure with an earlier report by 
Arthur D. Little Co. that the incinerator 
should be abandoned. 

Chief Administrative Officer James 
Salter said at the Tuesday night meeting 
that the city will inform the state by March 
1 of its intention to close the incinerator. 

March 1 is the deadline imposed by the 
state by which time the city must have 
submitted a compliance schedule for 
bringing the incinerator up to air-quality 
standards. 

Still to be decided is the method of 
disposal of the city's solid waste after the 
incinerator is closed down. 

The Arthur D. Little (ADL) report 
recommended discontinuing use of the 
incinerator, using transfer-haul sb a short¬ 
term interim solution for disposal, and 
either alone, or with Waltham, promoting 
the development of a large resource- 
recovery plant. 

Camp Dresser McKee's (CDM) 
conclusions, reported by Public Works 
Director Richard Dudman, were much the 
same for the potential Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District. 

CDM took an even stronger position 


against the incinerator, saying at a 
meeting of the district committee last 
Saturday that in CDM's opinion far more 
extensive work, including replacing 
furnaces and grates, would be needed than 
ADL suggested. 

CDM has not yet made any recom¬ 
mendation on what the interim solution 
should be, but downplayed the transfer- 
haul method because of the scarcity of 
landfill sites and the lack of a guarantee 
that the chosen contractor could fulfill his 
contract. 

(Transfer-haul is an arrangement 
whereby rubbish is compacted at a 
transfer station in the community and 
hauled away in large tractor-trailers to a 
landfill area, incinerator, or resource- 
recovery plant.) 

Kenneth Smith, project engineer for 
CDM, called transfer-haul "the least at¬ 
tractive proposition right now." 

By July 1 a decision must be made on 
whether to form a Newton-Waltham 
disposal region under extended terms of 
the contract approved by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, which 
funded the district study committee with a 
1112,500 grant last summer. 

Dudman, Salter and Mann all seemed 
to lean toward the Consumat incineration 
process as the answer until a regional 
resource-recovery plant is built either as a 
joint effort by Newton, Waltham and other 
communities or by the state. 

The Consumat incinerator is a 
modular unit with a capacity of 12.5 tons 


per day. A Consumat representative 
recently recommended about 8 units each 
on two sites in Newton and eight units for 
Waltham, if the Consumat system were 
undertaken by the two-city region. 

This number would give Newton a 
burning capacity of 200 tons per day, and 
Waltham 100 tons per day, which is suf¬ 
ficient. 

Advantages of the Consumat, ac¬ 
cording to Brian Hogan, president of 
Resource Systems, Inc., which installs 
Consumat units, particulate emission from 
the Consumat stacks is below the federal 
allowance, and the units achieve 95 per 
cent reduction of combustibles, volume 
reduction to 1-20, and weight reduction of 
75 per cent. 

A typical 100-ton-per-day installation 
can be set up in a space of 235 feet by 137 
feet. 

The city could enter into a five-, seven- 
, or 10-year contract. Hogan said that on a 
five-year contract, incineration cost could 
be 110.65 per ton, which includes the coat of 
Installation and training of operators. 

The current coat per ton for in¬ 
cineration at the Newton incinerator haa 
been estimated at 111. 

A resource-recovery system offers the 
best long-term answer to disposal of solid 
waste, according to both ADL and CDM, 
but ADL's report estimates the capital 
investment at |6.6 million.

The Newton School Committee gave 
final approval this week to a School 
Department budget of 129,131,917 for the 
fiscal year 1974-75. 

The School Committee cut $249,553 
from an original recommendation by the 
school administration. The approved 
budget represents a 6.9 per cent Increase 
over the 1973-74 budget according to the 
administration. 

There were a variety of responses to 
the final budget. Chairman Emeritus 
Manuel Beckwith noted that his recom¬ 
mendation to cut approximately 40 
professional positions this year was turned 
down by the School Committee. A 
reduction of 31.3 professional positions was 
approved. 

“I feel that the country is in real sad 
condition right now economically," 
Beckwith commented. “I’ve wondered 
where the break comes in tightening the 
strings on the purse." 

Beckwith asked the administration to 
study the possibility of closing down one or 
two elementary schools. 

Beckwith expressed concern about the 
budget for fuel. He said that he has felt 
that the Division of Support Services did 
not plan sufficiently for Increases in costs. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
said that he could not vote in favor of the 
budget 

"We will add about $6 to the tax rate," 
Mandell commented. "In all conscience, I 
can't vote in favor of Increasing the budget 
to this amount." 

School Committee member Mrs. Joan 
Needleman asked that ways be found to 
save money before next year's budget 
meetings. 

School Committee member Mrs. 
Dorothy Reichard said that she thought 
"heat, utilities and Chapter 766 are going 
to be more costly than we anticipate In this 
budget." 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
commented that he thought the ad¬ 
ministration initially proposed a 
reasonable budget. 

First term School Committeeman 
Henry Dellcata said that he would not vote 
for the budget, “I can't let myself be a 
hyprocrite, Delicate commented. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann noted that 85 
per cent of the school and municipal 
budgets is for salaries. "The only way to 
have a drop back In the budget is to let 
people go,” Mann said. 

Mann remarked that he would abstain 
on the school budget because he still had to 
go through collective bargaining with 
several unions. 

He said that budget increases would 
first show in the October tax bill. 

Mann commented that he had heard 
the possibility raised of deferring im¬ 
plementation of Chapter 766. "We don’t 
want to defer Chapter 766,” Mann said. 

Six School Committee members voted 
in favor of the budget Mandell and 
Dellcata voted opposition and Mann ab¬ 
stained. 


The School Committee also voted 
approval to a motion to keep the starting 
time of elementary schools at 8:45 a.m. 
while Daylight Saving Time is in effect. 

It was noted that communications 
indicate that parents are generally in 
favor of maintaining the 8:45 a.m. starting 
time, while a majority of the staff, for 
educational reasons, prefer 8:15 a.m. 

A member of the audience commented 
that young children can become tired after 
lunch on long days. 

The School Committee unanimously 
approved a report form for the Spaulding 
School. 

The form, of which there were three 


Having achieved most of the first phase 
of the reorganization of city government 
last week when the Board of Aldermen 
approved salary increases for his 
executive staff, Mayor Theodore Mann 
Tuesday night moved into Phase 2, the city 
departments. 

The meat of the plan is the expansion of 
the scope of the Public Works Department, 
which, under reorganization, would in¬ 
clude all maintenance and construction 
now done by the Public Buildings and 
Recreation Departments. 

The director of the new Public Works 
Department would have responsibility for 
and control over the Street, Water, and 
Engineering Departments, which would 
lose the relative autonomy they enjoy now. 

The Recreation Department would be 
free to concentrate on development of 
program, and the Building Department 
would be responsible solely for Inspection 
and enforcement of building codes and 
zoning regulations. 

Tuesday night's meeting of the ad hoc 
reorganization committee and the mayor 
was the first open meeting on Phase 2 of 
the reorganization, although the plan was 
given to the Board of Aldermen on Jan. 1. 

The mayor and the aldermen both 
seemed to be feinting politely at each 
other, feeling each other out, with new 
Administrative Officer James Salter 
deflecting thrusts from each side. 

Listening to Aid. Edward Richmond 
and Ernest Dietz questioning the staffing 
of the Engineering Department, Aid. 
Richard BuUwinkle said, "There is a clear 
implication here that it is overstaffed.” 

Public Works Director Richard Dud¬ 
man, who is scheduled to leave by March 
1, answered that the Engineering 
Department is still set up to serve Newton 
in the 1950’s, when there was a con¬ 
siderable amount of street layout and 
construction being done. 

It’s still staffed that way,” Dudman 
said. "It needs redefinition." 


variations, asked children to evaluate 
themselves.

At one point Mann asked BuUwinkle, 
who is vice-president of the Board and 
often an opponent of the mayor, "Do you 
think the approach we’re taking is 
correct?" 

"I'd like to see the overall plan first and 
some estimated costs," BuUwinkle 
replied. 

The Jan. 1 document on reorganization 
is only an outline of what the mayor is 
proposing. 

Next will come a more detailed outline 
and chart of the reorganized departments, 
followed by the final proposal. 

According to Salter, some 26 or¬ 
dinances will be affected, all of which must 
be approved by the Board. The package of 
ordinances will not be assembled until the 
final reorganization plan has been worked 
out between the mayor and the aldermen. 

Asked by an alderman about when he 
thought the reorganization could take 
place, Salter replied that it might be 
possible by July 1, the beginning of the new 
fiscal year. 

The timetable for discussion will be 
tight, since the time-consuming budget 
review and hearings will be starting in 
March. 

A public hearing on the reorganization 
is required by the charter.

Odds are even on gas

Newton gas station participation in the 
Oregon plan for gasoline distribution 
seemed spotty Tuesday, the second day of 
the voluntary plan announced last week by 
Gov. Francis Sargent. 

Stations in several Newton villages 
checked on Tuesday, an even-numbered 
day, seemed to be following the rule for 
selling gas only to cars with registration 
plates ending in an even number but no 
red, green, or yellow flags were being 
displayed, and no signs were seen in¬ 
dicating station hours. 

Lines of cars around stations selling 
gas were somewhat shorter than last 
week, but so were tempers. 

Drivers were heard asking, "How do I 
get to be a regular customer?” as they 
were faced with another of an increasing 
number of notices saying "regular 
customers only.” 

(The practice of selling gas only to 
regular customers was declared illegal 
Tuesday by William E. Simon, federal 
energy chief. Simon suggests that persons 
who feel they are being discriminated 
against on this basis contact the Internal 
Revenue Service. Violators may be sub¬ 
ject to a $5,000 fine. 


The $3 minimum amount of gasoline 
that is part of the Oregon plan has, as a 
rule, become a maximum, as many 
dealers found their monthly gallonage 
allocations sharply cut 

One station owner, who did not wish to 
be identified, received word that he will 
receive only 65 per cent of what he ex¬ 
pected this month. He is selling only to 
regular customers. 

Another dealer said the absence of 
flags (green to indicate gas available, 
yellow meaning gas for commercial and 
emergency vehicles, and red showing that 
no gas is being sold) was due to the cost of 
the flag set, which he reported as $15. 

Newton station operators still sell gas 
only in the early morning hours, it ap¬ 
peared, with most if not all stations closed 
for gas sales by about 9 a.m. 

Dealers general! agreed that lines 
have been shortened by the new 
distribution system, but one attendant 
said, "The same people will just be back 
the day after tomorrow.” 

Shorter lines, however, have not 
improved the traffic problems caused by a 
line of cars occupying the right lane of a 
street. 

At a meeting last week with Mayor 
Theodore Mann, Newton gasoline dealers 
would not agree to a staggered-hours 


system of operation. Thirty dealers at¬ 
tended the meeting out of a total of 60 in the 
city; some others sent word that they 
would agree with the consensus. 

The essential points of the "Oregon 
plan," instituted statewide on a voluntary 
basis beginning this week, are that on odd- 
numbered days stations will sell gas only 
to cars bearing registration plates ending 
in an odd number, with the same system to 
be used for even numbers. 

Vanity plates are to be considered odd 
numbers, while zero is considered an even 
number. Plates ending with a letter will 
use the last digit before the letter. 

Out-of-state cars belonging to students 
living here will follow the same system as 
Massachusetts cars. 

Exempted are commercial and 
emergency vehicles, V and HP plates, 
automobiles used by salesmen, provided 
the salesman has a notarized letter from 
his employer, and "vehicles used for 
medical purposes." 

Dealers were requested to sell a 
minimum of $3 worth of gas to prevent 
"topping off” a nearly full tank. 

The program is to be in effect Monday 
through Saturday and on holidays. The 
thirty-first day of a month is a "free” day 
when all cars may get gas. 
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Housing target of 
latest legislation 


In an attempt to end decep¬ 
tive practices and excessive 
closing costs in housing sales 
and protect purchasers of new 
homes against faulty con¬ 
struction and unsuitable land 
Representatives David Lane 
(R-Essex) and Lois Pines (D- 
Newton) have filed a Home 
Buyers Protection Bill in the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 

"When families buy a home it 
is usually the biggest in¬ 
vestment they will ever make. 
Our goal is to prevent real 
estate transactions which in¬ 
volve unfair, deceptive and 
anti-competitive practices, 
unreasonably high settlement 
charges and to protect families 
from unsuitable land pur¬ 
chases, faulty constrcction, 
unsafe or otherwise defective 
home," Pines said. 

This comprehensive con¬ 
sumer legilation covers the 
gamut of home purchase 
transactions. It requires full 
and uniform disclosure of 
suitability of land for dwelling 
purposes and of dwelling 
conditions as well as dwelling 
components such as plumbing, 
sewage, heating and electrical 
systems. Builders must furhish 
the buyers of new houses a five- 


year warranty against serious 
defects. The bill makes sure the 
home buyer obtains the facts 
necessary to make an informed 
choice about the feasibility and 
cost of purchasing and main¬ 
taining a dwelling and is 
warned about unfair practices 
and unnecessary charges by 
requiring information booklets 
to be distributed by the real 
estate agent and bank. 

Conflict of interest situations 
between lenders, sellers, and all 
others providing dwelling reU 
estate transaction services 
would be prohibited. Real estate 
settlement costs must be 
disclosed in advance and are 
subject to a maximum fee 
schedule. 

Finally, this measure allows 
the home buyer to choose his 
own attorney for title search 
and closing. 

Under this bill, written 
disclosure of substantial defects 
on used homes occupied by four 
families or less must be made to 
buyers before a purchase and 
sale contract is signed. Builders 
must furnish the buyers of new 
houses a five year warranty 
that the house has no serious 
structural defects and back that 
warranty with a committment 


to correct any defects or 
through insurance provide 
reimbursement for the 
homeowner for repair of the 
defects. 

Before selling house lots the 
seller must furnish a Board of 
Health certificate that the land 
has been tested and meets the 
standards required by local or 
state law for the construction of 
a dwelling. 

The penalties for violation of 
this proposed law are severe. In 
addition to civil remedies 
available to the purchaser who 
has suffered a loss, sellers who 
fail to disclose defects or 
builders who fail to deliver 
warranties are subject to a fine 
of up to 15,000 or imprisonment 
of up to 2Mi years or both. 
Similar penalties apply to those 
who accept illegal fees or 
kickbacks. 

A Louis Harris poll a couple of 
years ago showed the public 
giving housing the lowest marks 
among 11 major consumer 
items. Defects were found in 
almost one fourth of the new 
homes and 39 per cent of used 
houses that were inspected 
.under a federal subsidy 
! program according to a recent 
GAO report. 


Gun control legislation 
filed again this year 


Rep. Peter Harrington (D— 
Newton) and Sen. Jack 
Backman (D—Brookline) have 
filed legislation in the 1974 
session of the legislature to 
regulate handguns. 

Under this legislation, law 
enforcement officials, members 
of the armed forces, authorized 
pistol clubs, employees of ar¬ 
med guard agencies and 
licensed businessmen will be 
the only persons allowed to 
possess handguns. Even this 
will be under the strict control 
of the Commissioner of Public 
Safety. 

For the past three years, 
similar legislation filed by 


Backman has been defeated by 
the nationwide lobby of the 
National Rifle Association and 
its affiliated clubs and gun 
businesses. 

On the opening day of the 
legislative session, Jan. 7, Gov. 
Francis Sargent announced that 
a prime target for this session 
must be the handgun, "menace 
to all of us, but an everyday 
threat to our police.” As a show 
of good faith he has announced 
that his own sporting goods 
business will no longer sell 
handguns. 

A hearing on this legislation 
will take place on Feb. 25. 

"The tragic pattern of 


violence and gun killings must 
be erased. Our nation, addicted 
to guns, has accumulated 90 
million private gun weapons, 
more than 25 per cent of which 
are handguns. The homicide 
rate in the United States is 
shamefully 50 times higher than 
Great Britain and 60 times 
higher than Japan,” Backman 
said. 

Last year over 50 per cent of 
the record number of killings in 
Boston were from handguns and 
75 per cent of these cases in¬ 
volved husband, wife, friends, 
neighbors or acquaintances, 
according to Backman.

Going South 

Perspective on 
low income housing

Newton, thank heavens, is finally going to see some low 
and moderate Income housing. 

As a result of a recent decision by the city’s Board of 
Aldermen, 50 units of housing will be built on Hamlet street 
in the city come 1975. 

Though this really is a start, and Newton deserves some 
sort of a pat on the back, it also is sort of a letdown. Five or 
six years ago, a group of citizens comprising the Newton 
Community Development Foundation (NCDF) had some 
big plans-they had some very Inspiring and innovative 
goals for the city. Their plan seemed simple enough: they 
wanted to reach out to people In the Inner city who needed 
help-poor people, which means both black and white 
people-and create housing for them on a wide scale level 
right here in Newton. 

But it wasn’t so simple. The NCDF proposals en¬ 
countered a great deal of opposition from a number of 
Newton residents, a ns so over the years, those proposals 
remained just proposals. 

What, you may ask, does the subject of low and 
moderate Income housing have to do with a column about 
Newton South? At least from my viewpoint, which is the 
viewpoint of a student, it has a lot to do with Newton South. 
And it has a lot to do with every other school in Newton, as 
well as in the schools of suburbs like it 

I must say that I enjoy living in Newton very much. But 
I do think that the children in the city-as well as their 
parents-are living in a rather “unreal” atmosphere. Go 
Into any school in the city, such as Newton South, for 
example, and take a look into any one of the classrooms 
there. If you see one blade student, you’ll be lucky. More 
often than not, however, you Just won’t see any blade 
students. At Newton South, there are a total of 53 black 
students (32 of whom are In the METCO program), as 
compared with some 1400 whites. 

There really is, it seems, something terribly wrong with 
this. If we are at all to survive in this world, it seems so 
crucial that we live with and get to know other “kinds" of 
people The children in our school system Just aren’t being 
exposed to those other people. 

We made a start with METCO. But a program like that 
is obviously limited in terms of the numbers of people it can 
Involve The real problem, it seems, is that there just aren't 
very many non-whites living within the dty-we do have de- 
facto segregation in Newton. 

With NCDF-with its original proposals-we would have 
been making a real step in the right direction. Had those 
proposals been acted upon, we would have seen more black 
people and some poor people, living here. They would have 
become dtizena of our community, and their children would 
have attended the schools here. This to me, at least, would 
have been kind of nice. Culturally, it would have been a 
much healthier situation, at least, than the one we’re living 
in now. 

The crucial point, it seems is that while the people who 
will reside in the low and moderate income housing will 
benefit, the overall community will benefit just as much, or 
even more, by the very presence of the new residents. The 
program would undoubtedly serve as a sort of mutual 
enrichment program. 

The recent action by the city’s Board of Aldermen is a 
good start We should pat the Board on the back. But we 
shouldn't pat too long. There’s still a lot to be done. 

Oak Hill gets better 
telephone facilities 


Crews are working in Newton 
on the final phase of a (770,000 
New England Telephone project 
to provide additional call- 
carrying facilities to serve the 
Oak Hill Park area. 

Local telephone manager 
Paul C. Duncan said the project 
involves placing both cable and 
conduit, the underground duct 
system that houses telephone 
cable. 

"The conduit for this 
project," Duncan said, "was 
completed last year. Nearly two 
miles of new ducts were placed 
on Walnut and Dedham streets 
from Boylston street down to 
Brookline street. 

"Nearly 5.5 miles of un¬ 
derground cable has since been 
fed into these and other duct 
systems through manholes 
apeed at intervals along the 
route,” Duncan said. 

Telephone personnel are at 
work now putting the new 
facilities into operation to serve 
the growing number of 
residents in the Oak Hill Dudley 
street and Hartmann road area. 

A separate cable project-also 
nearing completion-lnvolves 
placing cable in this same 
conduit system to provide more 
calling pathways between 
Newton and West Roxbury. 

"We plan the expansion of our 
telephone facilities in each 
community very carefully,” 
Duncan said, "since we serve 
many communities throughout 


the state and each is growing or 
changing in its own way. 

“We gather statistics on 
residential and business growth 
in each community and on 
changes in the numbers of 
telephones in that communityl 
We also consider how many 
calls the average customer is 
making and how long he is 
talking. 

"Each of these things is a 
factor in determining when we 
will need to add to the cable or 
call-handling equipment ser¬ 
ving each community, so that 
we can ensure that the money 
we spend each year to expand is 
spent where the facilities will be 
.needed soonest”

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PTA Council tackles 
school vandalism topic

The Newton PTA Council sponsored a 
discussion of vandalism and anti-social 
behavior in the Newton Public Schools at 
its monthly meeting last week at the 
Beethoven School. 

Moderator Peter Scott asked a nine- 
person panel to deal with three questions: 
what is the extent of vandalims; what are 
its causes; and what can be done to 
alleviate and remedy vandalism. 

Director of Support Services John 
Gilleland said that there were ap¬ 
proximately 1100 reports of vandalism in 
the schools in 1973. He noted that ap¬ 
proximately 166,000 worth of damage was 
done, about 163,000 relating to window 
breaking. 

“The extent is pervasive," Gilleland 
commented. "It reaches all areas of the 
schools." 

Gilleland added that he thought the 
situation was “not critical" He said that 
the number of cases of vandalism differed 
at different schools. 

Newton Police Chief William Quinn 
said that "the most serious damage glass- 
wise has been out at South High." 

“The amount of vandalism is realted 
to the amount of ammunition available,” 
Gilleland said. 

Quinn remarked that there was an 
increase in the amount of vahdalism in the 
city after a law was passed granting 18- 
year olds the right to drink alcohol. 

“A beer can makes a pretty good 
missile," Quinn commented. “I hope to 
submit legislation to the mayor and to the 
legislature to get rid of public drinking 
without the consent of the proper people.” 

Quinn said that he thought the amount 
of vandalism had leveled off. He noted that 
people have been prosecuted and some 
restitution has been made. 

Special Judge and former mayor 
Monte Basbas talked about the way 
alleged vandals are dealt with. 

“We have a court clinic which deals 
with people with problems,” Basbas 
commented. 

"I do not intend to have kids come in, 
be slapped on the hand, and then walk 
out," Basbas said. “We’re concerned 


about reports of probation officers and 
reports from Jerry Anglno (supervisor of 
attendance). 

“We Insist on restitution by someone, 
preferably the young person,” Basbas 
added. 

Quinn commented that many van¬ 
dalism cases are handled out of court. 
“The judge see? second offenders," Quinn 
noted. 

“We're not having the vandalism now 
we had several years ago," Quinn con¬ 
tinued. He remarked that a few years ago, 
"if we were too rought, we would have a 
bad night; windows would be smashed. 

“I don’t see vandalism all that wide¬ 
spread in Newton schools,” Quinn con¬ 
cluded. 

Several people noted that vandalism is 
a problem not just relating to schools. 

Scott, a former president of the PTA 
Council, focused the discussion on Newton 
North High School when he commented 
that there is a petition signed by Newton 
North teachers calling for greater security 
at that school. 

Richard Clark, a teacher at Newton 
North, said that “we have a unique set of 
problems." "Some kids are physically 
mature and emotionally 11-12 years old.” 

□ark said that there is someone in the 
parking lot now, and that security has been 
tightened up. 

“We’ve tried to locate problem 
areas,” Clark commented. He noted that 
more teachers have been put in Main 
Street at New North. 

Clark said that one house at Newton 
North has set up a program to deal with 
“hard core kids.” 

“We’ve set up a faculty advisor 
program where we practically live with 
kids for three years," Clark commented. 

The advisors meet with their kids once 
a week and talk with their teachers. “We 
want to give him (a kid) a feeling that 
there is someone interested in him," Clark 
said. 

Clark said later that the advisors meet 
once a month. He said that teachers also 
try to deal with kids who are having 
problems adjusting to an open campus. 

Scott read from a list of incidents 


which have allegedly occurred at Newton 
North. The list Included false alarms, theft 
of door knobs, theft from students' lockers, 
damage to the cars of faculty members, 
spitting on teachers and smashing of 
doors. 

Gilleland said that “some of the 
problems are not student-oriented." 

Gilleland noted that malfunction of 
equipment caused some smashed doors. 

School psychologist Charles Brinton 
said that battles for space at a new school 
create “a great deal of tension." 

There was also discussion of student 
behavior on buses. Several people noted 
that intimidation seems to exist between 
students. 

Michael Silton, a student at Newton 
North, talked from the audience. 

“Newton North High School is not an 
unbearable place to live,” Silton com¬ 
mented. 

“There is a definite problem," he 
added. "Vandalism goes on every day." 

Silton asked for help. "We don’t know 
what the rules are; "I’m crying out for 
guidelines and enforcement." 

Quinn said that anonymous tips have 
been useful to the Police Department He 
said they might be helpful the the School 
Department also. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said that parents should be in contact with 
the schools. 

When asked if the School Department 
could identify vandals, Fink said tha "you 
have a suspicion.” 

“The problems have to be solved by 
the people who live there," Fink com¬ 
mented. 

Emily Shulman, a student at Newton 
South High, said that "students need to 
feel that they are part of the school.” 

David Geikie, president of the Newton 
Teachers Assocation, said after the 
meeting that the petition signed by ap¬ 
proximately 160 of 220 Newton North staff 
members calling for greater security had 
been forwarded to the superintendent. 

Gilleland presented figures on van¬ 
dalism in 1973 to the Newton School 
Committee this week. 

A report said that expenses in 1973 for 
theft were 126,227 and for vandalism, 
$66,188.

'Snow fight' erupts over transfer 


An emergency request for transfers of 
$150,000 within the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment account for anticipated snow ex¬ 
penses set off another verbal battle bet¬ 
ween Aid. Richard McGrath and Richard 
Dudman, director of the department, in a 
joint meeting of the Finance and Public 
Works Committees last week. 

McGrath questioned the amount asked 
for sand and salt, asking “Where is the 
sand and salt? I’d like to see you justify 
this.” 

McGrath has been implying for some 
time that something is wrong with the sand 
and salt storage and purchasing 
procedures. He referred again to last year 
finding “no salt and sand in the city yards, 
under suspicious circumstances." 

Dudman countered, “If you think it 
has been taken, give me some information 
on that." 

McGrath complained that he has been 
talking about snowplowing for two and 
one-half years. "Nevertheless,” he said, 
.1"we are in worse shape than ever. We 
.haven't even had a real storm.” 

Aid. Alan Barkin asked McGrath, 
"What kind of storm are you hoping for?" 


When McGrath replied that he hopes 
there is no storm, Barkin asked, "Then 
what kind of storm do you hope we don’t 
have?" 

Dudman agreed that McGrath had 
been talking about snow problems for at 
least as long as Dudman has worked for 
the city, but said that when he asked 
McGrath for specifics, McGrath would 
say, “I know-you find out.” 

In a rare outburst, Dudman ex¬ 
claimed, “I’ve reached the end point with 
McGrath in his irrational state," and 
called much of McGrath's charge a 
“distortion of information." 

A list of visual observations made by 
McGrath on snowplowing and sanding 
operations included snow being loaded into 
trucks whose tailgates were missing, so 
that the loaded snow slid out as the trucks 
drove away, and the use of two pieces of 
contractors' equipment each bearing 
single, identical registration plates. 

McGrath said he had seen a truck 
sanding the street immediately followed 
by a plow pushing the sand to the side of 
the street. McGrath saw another truck 
being loaded by a loader too small to reach 


over the side of the truck, so that the 
loader had to stop short and slide its snow 
load into the truck. 

Dudman admitted, "Yes there are 
problem areas, but I do not accept what I 
consider these paranoid interpreations.” 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle took Dudman 
to task for creating a crisis requiring a 
special Board meeting to consider the 
$150,000 transfer. The transfer had been 
requested on Feb. 4, the day of the last 
regular Board meeting, not in time to be 
discussed without suspension of the rules, 
which did not succeed. 

Bullwinkle wanted to know why the 
request had come so late, since Street 
Commissioner Edmund Bolduc had 
inquired about the possibility of a $100,000 
transfer as early as Feb. 15. 

Dudman said that he had decided on 
the request for $150,000, to avoid having to 
return for another transfer later, after it 
had been determined that that amount 
could safely be transferred. 

Finance Committee voted 6-0 in favor 
of the transfers, Public Works 5-1, and the 
Board 18-1.

Drug testing at 
Norfolk Prison 

i Representative Melvin H. King of 

\ Roxbury, one of the most effective black on 
law makers on Beacon Hill, has filed a bill 
which would prohibit medical experiments 
on inmates in Massachusetts prisons. But 
the prisoners who would be affected by the 
law proposed by King, are opposed to it. 
They want to be able to earn the money 
they receive for participating in the ex¬ 
periments. 

However, State Corrections Com¬ 
missioner Frank Hall shortly will ban tests 
prisoners involving drugs not previously 
used on human beings. 

King's bill would prohibit any "clinical 
research'' on prisoners. He and other 
legislators have raised the question 
whether it is ethical to ask prisoners to 
take part in such tests. 

‘ Prisoners do not earn fair wages for 
the work they do," asserts King. "Because 
there is money to be made in the ex¬ 
periments, they decide to do it." 

New drugs were tested on inmates at 
the Norfolk Prison after arrangements for 
the experiments had been made by the 
Medical & Technical Associates of 
Needham. This apparently caused the con¬ 
troversy. 

. A. spokesman for the prisoners at 
Norfolk says that only between 200 and 250 
of the 700 inmates at the institution have 
enough money to buy toilet articles and 
that the others "are dying to earn money.” 

"This is one way they can earn $50 to 
$100 for three or four days work,” he 
declared, adding that if the prisoners had 
more ways of learning skills and other 
means of earning money they probably 
would stop participating in the drug tests. 

Allen Williamson, vice president of the 
Needham firm, reported that Norfolk in¬ 
mates recently participated in a test of a 
drug which previously had been used on 
human beings and were paid $60 to $80 for 
submitting to the tests on three different 
days. 

Legislators, who have looked into the 
matter, say that since last October ex¬ 
periments were conducted at the Norfolk 
- Prison with three drugs which had not 
previously been tested on human beings. 

This apparently has caused Correction 
Commissioner Hall to rule out prison ex¬ 
periments with drugs not previously tried 
on humans. For the present, at least, the 
tests with other drugs evidently will con¬ 
tinue at the Norfolk Prison. 

As far as could be learned, such tests 
are not conducted at any other state prison 
in Massachusetts. 

The testing of drugs on Norfolk 
prisoners has been the subject of con¬ 
troversy since last summer. 

Officials in the state corrections 
department report that the new guidelines 
to be issued by Commissioner Hall are 
stricter than federal regulations which 
permit prison experiments with drugs not 
previously tried on humans. 

They also disclosed that the state 
depends on the nine-member Human 
Research Review Committee at the 
Lemuel Shattuck Hospital, which is headed 
by Dr. Joseph Cohen and includes six 
physicians, a pharmacist, a lawyer and a 
minister, to be sure that the tests on 
prisoners are safe. 

Some legislators express doubt 
whether any tests of new drugs on 
prisoners should be allowed. All such ex¬ 
periments would be banned if Represen¬ 
tative King’s bill is enacted into law.

Handling of gasoline 
shortage a disgrace 

This writer has been covering politics on various fronts 
since the January day in 1935 when James M. Curley 
assumed office as Governor of Massachusetts. 

In all those years, covering a span of almost four 
decades, we have never seen a public problem so badly 
bungled or grossly mishandled as the gasoline shortage. 

President Nixon is supposed to be a great administrator 
who is equal to any emergency. Never mind the Watergate 
scandal, be should be impeached and Simon Says with Him 
for the incredibly poor Job they did at the height of the 
gasoline crisis. 

To be more precise, until very recently they did nothing 
at all about it except for Mr. Nixon assuring us of his 
tremendous performance in the White House Mr. Simon 
indicated New England could shift for itself. 

Then there is Governor Francis W. Sargent, good old 
Sarge, who repeatedly predicted that gasoline rationing 
was Inevitable but until a few days ago left it to someone 
else to bring a measure of sense out of the chaos in 
Massachusetts. Of course, he was in Florida when the 
crisis was at its worst 

For weeks neither Mr. Sargent nor any of his advisers 
came up with a constructive idea on how to ease the public 
panic or lessen the lines of waiting automobiles at the wiling 
stations where gasoline pumps were working. 

Competent Beacon Hill observers say Governor 
Sargent’s main action toward meeting the problem was to 
ask for powers he either already had or didn’t need. But at 
least he moaned and groaned even if he dldnt say anything 
worth listening to. For a long time Nixon and Simon Says 
didn’t even do that! 

Finally, one of Sarge's Cabinet members borrowed the 
idea of having motorists with odd and even-numbered 
registration plates buy gasoline on on alternate days, and 
William Simon proposed some changes in the operation of 
gasoline stations, but no speed was exercised in putting any 
of the measures into effect. 

The fantastic part af the situation was that there did not 
appear to be a critical shortage of gasoline. There was gas 
to be found if you were prepared to waste gasoline driving 
around looking for a filling station where the tanks had not 
ran dry. Once you found such a station, you wasted more 
gasoline waiting in long lines and starting and stopping 


before you reached the gasoline pumps which looked like a 
cherished oasis in the desert 

It is almost unbelievable that over a long period of 
weeks neither the state nor the federal government took 
any step to bring even a semblance of order out of a 
situation which on the basis of all the available evidence 
was needlessly chaotic. 

Some plan certainly could have and should have been 
introduced, which would have provided for the fair and 
equitable distribution of available gasoline, discouraged 
panic buying and saved the thousands of gallons of gasoline 
wasted by those who drove up one street and down another 
looking for a filling station selling gasoline. 

Many of the gasoline station operators improvised with 
their own schemes and systems at the height of the shor¬ 
tage. Some sold only to their regular customers and 
withstood the abuse from those they turned away. Others 
sold gasoline by appointment only or utilized contract 
buying. 

Most either sold gasoline until their tanks ran dry or 
until they had used up their quotas for that particular day 
and then closed down. 

Gasoline was rationed much more sensibly and with far 
less waste during World War 2, when it was in much shorter 
supply, than in this idiotic catcb-as-catch can situation, 
with Sargent blaming Nixon and Nixon telling the people 
what a great Job he is doing. 

If the gasoline wasted by motorists wandering from one 
filling station to another and finally waiting in line at a 
station doing business, were saved, it would be a worth¬ 
while accomplishment 

Back in 1946, a Republican trend developed in 
Massachusetts and across the United States because the 
people believed the Democrats should have used their 
ingenuity to provide more butter, meat and nylon stockings 
during the year after the war had ended. 

Next November could well see a Democratic tidal wave 
in the mid-term elections because of public dissatisfaction 
with the slowness of the Nixon and Sargent administrations 
in taking any effective steps to cope with the gasoline 
shortage—if there really is and has been a shortage. 

The Nixon administration certainly is not entitled to 
many self-administered pats on the back for the manner 
in which it has handled the gasoline crisis in New England. 
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Everyone is familiar with the gremlins that frequent 
the printer's type and practice their deviltry to the chagrin 
of the author. 

Those who earn their livelihoods through the written 
word read their published stuff with keen anticipation that 
what they see is what they, meant. However, it's not always 
that way. 

During the years that we have been newspaperIng, 
there have been some classic slips in the type that altered 
the meaning of a word or sentence simply by the insertion of 
an Incorrect letter or occasionally an extra one. 

For instance, drum and bugle corps are fun things and 
we'd never direct criticism against any of them no matter 
how they sounded. So you can Imagine our embarrassment 
when "drum and bugle corps" evolved into "drum and 
bungle." 

Substituting an "i” for a "u" can sometimes lead to 
trouble. It sounded like a local recruit was about to face 
court action when “Inducted" came out "indicted." 

The local church group wasn't exactly serving finger 
lickin' chicken when they put on their pot luck supper, but 
when we got through with them they were serving it "pot 
lick.". We don't often have occasion to take issue with 


decisions handed down by local governing bodies, but it did 
sound unusually harsh recently when we referred to a 
"wrotten" Instead of a "written" decision. 

The men in Blue are some of our best friends, but it gets 
embarrassing sometimes when the gremlins play around 
with the "o's" and the "a's” resulting in a published item 
about the "police farce.”

To the Editor: 

As Secretary of the Newton 
Conservation Commission, I 
received a copy of Albert W. 
Moore’s FEb. 6, 1974, letter to 
you accompanied by a 
photograph of the "abandoned 
appliance." 

I did not receive a copy of the 
photo, but do know the 
whereabouts of an abandoned 
appliance which our com¬ 
missioners are also eager to 
have removed from a section of 
the Webster Conservation Area 
east of Hammond Pond 
Parkway and south of the 
MBTA Green Line tracks. 

Come April when our 
Saturday trail work parties and 
trash pick-ups get underway 
again, we will be requesting the 
Street Department to pick up 
not only our bagged trash, 
which the Department does do, 
but we shall repeat our at¬ 
tempts of last spring and 
summer to persuade .the 
department to remove the 
reamining heavy items which 
require machinery to hoist 
them into the trucks. This will 
have to be done in the newly 
acquired Webster Vale also. 

In April, 1972, the Street 
Department performed 
valiantly to remove an aban¬ 
doned car, plus a tremendous 


amount of trash collected by a 
volunteer party along Elgin 
Path west of Hammond Pond 
Parkway. Also in 1972 Street 
Department personnel trucked 
out an entire "dump” east of 
Hammond Pond Parkway close 
to where I would guess Mr. 
Moore’s photo was taken. One 
appliance was left behind, 
probably because it was some 
distance away from said 
“dump." 

In April, 1973, the commission 
conducted a successful trash 
pici-up, except for a few heavy 
items, along the WCA boundary 
with Temple Mlshkan Tefila. In 
both instances these were ac¬ 
cumulations of trash which had 
built up over a period of years 
before the city acquired the 
conservation area and before 
the 1968-71 litigation over the 
eastern portion of the WCA was 
settled in the City’s favor. So 
far, and our fingers are crossed, 
the cleaned-up areas have not 
yet suffered much new dum¬ 
ping. 

Summer and fall 1973 saw 
commissioners, associate 
members and volunteers 
restoring trails in the Houghton 
Garden section of the WCA. As

I am writing in response to a 
recent article which I believe 
appeared in the Graphic.

Nevertheless, I wish 
to express my personal feelings 
concerning the new school 
hours which were instituted in 
Newton following the Christmas 
vacation. 

I was given to understand at 
the tine that these hours would 
return to normal in the middle 
of February; however, I now 
understand that the School 
'Department is considering 
making these hours permanent. 

In the article I mentioned 
previously a Newton mother 
wrote in to express her feeling 
that the hours should not be 
returned to the earlier opening 
(from 8:45 back to 8:15 a.m.). 
She felt it was not necessary for 
children to get up at such an 
early hour in order to arrive at 
school at 8:15. 

I feel that a half hour one way 
or the other really makes a 
small difference in the day of a 
child. And to me, as a parent 


who must work to support my 
child and myself, that half hour 
has meant that 1 an late to work 
every single day and my 
mornings are now one big rush 
and hassle. Previously, I had 
that all-important extra half 
hour to get myself ready for 
work after my child left for 
school; now I have ten minutes! 

From a friend whose child 
attends the public schools in 
Brookline, I have been given to 
understand that parents were 
consulted before the change of 
hours was instituted. Because 
the consensus of opinion did not 
favor the change, the hours 
were not changed. 

We were not even consulted- 
we were handed a decision. Now 
I feel that it is important to 
make my feelings clear. I hope 
that parents who do not iave to 
work to support their families 
will consider the parents who 
do. That half hour can make all 
the difference to the working 
parent who has to get to work on 
time.

Hammond Brook and 
Houghton's Pond in per¬ 
formance of a Hatch Act 
project, there will be a con¬ 
tinuous walking path around the 
little pond. 

Within the past two weeks, 
thanks to a donation from the 
Chestnut Hill Garden Club, 
Lowden, Inc., tree specialists, 
did pruning in the Houghton 
Garden which is to be visited by 
members of the Garden Club of 
America the first week in June. 
The Commission and volun¬ 
teers, with some help from the 
City, will be working in a few 
weeks to remove and "chip" the 
primings. 

The MBTA’s long boundary 
with the WCA, from Newton 
Centre to Chestnut Hill, will 
have all new fencing installed 
this spring and summer. The 
commission has been promised 
gates in the fence at the Lowell 
Crossing for the lane which 
leads to Suffolk road. The 
Commission hopes for a second 
gate in the MBTA fence at the 
Elgin Path crossing west of 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

The Commission’s budget 
request for 1974-75 includes new 
and replacement fencing for a 
portion of the Houghton Garden 
and for the approaches to the 
Deer Park. Although Mayor 
Mann has left most of the 
requested fencing in the budget, 
it is not yet known how much of 
the CC budget will be approved 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

This year, at the suggestion of 
Aid. Edward Richmond, the 
commission has asked and been 


promised by the Building 
Department the long-awaited 
razing of the dilapidated 
chicken houses in the WCA Deer 
Park, if the aldermen approve 
the necessary funding. 

By this printing, the Street 
Department may already have 
posted the new signs along 
Beacon street, Hammond 
street, Woodman road, and 
Suffolk road to guide visitors to 
the Deer Park. The 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission has already placed its 
two Deer Park signs along 
Hammond Pond Parkway. 

By mid-March or early April 
Dr. Lawrence Kaplan, 
associate member of the 
Conservation Commission, 
expects to begin field trials for 
the pathways to be Included in 
the Hammond Woods Trail 
Guide he and volunteers are 
preparing for publication by the 
commission. 

With the exception of the Deer 
Park and the Houghton Garden, 
the Webster Conservation Area 
is not a "managed” forest It is 
not intended to be. It was not so 
intended by the late Mrs. Edwin 
S. Webster, who in 1968 
voluntarily consented to the 
city’s purchase of the Webster 
estate upon being assured by 
the Conservation Commission 
that with the exception of trail 
maintenance and trash 
removal, the woods and 
swamps would remain essen¬ 
tially undisturbed.

A resolution calling for the 
immediate establishment of a 
statewide toll-free, energy 
hotline to coordinate the fuel 
shortage problems of 
Massachusetts consumers was 
adopted unanimously in the 
Massachusetts Senate this 
week. 

Senate Irving Fishman, 
chairman of the Special Senate 
Committee to Investigate the 
uel Shortage in Massachusetts, 
and sponsor of the resolution, 
said that his committee had 
voted unanimously for the 
energy hotline proposed in an 
executive session last week. 

“Many people are confused 
with the new voluntary gas 
allocation guidelines”, 
Fishman said. "They don’t 
know where to turn for help." 

"More than a dozen states, 
including New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania and Connecticut, 
already have energy hotlines in 
operation. Oregon regards its 
hotline as fundamental to the 
success of its gas rationing 
program," Fishman said. 


"The fundamental purpose of 
the Massachusetts hotline," 
Fishman said, "is to provide a 
workable mechanism to 
coordinate governmental 
responses to specific consumer 
probelms, handle complaints, 
organize conservation 
suggestions, and channel 
requests for priority 
allocations. The follow-through 
aspect will be crucial." 

According to Fishman’s 
resolution the hotline would be 
established in the Consumers' 
Council with funds provided by 
the Governor. The phone 
number will be announced 
shortly. 

All state agencies will be 
asked to provide staff support. 
Hotline wtaff would refer 
problems to the appropriate 
agencies for action and monitor 
results. 

"If the hotline is to serve the 
needs of the people, both the 
number itself and its objective 
must be widely publicized, 
especially by the news media,” 
Fishman said.

BOSTON (UPI) -Itwill cost 
Massachusetts taxpayers an es¬ 
timated 27 per cent or $50,000 
extra a year to heat and air 
condition a $34 million new state 
office building due to decisions 
made two years ago. 

The John W. McCormack 
Building now under con¬ 
struction on Beacon Hill next to 
the State House features an all 
glass facade which 
automatically adds to heating 
costs. 

In addition, the state Govern¬ 
ment Center Commission has 
decided to utilize a single glazed 
glass for the 22-story structure. 
Construction of the building is 
expected to be complete in two 
years. 

Rejected by the commission 
due to higher Initial costs was a 
double-glazed and reflectorized 
glass which industry experts 
say cuts annual operating costs 
by 27 to 30 per cent a year. 

Guy Carbone, a commission 
staff member, pointed out revi¬ 
sions have been made in light¬ 
ing and other utility plans for 
the structure which could save 
kup to $20,000 a year. 

Those changes, however, could 
have been made with or without 
the energy saving glass. 

Carbone said the decision to 
use a tinted single plate glass 
was made some two years ago 
when initial plans for the build¬ 
ing were drafted. 

He said the architects for the 
project, Hoyle, Doran and Ber¬ 
ry, had drawn up study reports 
showing the anticipated initial 
and operating costs for various 
types of glass. He said he 
couldn’t recall the results of 
that study. 

The architectural firm also 
declined to release the figures. 

Several glass industry ex¬ 
perts however, provided figures 
showing initial installation costs 
would have been more than 
double, while operating costs 
would be substantially less. 

The experts said many build¬ 
ers were switching to the ener¬ 
gy saving glasses due to rising 
heating and air conditioning 
costs. “In the long run," one 
engineer said, “the thicker 
glass is more economical, 
particularly with rising heating 
-costs." 


Kidnap 

witness 

sought 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
The terrorist abduction of 
pretty Patricia Hearst, an 
heiress to the Hearst newspaper 
empire, may have been wit¬ 
nessed by a young couple in a 
late model Volkswagen, the FBI 
said Sunday. 

Agents appealed for the 
couple, described as blonde and 
in their mid-20s, to come for¬ 
ward "to assist in our in¬ 
vestigation.” 

“They are definitely not 
suspects,” an FBI statement 
said. “They had been parked 
near the Hearst apartment for 
well over an hour before the 
abduction.” 

Miss Hearst, 19, a coed at t’s 
8’,2 si n ;y of California, was 
kidnaped from her Berkeley 
apartment a week ago today 
and a letter purportedly written 
by the Symbionese Liberation 
Army (SLA) said she was “a 
prisoner of war." 

The kidnaped girl’s family 
has been waiting lensely at 
their mansion in Hillsborough 
on the San Francisco peninsula 
for word from the terrorist 
group, which has also claimed 
responsibility for the execution 
of Oakland school chief Marcus 
Foster in a parking lot ambush 
Nov. 6. 

Randolph A. Hearst, son of 
newspaper tycoon William Ran¬ 
dolph Hearst and father of the 
missing girl, left his mansion 
for eight hours Sunday but on 
his return said, “I don’t kow 
anything." 

“There’s nothing to say. I’ve 
gone by the office a bit, gone for 
a ride and gone to a friend's 
house. There’s nothing new to 
tell," said Hearst, the president 
and editor of the San Francisco 
Examiner. 

The Hearsts were joined in 
their vigil by Steven A. Weed, 
26, Miss Hearst's fiance who 
had been beaten by the ab¬ 
ductors and hospitalized. He 
told reporters Saturday that the 
composite FBI sketch of the 
three suspects — two black 
males and u white woman with 
long brunette hair—were "not 
very good." ,

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Chess chatter 


This week's column Is the first of two parts devoted to 
the chess activity at Newton South High. This writer was 
the chess club president of that school in the 1970-1971 
season and relates the past, while the current team captain 
Jason Arbciter supplies information about the present. 

Even before the Fischer boom of 1972, high school chess 
around Boston was buzzing with excitement as Brookline 
High beat out two New York High Schools by a half point to 
win the national high school title. The team at South that 
year consisted largely of two players...Ken Belt and Gerry 
Fishman. At best, they were only class 'C' players, cer¬ 
tainly no match for the Brookline team with at least three 
‘A's. 

This writer's first serious tournament chess game was 
against the second (and weaker) Brookline 'B' team. High 
school chess is divided into two sections, the stronger 'A' 
team, and the training ‘B’ team. In 1970, your author was on 
the 'B'. Two years later, he moved up in dicating a 
weakening of South, although Brookline High also lost its 
good players. As such, South drew both matches with 
Brookline in the 70-71 season. 

We had a fantastic dance that has not been duplicated 
since with a chance to play a real live Grandmaster. Arthur 
Bisquier of New York (the 1954-58 US Champion) gave a 
simultaneous at Brookline High free to all high school 
players! Team Captain Charles Kaplan, myself, and team 
members Eric Levin and Michael Temer all journeyed to 
play...our combined results...0-4! Bisquier did lose at least 
three games, two to Brookline High members, and one to 
Robert Shor of Newton High. 

We played 10 matches that year, winning three, losing 
two and drawing five. 

Charles Kaplan of Newton Centre was the strongest 
player South had to that point, as he obtained a class 'B' 
USCF rating. Entering into 10th grade this fall, Daniel 
Shiman also will have a class 'B', and may obtain the 'A' 
rating, thus we have the emergence of the best South player 
in history coming alive in '74! 


Fischer arrived in 1972, and the chess club at South 
filled. The team actually refused members, for they now 
had (for about the first time in history!) more members 
than they could handle. That story will be told in the next 
column. 

Perlmutter-Kaplan, from Round 4 of the 1971 Greater 
Boston Scholastics is very pretty...not the best game ever 
played but most interesting. Both players at the time were 
undefeated, and from Newton. The winner of this game 
would win the tournament 

Black's 6th, N-N5, is a blunder of course. Note Black’s 
beautiful 18th, designed to trap the White Queen which went 
pawn-grabbing. A stunning trap. Black gives up his 
material on 31...RxQP to win with the outside passed rook- 
pawn, and aided by White's fatal exposure of the king at 40 
P-N5ch. White was so mad at losing this game that he made 
Black drag the completely won ending all the way to mate 
on move 59! Pure stubbomess.

chief quits Fatal accident statistics 

due to son's 
guilty plea 


BELLOWS FALLS, Vt. (UPI) 
— Police Chief Frederick Gray 
Sr. has resigned after his son 
and another police officer 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
aiding in the burglary of the 
Rockingham Auto Store last 
October. 

Gray's resignation was ac¬ 
cepted Monday night by Village 
Manager Peter Lehalse. 

Earlier in the day, Frederick 
Gray Jr., 26, and Gary Quinn, 
24, appeared in Vermont Dis¬ 
trict Court in Brattleboro on 
charges of having prior knowl¬ 
edge about the theft at the auto 
store. 


Commissioner of Public 
Safety John F. Kehoe today 
released statistics of the 
analysis of 290 blood samples 
obtained from the deceased 
operators of single vehicle 
accidents, and adult 
pedestrians killed in 
Massachusetts in 1973. 

The examinations were 
conducted at the State Police 
Laboratory in Boston under the 
direction of Dr. John J. McHugh 
and his staff. Blood samples 
were obtained through the 
cooperation of Medical 
Examiners throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Of 135 operators, 21 years of 
age and older, eho were killed in 
single vehicle accidents: 


79 ( 59 per cent) were lmpared 
by alcohol 

8 (6 per cent) had been 
drinking 

Of 65 operators, under the age 
of 21, who were killed in single 
vehicle accidents: 

36 ( 55 per cent) were lmpared 
by alcohol 

11 (17 per cent) had been 
drinking 

Of 90 adult pedestrians, 18 
years of age and older, killed 
during this period: 

34 ( 38 per cent) were impared 
by alcohol 

5 (6 per cent) had been 
drinking 

23 of the remaining 51 
pedestrians were over 64 years 
of age 


Blood alcohol concentrations 
of 0.10 per cent or more, were 
considered sufficient to cause 
impalement. 

Commissioner Kehoe advised 
that the State Police Laboratory 
has been Involved in this 
program more than ten years. 
He noted that the percentages of 
impared drivers, over 21, have 
remained constant during this 
period. He also noted a 15 per 
cent increase from 1972 
statistics, in the imparement of 
operators, under 21, killed in 
single vehicle accidents. Kehoe 
feels that a contributing factor 
might possibly be the lowered 
drinking age, and cautioned 
young people to abstain while 
operating automobiles.

The Finance Committee of 
the Newton Boon! of Aldermen 
voted Thursday night to ap¬ 
prove the Water Department’s 
suggestion for a 60 percent 
increase in home water rates. 
The matter was approved 
previously by the Public Works 
Committee and must be 
presented before a full Board 
meeting for final acceptance. 

The proposed increase for 
average dally consumption 
would rise from 28 cents to 45 
cents per 100 cubic feet if no 
more than 1,000 cubic feet of 
water is used each day. 

Households using in excess of 
1,000 cubic feet each day would 
pay 38 cents per 100 cubic feet 
instead of 21 cents. 


At present rate, homeowners 
poy 18.00 per 2,000 cubic feet of 
water. Under the new plan, 
prices would Jump to 89 for the 
same amount 

Water Commissioner Willard 
S. Pratt explained that the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission raised their rates from 
$120 to 8200 per million gallons 
as of Jan. 2,1974. He added that 
operating e x p ens es have risen 
since the last rate increase in 
1962, and that labor costs alone 
have skyrocketed by over 200 
percent 

Aid. Joan Saklad recom¬ 
mended enclosing information 
on reducing water consumption 
in all bills sent out by the Water 
Department

potential for salable products, such as 
steam or fuel, created by the recovery 
process, and the recovery of metals. 

Costs for Improving the incinerator to 
comply with federal and state standards 
were estimated by ADL at $1-8 million. 

Recently received bids ranged from

proposed by ADL. 

The incinerator was built In 1966 at a 
cost of about $2.4 million.

"YOU DON'T HAVI TO SAVI UP TO JAVt" 
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To sew a fine seam 


"Why do people sew? Well... a designer 
once stated that a lady who sewed her own 
clothes was a second class citizen, and how 
I resented itl No!" Petite Elena Cuc- 
chiara, Jordon Marsh’s talented sewing 
instructor, her dark brown eyes flashing 
with annoyance, defended the fine art of 
dressmaking. 

"Years ago people used to sew because 
they couldn't afford to buy clothes, but 
today girls are more creative. They know 
just what they want and young girls as well 
as their mothers are beginning to 
recognize that the quality of ready made 
clothes can be quite poor. Magazines like 
Seventeen inspire girls to become fashion 
conscious at a much younger age. Besides 
that, there is much creativity when you 
pick a pattern and fabric for a garment." 

Evidence of the current sewing boom 
was the gathering of over 150 (mostly teen 
age girls) on a snowstormy Saturday 
afternoon to see a bright spring-summer 
Butterick Pattern fashion show in Jor¬ 
dan's fourth floor fabric center. 

Later, after Mrs. Cucchiara had cues the 
young models, members of Jordan's 
Creative Council, she talked about how she 
changed from hating sewing to proving her 
talents in homemaking as well as sewing 
to become Mrs. Greater Boston as well as 
one of the five finalists in the Mrs. 
America contest. 

"With me, sewing was in the family. My 
mother and father were very ac¬ 
complished tailors and when I was four my 
parents started me on fine needlework. I 
pulled threads on linen napkins and 
handkerchiefs, learning all the fine little 
hand stitches . . . and how I hated it! 

“When I was 16,” she smiled, "my 
parents told me that if I wanted clothes I 
would have to make them or go out in my 
birthday suit. So I learned because I loved 
clothes and I wanted them to fit nicely. My 
mother sat me down and said, 'This is how 
it is done... this is the RIGHT WAY.’ And 
she was right—the right way is the only 
way. 

"I don’t go for these quickie 1-2-3 things. 
I was taught the best European tailoring 
and it’s all through practice and ex¬ 
perience. Any student who walks into my 
class and says to me, 'What’s the trick?’ I 
have a quick temper, and I say em¬ 
phatically, ‘There is no TRICK! There is a 
right way and that’s the way it’s got to be 
done.’" 

Her voice softens and she says reflec¬ 
tively, "I sew because I don’t know how to 
buy a dress. The only dress I've ever 
bought was my wedding dress... and a fur 



coat. That's all. When I began sewing I 
wouldn't let may parents put one finger on 
my clothes. I was attending pharmacy 
college at the time and I became one of the 
best dressed students there. I would say 
today, that outside of my wonderful 
husband, two sons and daughter, sewing 
and people are my great loves." 

Following are some tips on sewing from 
Elena Cucchiara: 

I would suggest that a girl get to know 
herself. If she is heavy, I would say look 
for nice long, lean lines, nothing too close 
to the body, nothing with a waistline. The 
small girl (like me) should get some color 
in her clothes—like a warm pink or an 
earthy tone. For a big girl, prints should 
not be itsy-bitsy; balance the size of the 
print and that means not too big either.

1. Use PAM or grease well a 12 muffin tin. 

2. Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 

3. Use 4 pkg. of Maine wild small blueberries 

4. Sprinkle 1 tablespoon sugar and 1 tablespoon cake 
flour onto berries while still frozen. 

5. Melt 4 lb. butter on low heat 

6. Sift together in 1 large bowl- 
2 cups cake flour 

24 teaspoons double acting baking powder 
Vt teaspoon salt 
1 cup sugar 

Mix dry ingredients enough to blend. In another small 
bowl beat one egg until frothy. Add 4 lb. melted butter, 4 
teaspoon vanilla, 4 cup milk. Make a well in center of flour 
mixture and add milk and egg mixture. Stir by hand till just 
mixed and then add blueberries. Mix gently so berries will 
not break. Spoon into muffin tins till each well is 4 full. 
(Fill 4 with water if one or two muffin tins are empty.) 
Bake for 25 minutes at 375 degrees, or till toothpick comes 
out clean. (After 15 minutes of baking, sprinkle a little 
sugar on each muffin and continue baking.)

AMY ROSEN’S OATMEAL BREAD 
14 cups boiling water 
1 cup oatmeal 
6 tablespoons shortening 
4 cup molasses 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 pkgs. dry yeast 
4 cup warm water 
2 beaten eggs 

54 cups all purpose flour 

In large bowl, combine boiling water, oatmeal, shor¬ 
tening, molasses and salt Cool to lukewarm. Meanwhile, 
soften yeast in lukewarm water; add softened yeast, mix 
well. Stir in eggs. Sift in flour, beating as you do so until 
dough is well blended. Place dough in greased bowl, brush 
top with melted butter, cover, refrigerate for at least 2 
hours. On floured board, shape dough into 2 loaves. Place in 
greased 9x4x3-inch loaf pans; cover and let rise in warm 
place till doubled (2 hours). Bake at 375 degrees for 1 hour 
(or less) it depends on the oven. Check for doneness at 40 
minutes. Turn out on rack to cool.

We all know that dieting is no great 
Joy. It requires self discipline. Hunger 
pangs are not imagined, they're very real, 
coming at a time when energy is at its 
lowest ebb. This is when determination to 
“stay with it" really counts. Here are a 
few calorie-cutting tips to help you in your 
hour of need: 

Sprinkle an envelope of unflavored 
gelatin into fruit juice, vegetable juice, stir 
briskly and drink at once. Each envelope 
has only 28 calories. 

Drink water (no calories) instead of 
low calorie soda or regular soda (88 to 119 
calories per 8 oz. glass). Drink plain soda 
water (no calories), plain tea or coffee (no 
.calories). 

Eat four fresh mushrooms, broiled (10 
calories) versus an ounce of dry or oil 
roasted peanuts (170-180 calories), a slice 


of sponge cake (88 calories) instead of a 
brownie (144 calories) or a 2-inch section 
of layer cake (491 calories). 

Instead of succumbing to the temp¬ 
tation of a whipped cream topped gelatin 
dessert, prepare a low calorie flavored 
gelatin dessert and top it with whipped 
evaporated milk. At 6 calories per 
tablespoon it's a real calorie saver. Add 1 
to 2 tablespoons lemon Juice and Vi 
teaspoon gelatin to 4 oz. evaporated milk. 
It will help the whipped milk stay firmly 
fluffy for a long time. Cottage cheese 
whips to a thick “cream” in a blender or 
electric mixer; it’s a good substitute in 
salad dressings or frosting in place of sour 
cream. 

The American Heart Association has 
long maintained that the typical American 
diet, high in saturated fat and cholesterol, 
contributes to hardening of the arteries. To 
help reduce the risk of heart attack, they 
recommend a diet that includes less

Can American Jewry 
disappear within the next two 
generations? Is spiritual Jewry 
headed for extinction? 

Joachim Prinz, noted rabbi 
and social activist, will discuss 
these questions Sunday, March 
3, at Temple Ohabei Shalom, 
1187 Beacon street, Brookline, 
at 3 p.m. 

Rabbi Prinz declred that 
there are "Many discenable and 
definable phenomena” that 
point to the possible 
dissapearance of the American 
Jew within two generations.

Pet care 
corner

Good photographs of the 
family pet are often In short 
supply, but with a little 
technical knowledge and a lot of 
patience and imagination you 
can easily capture your pet's 
unique appeal and personality 
on film. 

First of all, keep your 
background simple. A cluttered 
background draws attention 
away from the subject. Have 
some of your pet’s favorite food 
or treats on hand to lure him 
into a desired pose. If you want 
a dog to lick his chops, for 
example, rub some bacon 
grease around his mouth. 

Sounds can be helpful too. 
Most animals will prick their 
ears and look alert if they hear a 
strange noise - a rattle, a 
whistle, or even rustling 
newspaper will capture their 
attention. 

If your pet just isn't inclined 
to stay put for a photo session, 
an intriguing prop may induce 
him to cooperate. Such items as 
baskets, drawers or even a 
paper bag will appeal to his 
exploring instincts. A favorite 
toy, a bone to chew on, a 
scratching post for kitty - these 
are just a few ideas that will 
result in many delightful poses. 

Adequate lighting is one of the 
most important factors in good 
animal photography. Whether 
you’re using daylight or flash, 
be sure the light is bright 
enough to capture unusual 
markings, interesting 
highlights and shadows, and 
other details that contribute to 
out-of-the ordinary 
photograph. 

When you’ve achieved some 
top-notch results, be sure to 
select your favorite pet portrait 
and enter it in the Animal 
Rescue League of Boston’s 
Animal Photography Contest. 
Prizes will be awarded for color 
and black-and-white photos, in 
adult and junior divisions.

A. Why not create a simple 
exercise pulley in the yard? You 
can do this by putting up a wire 
about thirty feet long between 
two posts or trees, with a ring on 
the wire that slides back and 
forth. Attach a long rope to the 
dog's collar and fasten the other 
end to the ring, so that your dog 
can move in a large area at will 
but still be under control.

Teachers study 
parent education 


Family Counseling Service 
(Region West) is presently co¬ 
sponsoring with the Newton 
Public School System a special 
teacher training series in 
parent education. 

Armand Quintal, coordinator 
of Family Counseling's Family 
life education program and co¬ 
leading the training sessions 
with Glorianne Wittes, a social 
worker in the Newton Schools, 
sees the purpose of the 
workshop as “helping teachers 
work more effectively with 
parents both in their one to one 
parent-teacher conferences and 
in parent education groups.” 

Parent education programs 
consists of groups of parents 
that met usually at a local 
school under the guidance of a 
trained leader to discuss issues 
related to parent-child 
relationships including topics 
related to the child’s behavior 
at school. In initiating these 
programs as well as training 
teachers to co-lead groups with 
their own professional staff. 
Family Counseling is following 
a trend today in education tha 
sees a need for closer 


cooperatio between parents 
and teachers; through 
education and mutual support 
the development of the child is 
enhanced as well as preventing 
potential problems from getting 
out of hand. 

John Cullinana, director of 
Pupil Personnel Services, 
launched the project last 
January by recruiting 16 
teachers and other school 
personnel from various 
elementary schools around the 
city. The teachers can earn one 
in-service credit by par¬ 
ticipating in all eight sessions. 
The series ends March 13. 

In phase two of the training 
program some teachers will 
become co-leaders in parent 
groups, until finally in phase 
three they can lead groups on 
their own with supervision and 
back-up from the trainers.

"We shall continue to 
discourage children playing in 
our streets and ask the 
cooperation of both children and 
their parents," Quinn said.

Newton Police Chief William 
F. Quinn recently issued the 
following statement: 

"This is the second of a series 
on the Saltonstall Bicycle 
Regulation Bill The Intent of 
the bill is to accent safety and 
uniformity and generally 
follows the regulations ap¬ 
plicable to good automobile 
driving. 

"The cyclist should, at all 
times, remember, although he 
or she has rights on the road¬ 
ways, a great potential for 
serious accident Is ever present 
If the cyclist exercises a right at 
the wrong time or falls to ob¬ 
serve other vehicles. 

"We suggest cyclists become 
familiar with the following: ride 
on the right side of the road, 
with the flow of traffic; ride 
single file, except when 
passing; 

"Obey all traffic signals and 
signs. Stop at red lights, stop 
signs, etc.; bicyclists shall 
signal intentions to stop or 
change direction (turn), 
Bicycles may not be driven on 
sidewalks adjacent to stores, 
churches, temples or business 
establishments 


"Communities have option on 
sidewalk riding In other areas; 
single rider only, except tan¬ 
dems or on a baby seat with ■ 
stirrup and harness to secure 
child to the seat; bicycles must 
be parked In such a fashion as 
not to obstruct either pedestrian 
or vehicular traffic; bicycles 
used at night must have a white 
light front, red light rear, 
reflectorized pedals and a red 
reflector In the rear. 

"Handlebars may not be 
altered or raised, or modified 
that the operator’s hands are 
above his or her shoulders while 
gripping them Nor may the fork 
of a bicycle be altered or ex¬ 
tended from the original design 
or construction engineered by 
the manufacturer; the operator 
of a bicycle in any accident 
Involving personnel Injury of 
property damage over $100.00 
must file a report with the 
Police Department of the 
community where the accident 
happened. 

"Each of the above 
regulations have been Included 
to improve safety for the 
bicycle rider The Saltonstall 
Bill is designed to assist the 


bicycle rider In his or her en¬ 
joyment and use of the bicycle 
for recreation and transportstl 
n and to outline the cyclists 
responsibilities. 

"In a subsequent article, 
penalties for failure to observe 
these regulations and penalties 
for motorists will be outlined. In 
the meantime, cyclists who 
may travel at comfortable 
speeds of 18-20 MPH should 
remember that the only real 
safety on a bicycle Is the cyclist 
personally. The present day 
bicycles do not have seat belts, 
padded dashes, four wheel 
brakes or other protective 
devices found in automobiles 
and In the final analysis, the 
only safety on a bicycle, is found 
In the drivers.

Greenland has come to the 
Museum of Science. 

A new traveling exhibit, here 
for Just six weeks, gives a 
comprehensive view of both 
ancient culture and changes 
modem times have brought to 
that ice-covered Arctic island. 

Produced by the Danish 
government, the exhibit 
highlights Eskimo contributions 
to polar life. A sealskin kayak, 
alledgedly owned and used by 
Danish explorer Knud 
Rasmussen, a team of mounted 
doga pulling a sledge, hunting 
weapons, and native clothes 
that defy the elements are 
among the many artifacts, 
models and replicas displayed. 

The exhibit covers the history 
of the country, from the earliest 
indications of habitation, 
through the Norse settlements, 
down to contemporary social 
and economic developments. 

A replica of a drab brown 
Norse robe almost 700 years old 
— its original the first medieval 
garment ever recovered — 
contrasts with modern 
ireenlander's brightly colored, 
Ltive costumes that show a 
Danish influence. Photos 
of^bent fertility figures and 
of symktjUc decorations explain 
some ofthe legends retained 
today in the work of Eskimo 
sculptures, also exhibited. 

A scale model of a dockyard 
opened in 1931 and one of a 
North Sea cutter remind 
visitors that today's 
Greenlanders no longer depend 
on seal hunting for their 
li vile hood but engage in fishing 
and sheep and reindeer 
breeding, as well as a few town- 
oriented Jobs. 

After 1963 when the Danish 
government made Greenland a 
province (a state-like status), 
the Danish Health Services 
moved in to reduce the death 
rate, caused particularly by 


tuberculosis. Now infant 
mortality and TB have 
dramatically dropped and life 
expectancy has almost doubled. 

Other problems and prospects 
for the sparcely populated area 
are shown in photo blow-ups and 
models, including one of a 
model town, and such modem 
products as books, journals, and 
fabrics woven from native wool. 

The exhibit was designed by 
Soeren Sass, Danish architect, 
in collaboration with Greenland 


artist-writer Jens Rosing. It is 
circulated through this country 
by the Smithsonian Institution. 
Its installation in the Muaeum of 
Science was under the direction 
of Sass, and completed by 
Richard Sheffield, assisted by 
other members of“ the 
Museum's Exhibits Depart¬ 
ment. 

Greenland: Arctic Denmark” 
will remain through March 10. 
There is no charge above 
regular Museum admission.

Green 

Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

ENGLISH IVY: This hand¬ 
some vine grows outdoors and 
Indoors. In the south it's an 
evergreen vine where it seldom 
ever winterkills. It also grows 
well in the north and west, but a 
cold winter can sometimes kill 
it back. Hedera helix or English 
ivy, is easy to grow and it is 
highly variable in color and leaf 
form. You see it growing on tree 
trunks, and clinging to walls by 
means of rootlike holdfasts. One 
variety lias leaves which are 
variegated creamy yellow. The 
hardiest form of English ivy is 
Hedera helix baltica. Indoors, 
English ivy likes an average 
potting mixture of 1 part each of 
sand, peat and loam. Some 
people like to grow them in 
plain tap water, adding a few 
pieces of charcoal. 

When it comes to light, the 
English ivy grows fine In cither 
sun or shade Indoors it likes 
dappled shade in summer and 
full sun in winter. There's a 
trick to watering the English 
ivy. Allow the soil to get a bit 
dry between waterings, then 
give the plant a good soaking 
each time you water. Grow in 
clay pots for best effect. Syringe 
the foliage frequently especially 
if the room is hot and dry. 

TROUBLES: Shrivelling and 
drying up of leaves. Due to 
overwatering or poor drainage. 
Ives growing in glazed con¬ 
tainers are often overwatered 
and that's the main reason why 
liie leaves dry up. Mottled 
foliage is due to red spider 
mites, and it's often worse when 
the soil is dry os a bone. White 
cottony masses on stems means 
mealybug. Handpick and burn. 
Or scrub affectixl parts with 
toothbrush and soapy water. 
Washing the foliage will get rid 
of red spider mites. Indoors, 
feed your English Ivy with a 
liquid plant food once every 3 or

In 
winter, growth is slower, so feed 
every 3 months. Watch out for 
the dry fertilizers as they may 
burn the roots. 

Starting new plants is easy. 
Snip off tips and place in jars of 
plain tap water. Rooting takes 
place in 4 or 5 weeks. Some 
gardeners tell us that green 
glass containers are best for 
rooting and growing this ivy and 
the Pachysandra. 

PATIO TOMATOES: If you 
want to grow tomatoes in a tub 
or pot on your patio, try Presto, 
a “patio” type which produces 
fruit 14" across. Vines grow 
about 2 ’ tall and need staking 
when grown in pots. Pixie is 
another patio variety worth 
trying. If Presto is started next 
month it will produce fruit by 
early July. It's difficult to pick 
the “best" varieties for your 
garden, but Jet Star and 
Supersonic are two good ones to 
try this year.

Ans.: Try a variety known as 
Perfection, leaves are finely 
curled, and its emerald-green 
color holds well in cool weather.

New psychiatric unit 
at Newton-Wellesley 


NEWTON-t-Wellesley Hos¬ 
pital’s new 21-bed Inpatient 
psychiatric unit will admit Its 
first patients on Tuesday, Feb. 
19. 

The unit is designed to help 
fill needs, long recognized by 
professionals In the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston area for a 
community facility to ac¬ 
commodate psychiatric 
patients.

Reorganization proposal 
transformed once more

Reorganization of the city's operating 
departments, mainly the consolidation of 
the present Public Works and Public 
Buildings Departments, was discussed 
without conclusive agreement at Wed¬ 
nesday night's meeting of the aldermanic 
ad hoc committee on reorganization. 

A byproduct of the meeting, at which 
outlines of the bare bones of the 
reorganization were presented by Plan¬ 
ning Director Charles Thomas, was an 
apparent revision of the scheme or 
organization for the Executive Depart¬ 
ment. 

The charts displayed at the meeting 
show all departments reporting directly to 
the Mayor Theodore Mann instead of to 
Chief Administrative Officer James 
Salter, as the last version of the executive 
reorganization showed. 

Although the mayor’s executive 
changes had already received Implicit 
approval by reason of the Board of 
Aldermen's approval of some of the salary 
Increase requested for his staff by the 
mayor, there was considerable opposition 
on and off the Board to what appeared to 
many to be the mayor’s abdication of 
power. 

Mayor Mann answered critics who 
called the executive reorganization a 
switch to the city-manager form of 
government, and thus contrary to the city 
charter, by saying that the only power 
Salter would have would be that delegated 
to him by the mayor. 

The mayor, said the mayor, would still 
be running the city. 

Mann reiterated that statement again 
Wednesday night after the meeting and 
said the new arrangement was only a 
"redefining" of staff roles. 

The new plan shows the City Solicitor 
and the “mayor's staff" as the top 
positions under the mayor. 


In "mayor’s staff" are the chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer (Salter), fiscal or 
financial officer (not named, a new 
position) and administrative aide for 
committees and commissions (Charles F. 
Miller). 

The position of one other aide has been 
eliminated. 

The planning and programming officer 
(Charles Thomas) is next down the chain 
of command, followed by the 12 operating 
departments, which are still subject to 
regrouping or reconsolidation. 

The new Public Works Department 
would incorporate much of the present 
Public Buildings Department, leaving only 
building inspection, which would become a 
department by itself. 

The mayor said the 1974-75 budget for 
the new Public Works Department would 
probably be about flO million. 

An estimate earlier in the year was 114 
million. 

The organization proposal for the new 
PW department had been streamlined 
since its original presentation, but did not 
meet the unqualified approval of any of the 
aldermen present at Wednesday night's 
meeting. 

The mayor’s proposal calls for ad¬ 
ministrative and engineering staffs to 
assist the director of the Public Work* 
Department, and five departmental 
divisions, each with its own manager- 
sanitation, streets, and vehicles, water 
and sewer, parks and grounds, and facility 
maintenance. 

When information on the additional cost 
over last year's budget and the additional 
number of personnel needed over the 1973 
figure was asked for by Aid. Robert 
Gaynor, Chares Thomas replied that the 
mayor's staff, including the new position 
of financial officer, would add $37,000 to 
the budget. 

Salter said the labor force would 
remain stable in the Public Works 
Department (about 550 people) and would 


merely be reapportioned to the different 
new divisions. 

A systems analyst, long advocated by 
outgoing Public Works Director Richard 
Dudman but denied by the Board of 
Aldermen, may be incorporated into the 
soon to be expanded data-processing 
department of the city. 

Not only will there be unused money 
from salaries, Salter said; (Dudman'sand 
that of former assistant Public Works 
Director John Carroll, who resigned last 
spring after three months on the job), but 
also there has been more money recom¬ 
mended in the 1974-75 budget to be put Into 
reserve, so that if the reorganization goes 
through there will be money with which to 
implement it. 

Board Vice-president Richard 
Bullwinkle requested the mayor, Salter 
and Thomas to prepare more detailed 
plans for all the departments, in¬ 
corporating suggestions made at the 
meeting, in time for the next meeting of 
the reorganization committee, March 27.

Going south 

Auto center 
is an issue 

By ANDY FIELDING 

“We want four walls and a roof’, says Dave Dine, one 
of the students in Joseph Connolly's auto mechanics class at 
Newton South. 

Dine is one of 136 students enrolled in auto mechanics at 
Newton South. Those students (who do regular repair work 
on cars (at no profit), and receive instruction and training 
in auto mechanics, are organizing with a number of other 
people In the school In order to get an auto center built at 
Newton South, similar to one in operation at Newton North 
High. 

. Proponents of the South center have been pushing for 
such a facility for about four years, and the city has yet to 
appropriate the necessary funds. The students say the 
desperately need a garage and center, with adequate tools 
and equipment 

1 Two weeks ago, there was talk of a strike at South over 
the auto center issue, but that action has been at least 

- temporarily quelled, pending a March 7 meeting of the 
Public Buildings Committed of the city's Board of Aider- 
men. That meeting will be held at Newton South. The center 
advocates are particularly upset over the Board of 
Aldermen's January decision not to expend a 17300 ar¬ 
chitect's fee it had appropirated a year earlier. Shortly 
after that decision, the Bord voted to return the $7300 issue 
fo the Public Buildings Committee, and that issue will be 
discussed at the March 7 meeting at Newton South. 

Meanwhile, the students are seemingly quite angry, and 
have begun circulating petitions in order to get a show of 
' support. "This time", says student Chris Reynes, "we're 
' not kidding." 

Opponents of the South plan say the students should make 
use of the existing facility at Newton North. But instructor 
Connolly says, "It’s kind of foolish to bus them over to 
North when North wouldn't be able to take care of them. 

The courses over there are full." And even If it were 
possible to work at North, the South students contend that 
the time problem of going back and forth, dally, "just 
makes it illogical." According to one source, costs of a bus 
for that transportation would run on the order of 118,000 a 
year. 

The South center proponents say that the coat of the bus 
would eventually pay for the cost of the entire center (One 
of the plans studied by the city’s School Committee, 

* proposes an 800 square foot center, with coats running 
aroilnd 874,000. This plan included three bays and one lift. 
Another of the plans puts the cost of a 2000 sq. ft building at 
1140,000. That plan was scaled down to about 8115,000- 
817,500, for equipment, for example, three bays and two 
lifts. The 100 sq. ft plan seems, at this point, to have the 

- moat support, but Connolly says, "we’U settle for a metal 
teb building".

Towers disputing sprinkler need 


Has “construction" of the Towers at 
Chestnut Hill begun? 

The interpretation of a state law calling for 
"a complete system of automatic sprinklers" 
in buildings "construction of which is begun 
after March 1, 1974” may get the city in 
trouble. 

In the final moments before approval of 
the Towers’ site plan Feb. 4, an amendment 
was squeezed into the list of conditions under 
which the Towers would be allowed to 
proceed with construction, calling for the 
installation of sprinkler systems throughout 
the buildings. 

Over the past weekend, the Towers asked 
for clarification and amendment of the 
condition on the grounds that architectural 
plans have been completed in detail and that 
the installation of a sprinkler system 
“throughout" would cost 81 million and is not 
necessary. 

In a closed-door session between City 
Solicitor Howard Levine and the aldermen at 
Tuesday night's Board meeting, which Levine 
requested, he reportedly discussed the 
possibility of a lawsuit against the city by the 


developers of the Towers in the event the 
sprinkler condition is not modified. 

Reasons given by Levine and Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell for barring the press and public 
from the meeting were "potential litigation,” 
"matters affecting the financial security of 
the city," and the "attorney-client 
relationship." 

The only purposes allowed by state law for 
holding executive sessions (closed meetings), 
by any board, commission or committee of a 
city or town, are to discuss, deliberate or vote 
on matters “which by general or special 
statute, cannot be made public, and those 
matters which if made public might ad¬ 
versely affect the public security, the 
financial interest of the district, city, town, or 
local housing authority, or the reputation of 
any person.” 

Aid. Michael Antonellis, who along with 
Aid. Richard McGrath voted against holding 
the executive session, commented Wed¬ 
nesday, "From my point of view, I think 
because of the cloud on the Towers dealings it 
would have been better to have the meeting in 
public." 

According to other aldermen who were in 


the closed meeting, Levine thinks the Towers 
developers may have a reasonable case that 
construction has begun on the luxury con¬ 
dominium apartment buildings. 

Foundations have not been poured, and 
nothing is visible on the Towers site except 
the sales model building. 

If Levine and Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson interpret the work 
done so far on the Towers site and the ar¬ 
chitectural and other drawings as con¬ 
struction having begun, there still remains 
the question, What is a complete system of 
automatic sprinklers under the 1W? 

The law is ambiguous there as well. 

At the conclusion of the closed meeting, 
the Towers architect explained in detail why 
it is not possible at this stage to put a 
sprinkler head in every room, saying that one 
more foot of celling height would have to be 
added to each floor for the piping and 
recessed heads. 

Such a change, the architects said, would 
require changes in load-bearing structures 
and would mean two fewer floors, or 60 
apartments fewer.

Candidate enters race for congress

As a member of the legislature he has 
served as vice chairman of the Banks 
and Banking Committee, clerk of the 
Committee on Transportation and was a 
member of Post Audit and Oversight. 

The candidate said that during his 
legislative career, he has concentrated on 
the issues of “economy, transportation, 
education, energy and the environment, 
individual rights and elderly affairs." 

The Brookline legislator will more 
than likely face incumbent, two-term 
Congressman Drinan who is expected to 
announce his candidacy later this year.

Congressman Robert F. Drinan (D-Mass" 
Newton) while speaking before the Newton 
League of Women Voters, made the 
following comments on three crucial 
issues facing the Congress: 

"The severity of the energy crisis and 
the intensity of the emotions surrounding 
the impeachment debate may focus the 
attention of the voters on these two Issues 
to the point that they will forget about 
three other crucial issucs-the reform of 
campaign spending, the institution of some 
form of comprehensive health insurance 
and the modernization of Congress. 

CAMPAIGN FINANCING 
"If the national elections in November 
are carried through with the ancient and 
outmoded method of financing now used, 
the voters of this country have a right and 
a duty to express their protest in the ballot 
box. The United States Senate has passed a 


bill providing for the exclusive financing of 
all federal campaigns with federal money. 
The House of Representatives will be 
acting on a bill which would move in this 
direction but would not eliminate com¬ 
pletely private citizens financing, in 
modest ways, on a matching basis, the 
candidate of their choice. 

"It seems safe to predict that the 
Presidential elections of 1978 will in fact be 
financed by federal and tax payers money. 
The method of financing of congressional 
and senatorial elections on Nov. 5, should 
be one of the crucial questions before 
every citizen of America.” 

HEALTH INSURANCE 

"The national platforms of both 
political parties are pledged to the 
establishment of some form of com¬ 
prehensive national health insurance for 
all citizens. For some 25 years ad¬ 


ministrations of both parties have failed to 
agree with Congress In the im¬ 
plementation of a plan that will make 
medical care available to all persons 
regardless of their income. The Incumbent 
administration has once again proposed 
that such a plan be enacted. Leaders In the 
Congress have indicated a readiness to 
come to some agreement about the details 
of competing plans. Only intense public 
pressure will stimulate and compel the 
Congress and the administration to work 
together as never before to bring about a 
health insurance plan worthy of the fan¬ 
tastic medical facilities and medical 
personnel of the United States.” 

CONGRESSIONAL REFORM 
"The centrality of Impeachment and 
the energy crisis may well, during the next 
few months, take the spotlight off of a 
situation in which almost for the first time 


in living memory the Congress has an 
opportunity to reform outmoded 
procedures such as seniority, closed 
committee hearings and a Congressional 
Record which is much too difficult for 
those outside of the Congress to read or 
comprehend. 

"In the spring of 1974 the House of 
Representatives will have the opportunity 
of acting on the relatively sweeping 
recommends dons of a bi-partisan House 
committee of which Congressman Richard 
Bolling of Missouri is the chairman. TVs 
committee is recommending the first 
major modernization of the House within 
more than a generation. The public of 
America simply must be aware of these 
proposals and hold their congreaman 
accountable for his position on the ac¬ 
ceptance and Implementation of theas 
very promising proposals.”

It 
is evident that the average 
person of moderate income 
often has neither the means, the 
time nor the knowledge to 
pursue legal help." 

"The instituting of legal 
services" Mofenson said, 
"promotes the public welfare 
by regulating legal service 
insurance rates so they shall not 
be excessive, inadequate or 
unfairly discriminatory. Such 
plans make legal counsel 
available on a wide-scale 
basis." 


consumer must contend with 
when seeking legal help. 

There are two basic ap¬ 
proaches to group legal services 
plans. One system enables a 
client, independently or as a 
part of some contracting group, 
to join a plan and pay the 
premium, after which he is free 
to use any attorney of his 
choice. The lawyer's fees are 
paid primarily by the insurance 
company that has sp 
nsored the plan. 

The other system is used 
mostly by entire groups, unions 
and, organizations which wish 
to provide a plan of legal in¬ 
surance to their members. In 
this type of arrangement, the 
group, union or organization 
contracts for one or more at¬ 
torneys to assist its members 


exclusively. The amount of 
counsel given and the variety of 
problems dealt with change 
with the different plans of 
coverage. 

"The need for legal 
assistance is becoming more 
common,” said Mofenson. “The 
average citizen's apprehensions 
about high costs as well as his 
lack of experience and contact 
with the legal profession causes 
many people to avoid legal help. 
Due to the complexity of our 
society the policy of preventive 
legal counsel is quickly 
becoming a reality. It is im¬ 
portant for the average person 
to have legal service that is both 
useful and easily attainable. 
The middle-class citizen must 
have an equal legal opportunity. 
Other states have already 
established pilot programs in 
the area of group legal service. 
It is now time for 
Massachusetts to do the same.”

The main bill of the package, 
enacted, would increase the 
iwers of the Middlesex County 
Ivisory Board. The board, 
hlch will be made up of 
presentstives of the cities and 
wns of the county, at this time 
ily has advisory powers over 
e county budget. This bill will 
ve the advisory board, by a 
or-fifths vote of the total 
mber of eligible votes, the 
wer to reduce in whole or part 
e estimates of expenditures 
lich shall be adopted by the 
unty clerk and submitted to 
i Director of Accounts. The 
dget, however, will still have 
be submitted to the state 
>islature for final approval. 

A hearing on this bill is 
heduled for March 12, 1974. 

Hie second bill, which will 
ve a hearing on March 5, 
iuld authorize and direct the 
iddlesex County Com- 
ssioners to establish a cen¬ 


tral county purchasing 
department for cities and towns 
within the county that wish to 
participate in such a program. 

The cities and towns that would 
participate in this program will 
have the opportunity to save 
countless dollars on their tax 
rates, and at the same time be 
able to purchase quality items 
and materials at a discount 
cost. 

The third bill in the package 
provides for the assumption by 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts of the costs and 
expenses of building and 
operating the courts within 
Middlesex County. 

This bill has been referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, and 
no hearing date has been 
scheduled. Court costs account 
for at least 50 percent of the 
Middlesex County budget. With 
the transfer of the courts to the 
state, we may be able to move 
more quickly toward 
metropolitan government, 
using our present county lines 
as boundaries for a new level of 
government. 

A hearing will be held March 
12 for the fourth bill, which 
authorizes and directs the 
Middlesex County Com¬ 
missioners to publish sufficient 


copies of its county budget 
within 21 days of the time the 
budget is presented to the 
General Court, so that two 
copies of the proposed budget is 
made available to the 
legislative body of each city and 
town within the county, one 
copy to the executive officer of 
each city and town in the 
county, and one copy for public 
inspection in each city and town 
of the county. 

The final bill in the package 
authorizes the Middlesex 
County Commissioners to 
establish a merit system for 
county employees, and the 
county personnel board is 
authorized and directed to 
promulgate rules and 
regulations pertaining to such a 
merit system. The hearing for 
this bill is scheduled for Feb. 26. 

A bill prohititing the County 
Commissioners of Middlesex 
County from appointing dog 
officers will be heard on Feb. 2S. 

"It is the hope of myself and 
the co-sponsors of these bills 
that, if enacted, they will make 
county government more 
responsible to the people and 
allow the cities and towns of the 
county to get more involved in 
county government."

The show, according to General 
Motors President Edward N. Cole, "seeks 
to inspire more student interest in science, 
engineering, and related technical and 
vocational careers to provide the trained 
talent America needs to keep pace with the 
promise of the future." 


Previews of Progress demonstrations 
depict work being done today in America’s 
research laboratories and point out the 
contributions of research to modem living. 
A two-man team narrates the live show in 
non-technical language. 

More than 30 million students and 
adults in the United States have seen 
Previews since 1946. Millions more have 
seen the GM show in Canada and 25 foreign 
countirea, including special presentations 
made overseas at the request of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

Featured in the show are two energy 
conversion techniques which show how 
fuel cells and solar cells can be used as 


alternate power sources. Fuel cells con¬ 
vert chemical energy into electrical power 
and solar cells change sunlight into 
usaable energy. Students also will be 
shown recent developments aimed at 
solving water and air pollution problems. 

Another demonstration uses a laser 
beam to translate the sounds we hear into 
visual patterns of light 

In all, students will see nine live 
examples of research-in-action.

Goodbye junk 


In this cradle of liberty, the first 
victim of the American Revolution during 
the Boston Massacre on March 5,1770, was 
CTispus Attucks. a Black man. 

In 1776. a Black was involved in the 
most famous search party in U.S. history 
immortalized in the famous painting of 
Washington crossing the Delaware. Prince 
Whipple was in the boat that carried 
General George Washington across that icy 
river. The rebels found the enemy, took one 
thousand of the enemy prisoners, and won 
an important victory in the American 
Revolution. 

Black culture came into flower in the 
early 20th century in America. In 1905 a 
group of Black intellectuals led by W. E. B. 
Dubois and William Monroe Trotter 
lormed the Niagara Movement, which was 
the forerunner of many Black interest 
groups. 

Four years later the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Colored Peo¬ 
ple was founded, the same year that 
Matthew Hanson, a Black man, and Ad¬ 
miral Robert Peary became the first men 
to reach the North Pole. 

W. C. Handy ushered in the jazz age 
>* following the first World War. Poets 
Countee Cullen. Claude McKay and 
Langston Hughes voiced the thoughts of 
Black people. Paul Lawrence Dunbar cap¬ 
tured the soul of his people through dialect 
and earned the title of the Robert Bums of 
Black poetry. 

Black creatitivity also made its mark 
in the world of entertainment. Familiar 
are the names of Marian Anderson, Paul 
Robeson and Roland Hayes. In the years 
following World War I. Burt Williams, 
Florence Mills. Ethel Waters and Bill 
Bojangles Robinson became stage idols. 

During World War II an Air Force 
pilot named Benjamin Davis. Jr.. led an 
all-Black 99th Fighter Squadron to glory. 

In 1947 Jackie Robinson made history 
as the first Black in major league baseball 
and opened the door for hundreds of others 
ol his race to gain fame and fortune in the 
world of professional sports. 

And Dr. Ralph Bunche received the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1950 for negotiating 
an armistice between the Arabs and Jews 
in troubled Palestine.

Rep. Pines champions 
cause of non-smokers 

Back in the era when we smoked three packs of cigarets a 
day, we would have considered State Representative Lois 
G. Pines of Newton a political busybody and nuisance. 

But since we have heeded the advice of the surgeon 
general and kicked the self-destroying habit, we regard 
Representative Pines as a great stateswoman and a 
stalwart defender of the rights of the non-smokers. 

. .How you really feel about Ms. Pine* probably depends on 
who Is blowing whose smoke Into whose face. 

While we lustily applaud the efforts of Representative 
Pines and the seven other law-makers lined up with her in a 
fight to ban smoking in almost all indoor gathering places, 
we must confess that there was a time when we did our 
share of blowing smoke into other people’s faces. 

That, however, doesn't change the fact that it was wrong 
and that Ms. Pines and her seven colleagues are to be 
commended for their efforts to crack down on the guy at the 
next restaurant table who lights up a pipe or cigar and 
blows a cloud of smoke In your direction. 


Representative Pines takes the praiseworthy position 
that a non-smoker has bb much right to breathe clean air as 
a smoker has to pollute the air. 

A bill filed by Representative Pines and her seven 
courageous companions not only would prohibit smoking in 
most public places, including restaurants, theatres, public 
buildings, elevators, mercantile establishments and public 
transportation fadlities-except in designated smoking 
lounges-but would also fine them up to $50 for violationg the 
law. 

Smokers disregarding the statute would first be given 
tickets comparable to parking tags but subsequently would 
be hit with stiff fines if the Pines-backed bill were enacted 
into la w which in all probability it will not be. 

Our guess from a seat in the gallery overlooking the 
House of Representatives at the State House is that there 
are more smokers than non-smokers In that honorable 
body. 

We suspect most of the law-makers are not about to 
surrender their privilege of shortening their own lives or 
their right to incur some form of cancer or a heart defect by 
puffing on a dgaret, cigar or pipe while they are tran¬ 
sacting the legislative business of the people of 
Massachusetts. 


WHERE DOES IT GO FROM HERE? 



A similar bill was approved last May by the legislative 
social welfare committee but then was bottled up for 
months in the House Ways and Means Committee and 
Anally was killed quietly. 

Several legislators indicated recently that they see the 
merit in the Pines bin but that they are not enthusiastic 
about the Idea of offending the smokers In their districts. 

One law-maker, lighting a cigaret as he leaned against a 
no-smoking sign, expressed apprehension that any more 
restrictions on the use of cigarettes and other tobacco 
products would lessen the amount of revenue the state 
realizes from those sources and necessitate the need for 
new taxes. 

Representative Pines points out that two-thirds of the 
people In Massachusetts don’t smoke and that the smokers 
should respect their right to breathe dean air and not have 
smoke Mown In their faces. 

She says that there are many harmful effects from 
smoke-filled rooms beyond being the places where Vice 
Presidential nominees are chosen at national conventions. 

Ms. Pines, incidentally, is a non-smoker, as are most of 
the co-sponsors at her measure. She claims that 56 per cent 
of the men and 70 per cent of the women In Massachusetts 
don't smoke. (She is referring to adults over the age of 18.) 

Opponents of her Mil dte figures showing that In the fiscal 
year which ended last June 30 the state received 
1111,213,343 from its six-cents-a-pack tax on cigarets and 
that it expects to realize about 9115,888,088 from the same 
source during the present fiscal year. 

Some law-makers think those figures should make us 
more philosophical about having smoke blown in our faces.

Cowin is likely GOP 
A tty. Gen. candidate 

A Newton man, who is rated the sixth most important 
state official on Beacon Hill, is expected to be the 
Replublican nominee for Attorney General in next 
November’s election. 

He is "Deputy Governor" William I. Cowin, who gets 
that strictly honorary title by virtue of the fact that he is 
Secretary of Administration and Finance in Governor 
Sargent's Cabinet. 

To bead off a flood of questions, the five most important 
officials oo Beacon Hill (In this writer’s opinion) are 
Governor Franda W. Sargent, Lieutenant Governor Donald 
Dwight, Attorney General Robert Quinn, House Speaker 
David M. Bartley and State Senate President Kevin 
Harrington. 

An unusual aspect to Cowin’s quest for the Attorney 
Generalship is that if he wins that office after spending a lot 
of time, money and energy, he will take a cut of 112,500 a 
year in salary. He now receives 137,500 annually and 
unquestionably could get more in private industry. 

GOP seen nearly dead 
if Sarge is defeated 

Massachusetts will become a one-party state for at least 
four years and probably longer if Governor Francis W. 
Sargent is defeated for reelection next November, which at 
the present time appears to be a distinct possibility. 

Republican dissidents are discovering that trying to fight 
Mr. Sargent within the GOP is not only difficult but vir¬ 
tually impossible. One prominent Republican after 
aanother has bowed out as a possible opponent against 
Sarge in nexxt September's GOP primary. 

Camll Sheehan, farmer state commissioner of com¬ 
merce and development, is now being mentioned as the 
most likely adversary against Governor Sargent In the 
RepabUcan primary. 

That would be an exercise in futility. Mr. Sheehan, an 

able man, is well known to politicians and newsmen but not 

to rank and file Republicans. He would get the support of 
the dissidents who complain that Governor Sargent has not 
done enough to build up the Republican party in the state. 
But that is about all. 

That is a valid complaint, and Sarge himself and other 
Republican candidate* may pay the price for it next 
November. 

Ironically, however, If Governor Barge* la toppled next 
November, as many political analysts now believe he will 
be, hie suiter from if (ice would virtually liquidate the 
RepuMleai party as a potent political farce in the Bay 
State. J 

Governor Sargent's worry is not the unofficial 
Republican State Convention in June or the party primary 
In September. He will win overwhelmingly against any 
opponent either at the convention or in the primary.

Coldblooded on NCDF project 


Dear Editor: 

Answering your correspon¬ 
dent, Jeanette McGrath of 
Newton Comer, it seems per¬ 
fectly understandable that she 
can be cold-blooded and 
unemotional in her charitable 
attitude towards NCDF, 
especially as her altruism costs 
her nothing in the diminished 
value of her home, not even 
Inconvenience because of the 
disruption of the normal life of 
her environment 

She lives In Newton Comer 
and perhaps fancies that she 
can be smugly Impartial in 
sacrificing the homes and lands 
of other people, which she calls 


being fiar and frank. 

It would be well for her to 
reflect on the underlying con¬ 
sequences of the disruption of 
the last sizable forest en¬ 
vironment in Newton. This must 
have bitter results in the future 
for all the citizens of Newton, 
including those of low-income. 
Where will be the natural areas 
for free recreation for anybody, 
low or high? Perhaps Jeanette 
McGrath could muster a little 
human feeling of her own if she 
would try to remember the joy 
of children exploring woodlands 
and romping about in the last 
unspoiled bit of nature we have. 

I know she is incapable of 


sympathizing with the people of 
Newton Center whose 
neighborhood is now going to be 
transformed by urban blight. 
These two monstrosities, which 
went hand-in-hand, the 
"Towers" on Goat Hill 
(although It is in Newton 
Center, they call it "Chestnut 
Hill”) and the "low-income" 
project, 50 units, more or less, 
at a cost somewhere between 
one and a half and three and a 
half millions, will rob Newton 
Center of its crowning glory for 
all time and deprive all Newton 
of a wonderful woodland 
preserve which can never be 
replaced. 


But the Insatiable appetite of 
these "altruists" will be 
gratified. As to their statistics, 
they are as vague as their 
notions of poverty and low- 
income are distorted, but since 
it will be the taxpayers' money 
(MHFA), what’s the dif¬ 
ference? 

I well remember the words of 
the principal speaker, a lawyer, 
representing NCDF three years 
ago at the little hall in Thomp- 
sonville where we were first 
told of the urban invasion, "You 
are going to get it whether you 
like it or not."

Explanation of 
Library's policy 


Recreation Commission 
proposal was denied 


Dear Editor: 

In view of the many questions 
and the several complaints 
from Library borrowers con¬ 
cerning the Library's recent 
experiment in the shelving of 
fiction, I would like to offer a 
public explanation which I 
wonder if you could make 
available to your readers. 

For some time, the Library 
Staff has been studying very 
carefully the question of proper 
shelving of fiction at both Main 
Library and the branches. 
Many ways are possible; the 
staff has been evaluating and 
assessing all of them. 

The concensus of good 
librarianship which will provide 
the best service to all segments 
of the public seems to advocate 
placing the maximum number 
of books of fiction ine one 
alphabet. This allows a con¬ 
solidation of the works of one 
.author together; it provides 
maximum browsing op¬ 
portunities and, therefore, 


better use by the public of our 
entire collection. Many books 
which fit into several categories 
are, thus, no longer confined to 
one class, but rather become 
available to various reading 
interests. 

Stickers on the spine of the 
books to indicate “mystery", 
"western”, "science fiction" 
and "gothic" seem to be the 
logical way to pin-point the 
nature of the specific book 
which falls in a definite 
category. These stickers are 
readily discernible on the 
shelves. 

Of course, the librarians on 
duty are available at all times 
for instant advice and help in 
selecting the books which, in 
this one alphabet shelving, 
provide borrowers with a 
broader spectrum of reading 
suggestions not possible in the 
previous arrangement where 
different categories of books 
were shelved in separate 
alphabets, segrated on separate 
shelves.

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fective and wasteful during the 
past 10 years. During the 1973 
election, I asked for the 
resignation of Recreation 
Commissioner John Penney and 
for a complete reorganization of 
the Recreation Department. 

Newton's Recreation 
Department has discriminated 
against women as afar as ap¬ 
propriations for women's 
programs are concerned. 

The department has also 
failed to meet the needs of the 
very young, young adults, and 
the elderly. 

The only way to change this 
pattern is to appoint people to 
the Recreation Commission 
•that are aware of these 
problems. This is exactly what 
my resolution would have ac¬ 
complished. 

It seems that the Board of 
Aldermen considers it more 
important and beneficial to the 
city to allow the mayor to make 
patronage appointments to less 
than qualified people. 

During the campaign I 
argued that the $10 fee imposed 
on the citizens of Newton to use 
the city’s tennis courts was 
discriminatory against low and 
moderate income families. Now 
I am told that it will cost an 
extra J10-J20 to use the NNHS 
courts. If this situation is 
allowed to continue, we will end 
up paying a fee for walking in 
our parks, which too are almost 
nonexistent.

To the Editor: 

I would like to address myself to the 
question of the need for strong handgun 
control laws here in Massachusetts. 

I believe that upon initial examination 
of the question we must recognize that our 
history as a nation plays a strong part In 
the negative reaction to handgun control. 

Most of those who came to America, to 
found and build this great nation, 
emigrated from a civilized world to a 
frontier—a frontier of forest, of plans, and 
of mountains, afrontier Inhabited by 
hostile natives. 

Historians have said that the 
Europeans wanted North America and 
they took it It was the flintlock rifle, the 
ball and cap pistol, the six gun and the 
Winchester rifle that was the law and the 
justice that settled this country. Form 1630 
until the close of the frontier in 1890, It was 
the law of the gun that stilled opposition to 
"progress and prosperity." 

Romantic legend has sugared the 
truth of the harsh, bloody and violent 
history of this nation. How do we respond 
to this recital of our historical record? Do 
we recognize that romantics and sugar 
will not hid the fact that this is still a 
violent nation? 

FACT: In 1970 there were 15,000 
homicides in the United States. Handguns 
were the cause of 52 per cent of these 
deaths, Involving 8.221 victims. That was 
one death by a handgun every 63 minutes; 
in 1973 it was one handgun death every 58 
minutes. 

FACT: In 1970 there were over 11,000 
suicides from firearms. 

FACT: In 1969 there were 475,000 
handguns manufactured in the U.S. In 1971 
there were over 3,000,000 handguns 
manufactured in America. Production was 
up 650 per cent. 

FACT: Official records show that in 
1970 there were 78,000 arrest for the illegal 
carrying of weapons and 138,000 armed 
robberies committed with firearms. 

On and on goes the litany of violence, 
from aggravated assault to political 
assassination. 

Whenever there has been a call for 


rational review of legislative proposal 
designed to protect American citizens 
from the dangers Inherent in the 
unregulated ownership of death weapons, 
it has been drowned In the thrunderous 
roar of opposition Instigated by the 
manufacturers and retailers of am¬ 
munition and handguns. 

Truly, these are the merchants of 
eeath. To every legitimate proposal they 
say “No." To further their own profits they 
have duped the public, beguiled the 
sportsmen, entranced the young, distorted 
history, and denied truthful fact. 

Last year, with the force of a tropical 
hurricane the gun lobby cried out against 
mandatory relstration. This year we are 
ready to cry back, "We demand handgun 
registration." 

Carpenters, plumbers, and elec¬ 
tricians arc registered, drugs are 
registered, automobiles and trucks are 
registered, all to protect the public. Why 
then should we not register society's most 
dangerlous instrument, the handgun? 

We want protection; we want public 
safety; we want handgun control. 

Tot continue to recount statistics 
beecomes meaningless; the facts are 
legion, handguns are weapons are 
weapons of death, they are dangerous to 
living beings and should be so marked by 
society. 

The eight bills that I have filed in the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
are intended to mark handguns for the 
death weapons they are. My handgun 
control package can be divided into three 
parts: 

First., THERE IS A NEW VERSION OF 
THE bill filed in 1970 by Sen. Jack H. 
Backman. This bill. Senate 235 and House 
3960, restricts the ownership of handguns 
to collectors, sportsmen who are members 
of a pistol club, shopkeepers and security 
personnel. 

The second segment of this package 
has two facets. House 2991, an update of 
the bill I originally filed last year, will 
require mandatory registration of all 
handguns, and House 2992 provides that a 


firearms identification card identify the 
weapon by serial number and type of 
ammunition used. 

The third part of my proposal is 
composed of five bills which are designed 
to tighten up the present law. These 
measures include stricker security 

regulations during transportation; a gan 
on advertising; an expanded 15-day 
cooling-off period; and a request for a 
300,000 media campaign to promote 
fireamrs safety. 

Contrary to Middlesex County Sheriff 
Buckley's dire predictions, I expect that 
package to pass throug the legislature this 
year. I have discussed this issue with 
many of my colleagues during the past 
month, and I believe that the mood of the 
Massachusetts General Court is one of 
concern and upset over the needless 
deaths resuld g from handguns. 

All across the nation, from Boston to 
San Francisco, citizens and their elected 
officials have come to recognize that 
man's greatest triumph, our 
megalopolitan civilization, will cease to be 
if we do not eliminate the shootings and 
gunfights that occur daily in our cities. If 
we are to preserve our culture we must 
stand together against violence. 

We joined hands together for equal 
opportunity; we protested together to end 
an injust war; we must now vote together 
to control these death weapons, to provide 
a societal framework so that our children 
might live a better life; that they, in the 
words of John Adams, "might study art 
and architecture, music, philisophy, 
poetry and pottery," without a constant 
concern for their personal security. 

In conclusion I would like to ask you to 
please address yourself to the question of 
the need for stong handgun control laws 
here in Massachusetts. This legislation 
will not pass without your help. You can 
best help by writing or calling your state 
representative and state senator, the 
legislative leaders and the candidates for 
governor. 

If ou want handgun coltrol let your 
legislators know. Your opinion will in¬ 
fluence their vote.

Post Office 
robberies down 

Cash and stamp toner from 
post office burglaries during the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1973, 
reached the lowest level In a 
decade, th* Postal Service 
a nn o u nced today. 

During calendar 1973, such 
looses amounted to 1310,000, the 
lowest level since 1003. This Is 
an M per cent drop from the $12 
million In losses from postal 
burglaries during 1970. 

Losses were down to (001,000 
in Calendar Year 1971 and 
further reduced to $361,000 In 
1971. 

The continual decline is at* 
tributed mainly to Increased 
Investigative and preventive 
measures taken by the Postal 
Inspection Service. Burglar 
alarms and other security 
devices have been Installed in 
approximately 7,700 postal 
facilities. Some 30,000 security 
containers are in use 
throughout the postal system. 

Another deterrent has been 
the aggressive action taken by 
the Postal Inspection Service to 
apprehend and arrest members 
of organized gangs of thieves. 
During the past year some 400 
persons were arrested and 375 
offenders were convicted on 
burglary charges.

The Green 
Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

PRAYER PLANT: The so- 
called “rabbit track plant” or 
Prayer Plant (Maranta) Is a 
favorite house plant Coming 
from Brazil, it has broad, 
bright-green leaves with rows of 
brownish to dark green blotches 
on either side of the mid-vein 
hence the common name of 
“rabbit track plant" At night 
the plant’s leaves fold upward 
as if in prayer, hence the other 
common name of “Prayer 
Plant.” 

Culture: It likes a bright 
window but not direct sunlight 
Best soil is a mixture of equal 
parts of sand, peat and loam. 
Keep the soli uniformly 
moistened, but not Boggy. This 
item likes a warm temperature, 
72 degrees or so. Temperatures 
in the 60’s or lower will cause 
the leaves to turn yellow. 

Some gardeners feel that the 
plant likes to rest in January 
and February, and will keep the 
soil more or less on the dry side 
during those months. Star new 
plants by division anytime of 
the year. 

NOTE: Growing the maranta 
in glazed containers can be 
tricky. If you over water or if 
the drainage is poor, leaves will 
droop and rotting sets in. 

CABBAGE TROUBLES: 
Cabbage and all members of the 
family — cauliflower, broccoli, 
Brussel sprouts, kohlrabi, are 
susceptible to clubroot 
("Finger and toe") disease, a 
fungus that persists for many 
years in add soils. If you look on 
the roots of sickly or yellowed 
plants you’ll find ugly lumps, 
which give rise to the name of 
clubroot or clubfoot The slime 
mold fungus can Uve in the soil 
for at least six or seven years. 

CONTROL: Grow your 
seedlings in virgin soil. Never 
set out plants having small 
swellings on roots, and rotate 
your crops. Chemical control 
consists of using Terrador at 
planting time. Mix six 
tablespoons of Terrador to a 
gallon of water and use one-half 
pint of the solution to each bole 
you set a plant la Terrador Is 
also sold under the shortened 
name of PCNB and Is available 
In all garden stores.

Psychiatric unit opens at hospital 


Representatives of 15 
agencies working in the mental 
health and allied fields in 
Newton, Wellesley and Weston 
reviewed the new 21-bed 
psychiatric unit at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital recently. 
The unit officially accepted its 
first patients on Feb. 19. 

The new psychiatric unit 
provides a new resource in the 
existlngnetwork of mental 
health agencies and depart¬ 
ments in this area and is of¬ 
ficially part of the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Compreh¬ 
ensive Community Mental 
Health Center. Director is Dr. 
Carl N. Brownsberger, recently 
appointed chief of psychiatry at 
Newton-Wellesley. 

Among participating agen¬ 
cies at a recent review were 
Newton-Wellesley-Wes ton 
Multi-Service Center, Wellesley 
Human Relations Service, the 
Mayor’s Health Advisory 
Health Committee of 
Newton,the Visiting Nurse 
Association, the Newton 
Department of Public Health, 
and the hospital's Outpatient 
Psychiatric Department. 

Brownsberger stated that 
patients 15 years or older 


requiring psychiatric 
hospitalization can be admitted. 
The unit is unlocked. Admission 
is voluntary rather than legally 
coerced. Drug and alcohol 
abuse patients can be admitted 
after detoxification on other 
medical wards. 

Brownsberger said that 
psychiatric treatments em¬ 
ployed at the new unit cover a 
broad range of modalities: 
individual psychotherapy, 
group psychotherapy, activity 
groups, occupational therapy, 
family therapy, vocational 
guidance and planning for after¬ 
care when patients leave the 
hospital. Patients receive 
psychiatric medications and 
appropriate physical treat¬ 
ments indicated by their con¬ 
ditions. 

In summer 1974, Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital intends to 
open a special unit for partial 
hospitalization which will be 
supervised by the psychiatric 
unit staff. Brownsberger ex- 
palained that partial 
hospitalization enables patients 
to participate in daytime 
therapy at the hospital and 
return home to sleep, or to 
continue working at present 


jobs while sleeping in the 
protective hospital en¬ 
vironment.

Bill Crowley, “If you've got to shovel yourself a little tunnel 
) in order to get to the car to fix a transmission, you’ve got a 
problem.” And most of the tools they use, they say, are, in 
fact, instructor Connolly’s own tools, not tools subsidized by 
the city. 

Another of the students: "They say there are a few 
aldermen that are stopping this. I suppose all their kids 
went to college. They think everybody else will.” 

Principal Ernest Van B. Seasholes has thrown his 
upport behind the center. "I very much support the 
students... It (the center) is importqnt not jus for the kids 
that are immediately Involved, but for the whole life of the 
school.” 

James Salter, chief administrative officer to Mayor 
Mann, says, “The mayor is actively interested in seeing it 
go through at a reasonable cost.” 

Alderman Sisney Small, chairman of the Board's 
Finance Commlttee-and who has had children at Newton 
South-has gone on record opposing the center. In defense of 
his position, he emphasizes his own concept of the existing 
South program, which seems to be different from the 
concept the students have. 

"We were told a year ago", he says, “that the program 
at South was an experimental proram, designed to deter¬ 
mine the aptitude and abilities of the students taking the 
course at South. The idea waa that the beat qualified 
students would then be sent over to take part in the Newton 
North program.. .Nobody from the school department or 
from Newton South has ever told me that the original plan 
of an experimental plan at Newton South was any dif¬ 
ferent." 

He also says, “If I were in the position of the students, I 
expect I would be doing the same kinds of things they’re 
doing.. .1 appreciate what they have to say... But they are 
not in the same possession of facts and information that I 
am in possession of.” He is angry, for example, at the 
history of the South center proposals. “A year ago, the 
school originally asked for 120,000. After getting the $2,000, 
they then went out and did a study for $ 1000 -that study 
should have been done beforehand.” First, he says, they 
asked "for $ 20 , 000 , altered it to $80,000, then went to 
$115,000,-all in a year’s time.” He also refutes the pro- 
center arguement that the cost of daily bus transportation 
would in time pay for the center itself, saying that there are 
additional facilitiy costs- to be taken into consideration. 

In any case, a strike has been temporarily avereted at 
Noewton Souty. But the students in auto mechanics are still 
quite angry-they want their own auto center, and want it as 
soon as possible. And they will undoubtedly voice those 
feelings at the upcoming March 7 meeting at the school. 

Alderman Edward Richmond, who is chairman of the 
Public Buildings Committee, and who will be presiding over 
the meeting, says, "It will be the fullest and fairest hearing 
which we can have.. .We want to give everybody-students, 
teachers, administrators-the fullest opportunity to speak 
their minds.”

Father and son are very 
close, and the difference in 
politics does not in any way 
represent a rebellion against 
family or "the system," Harry 
Crosby said. 

Stephen Crosby, a graduate of 
Harvard and Boston University 
Law School, most recently was 
employed as field director for a 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development housing 
allowance program. 

Crosby previously was 
executive secretary of the Fund 
for Negro Development, a part 
of the VISTA program, and 
worked briefly for the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission. 

Crosby’s political experience 
includes being a traveling aide 
to Sargent during his 1970 
campaign for governor, and 
working for Lt. Gove.

Sears suit in 1973 was $61. This means he is now spending Vh 
percent per year for his suit.

Put shortening in bowl with flour. With pastry blender 
cut in shortening until in tiny particles. Add water slowly, 
tossing gently. With hands squeeze dough to make a ball. 
Divide in half; put one-half, rolled, into a 9-inch pie plate. 
Prepare filling: 

3 cups fresh blueberries 
Vi cup sugar 

2 tablespoons flour 
Dash of salt 

Dash of cinnamon and nutmeg 
1 tablespoon butter

—Mary Domenicucci,, Roslindale 
Answer: We must have many grapenut pudding fan¬ 
ciers because this one request popa up more often than any 
other. The following is my favorite; I hope it will be yours. 

GRAPENUT CUSTARD PUDDING 

4 eggs 

Vi cup sugar 
Vi teaspoon salt 
ZVt cups milk, heated 

1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

5 teaspoons grapenuts 
Ground nutmeg 

Heat oven to 300 degrees. Lightly grease (with butter or 
margarine) 5 six-ounce custard cups or a 1-quart baking 
dish. Beat eggs lightly; add sugar and salt Slowly stir in 
heated milk and vanilla. Put 1 teaspoon grapenuts into each 
custard cup (or on the bottom of the baking dish). Pour milk 
mixture over grapenuts carefully. Sprinkle with nutmeg. 
Place in large pan and add 1-inch hot water to pan Bake for 
45-50 minutes or until a silver knife, inserted in center of 
custard, comes out clean. Remove from oven and hot water 
and chill 

MARVELOUSREFRIGERATOR ROLLS 
6V4 cups all purpose flour 
Vi cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

Vi cup butter or margarine, softened 

legg 

2 cups hot tap water 

Early in day or up to 1 week ahead: 1. In large bowl, 
combine 2V« cups flour, sugar, salt, yeast, add V» cup 
margarine, softened. With mixer at low speed, gradually 
pour 2 cups hot tap water (120-130 F) into dry ingredients. 
Add egg, increase speed to medium and beat for 2 minutes, 
occasionally scraping bowl with spatula. Beat in Vi cup 
tiour or enough to make a thick batter; continue beating for 

2 minutes, occasionally scraping bowl. With spoon, stir in 
enough additional flour, about 2V4 cups, to make a soft 
dough. 2. Turn dough onto lightly floured surface and knead 
until smooth and elastic, about 10 minutes. Shape dough 
into a ball and place in greased large bow!, turning over so 
that top of dough is greased. Cover with towel; let rise in 
warm place away from draft till doubled, about 1 V» hours. 
Dough is doubled when 2 fingers pressed lightly into dough 
leave a dent. 3. Punch down dough by pushing down the 
center of dough with fist, then pushing edges of dough into 
center. Turn dough over, brush with salad oil. Cover bowl 
tightly with plastic wrap and refrigerate, punching down 
the dough occasionally, till ready to use. About 2 hours 
before serving: 4. Remove dough from refrigerator, grease 
a 15Vi x lOVi-lnch open roasting pan Cut dough into 30 equal 
pieces; shape into balls and place in pan Cover and let rise 
in warm place till doubled, 1 Vi hours. 5. Preheat oven to 425 
degrees. Bake for 15-20 minutes till golden brown. Brush 
rolls with melted margarine. Remove from pans and serve. 
Yield about 2 Vi dozen delicious rolls.

A collection of antique 
valentines is on display at the 
Newton Free Library, 414 
Centre Street, Newton Comer, 
now through through the end of 
February. 

Robert D. McCarron of 
Newton has made available the 
display of valentines dating 
from the 1800's. 

McCarron a chemist whose 
specialty is paper chemistry, 
has an extensive collection of 
paper ephemera. He is in¬ 
terested in good graphics and 
what happens to paper when it 


is printed, engraved and em¬ 
bossed. 

Although the earliest ob¬ 
servances of Valentine's Day 
occurred in the Middle Ages, 
the first record of a drawing or 
illustration connected with St 
valentine’s Day comes from the 
17th century diary of Samuel 
Pepys. 

In America, original valen¬ 
tine cards of a certain sim¬ 
plicity were exchanged among 
some of the colonists prior to the 
18th century. 


After 1723, the custom really 
began to grow with the import 
from England of valentine 
“writers" or booklets con¬ 
taining a vast array of verses 
and messages which could e 
copied onto decorative papers. 

A reduction of postal rates 
brought about a great increase 
in the number of valentines 
sent. Today valentines are 
manufactured on an enormous 
scale. In the United Stares 
Valentine’s Day greetings are 
second in number only to 
Christmas cards.

New equipment to help blind people read

The Carroll Rehabilitation 
Center for the Visually 
Impaired in Newton has 
received a grant from Seeing 
Rye, Inc. to develop a New 
England regional training 
center for Optacon, a new 
device enabling the blind to 
read ordinary inkprint. 

Frederick Picard III, 
executive director of the Carroll 
Center, announced details of the 
grant at a recent staff meeting.

The Carroll Center, formerly 
the Catholic Guild for All the 
Blind, specializes in the 
rehabilitation of flinded adults, 
emphasizing adjustment 
counseling, mobility and 
communication training and 
other skills needed to insure 
independence for the blind. 

The Seeing Eye grant permits 
an extension of service to blind 
people who want to acquire 
more freedom and flexibility in 
reading skills. 

Frederick Silver, ad¬ 
ministrator of the St. Paul’s 
program at the Carroll Center, 
said training of staff will be 
launched about April 1, with 
supervision from Optacon- 
trained personnel. Initial 
training will include two blind 
persons, in addition to staff 
members, he said. 

‘‘We’ll have the latest 
equipment available-everyt- 
hing needed -to teach the 
system," Silver said. 

Optacon equipment is 
lightweight and portable, and 
promises a new freedom to 
blind individuals, who 
frequently must depend on 
sighted readers or brailled 
materials prepared by various 
organizations serving the blind. 

The Optacon (optical to 
tactile converter) unit is about 
the size of a cassette tape 
recorder and consists of a 
penlight-sized camera used to 
scan lines of print, elec¬ 
tronically connected to displays 
of vibrating rods which 
reproduce the scanned letters in 
tactile form. The blind person 


tecls with ms fingertip precisely 
what the camera sees. An "a" 
feels like what an "a" looks 
like. "In this case, seeing is 
feeling," said Executive 
Director Picard. 

After about fifty hours of 
training, an Optacon user is 
equipped with the basic skills of 
reading with the new system. At 
that point, he no longer needs 
instruction and can proceed 
alone to proficiency through 
practice. 

Speed in reading with 
Optacon is slower than braille. 
An average rate after training 
instruction is about 20-30 words 
per minute, with up to 60-80 
reported later. Good braille 
readers can absorb 180 words 
per minute, and new 
speedreading systems have not 
yet been devised for Optacon, 
but several investigators are 
working to develop them. 

Unlike braille, which is 
essentially a code, Optacon 
provides a direct translation of 
printed matter. And more 
important, the blind user is 
completely independent to read 
what he wants, when he wants. 
There is no waiting period while 
someone else prepares the 
material. 

"The Optacon is a useful tool, 
filling a special need," said 
Picard. “It is also a highly 
promising device for many who 
now use braille only. But we 
have to keep in mind that not all 
blind persons will be able to use 
the system," he said. 

Diabetes, which can lead to 
blindness through diabetic 
retinopathy, can also cause a 


reduction in tactile perception 
which may interfere with 
Optacon use. 

"For others, however, it may 
provide the link to the sighted 
world that will permit more 
effective rehabilitation than 
ever before," he continued. 

Immediate access to the 
world of print-not only books 
and newspapers, but also 
correspondence, labels, 
directories and electronic 
calculator displays-is usually 
denied blind people. Optacon 
can open these previously 
closed channels pf com¬ 
munication. 

The Optacon concept was 
developed by Dr. John G. 
Linvill, chairman of Stanford 
University's Electrical 
Engineering Department, as an 
aid for his blind daughter, now a 
senior at Stanford. Linvill 
collaborated with Dr. James 
Bliss and Linville, aided by over 
sixty associates and graduate 
students and $2 million in 
federal research funds, per¬ 
fected the system through over 
seven years of research. 

Important discoveries made 
during the time of their 
research included discovering 
the significance to reading 
performance of high-resolution, 
twcHiimensional tactile 'r. Ulgvu, 
and the efficacy of piezoelectric 
reeds to create that image. 

The Optacon tactile screen is 
composed of 144 miniature rods 
arranged in 24 rows and six 
columns, permitting a con¬ 
siderable increase in resolution 
of image compared to other 
research efforts. Extensive 


research in tactile phenomenon 
resulted in a clear image, 
painless to the touch. 

Several controls are used In 
operating Optacon equipment. 
One adjusts the magnification 
of the camera image to com¬ 
pensate for differences in sizes 
of type. Another, much like the 
volume control on a radio ad¬ 
justs the intensity of the 
vibrating reeds. A threshold 
adjustment knob determines 
what light intensity will cause 
the reeds to vibrate, com¬ 
pensating for differences in 
reflectivity of inks and papers. 
Another switch changes the 
circuitry to permit reading 
white letters on a dark 
background or luminous 
displays such as on electronic 
calculators. 

The Carroll Center training 
program will focus on in¬ 
dividualized instruction. 
Enrollment will not be 
restricted to people undergoing 
rehabilitation training at the 
Carroll Center, nor will 
preference be shown those 
trainees. It is expected that 
enrollment will come from 
throughout the New England 
area. 

The Carroll Center, formerly 
the Catholic Guild for All the 
Blind, was recently renamed in 
honor of the late Rev. Thomas 
J. Carroll, who died in April, 
1971. Father Carroll headed the 
nonsectarian agency for 25 
years, and was an in¬ 
ternationally known pioneer in 
the field Sfijehabilitation for 
blind people.

The Carroll Rehabilitation 
Center for the Visually 
Impaired in Newton has 
received a grant from Seeing 
Rye, Inc. to develop a New 
Rngland regional training 
center for Optacon, a new 
device enabling the blind to 
read ordinary inkprint. 

Frederick Picard III, 
executive director of the Carroll 
Center, announced details of the 
grant at a recent staff meeting.

The Carroll Center, formerly 
the Catholic Guild for All the 
Rlind, specializes in the 
rehabilitation of flinded adults, 
emphasizing adjustment 
counseling, mobility and 
communication training and 
other skills needed to insure 
independence for the blind. 

The Seeing Eye grant permits 
an extension of service to blind 
people who want to acquire 
more freedom and flexibility in 
reading skills. 

Frederick Silver, ad¬ 
ministrator of the St. Paul's 
program at the Carroll Center, 
said training of staff will be 
launched about April 1, with 
supervision from Optacon- 
trained personnel. Initial 
training will include two blind 
persons, in addition to staff 
members, he said. 

“We’ll have the latest 
equipment available-everyt- 
hing needed -to teach the 
system," Silver said. 

Optacon equipment is 
lightweight and portable, and 
promises a new freedom to 
blind individuals, who 
frequently must depend on 
sighted readers or brailled 
materials prepared by various 
organizations serving the blind. 

The Optacon (optical to 
tactile converter) unit is about 
the size of a cassette tape 
recorder and consists of a 
penlight-sized camera used to 
scan lines of print, elec¬ 
tronically connected to displays 
of vibrating rods which 
reproduce the scanned letters in 
tactile form. The blind person 


teels with his fingertip precisely 
what the camera sees. An "a" 
feels like what an “a" looks 
like. "In this case, seeing is 
feeling," said Executive 
Director Picard. 

After about fifty hours of 
training, an Optacon user is 
equipped with the basic skills of 
reading with the new system. At 
that point, he no longer needs 
instruction and can proceed 
alone to proficiency through 
practice. 

Speed in reading with 
Optacon is slower than braille. 
An average rate after training 
instruction is about 20-30 words 
per minute, with up to 60-80 
reported later. Good braille 
readers can absorb 180 words 
per minute, and new 
speedreading systems have not 
yet been devised for Optacon, 
but several investigators are 
working to develop them. 

Unlike braille, which is 
essentially a code, Optacon 
provides a direct translation of 
printed matter. And more 
important, the blind user is 
completely independent to read 
what he wants, when he wants. 
There is no waiting period while 
someone else prepares the 
material. 

"The Optacon is a useful tool, 
filling a special need," said 
Picard. "It is also a highly 
promising device for many who 
now use braille only. But we 
have to keep in mind that not all 
blind persons will be able to use 
the system," he said. 

Diabetes, which can lead to 
blindness through diabetic 
retinopathy, can also cause a 


reduction in tactile perception 
which may interfere with 
Optacon use. 

"For others, however, it may 
provide the link to the sighted 
world that will permit more 
effective rehabilitation than 
ever before," he continued. 

Immediate access to the 
world of print-not only books 
and newspapers, but also 
correspondence, labels, 
directories and electronic 
calculator displays-is usually 
denied blind people. Optacon 
can open these previously 
closed channels pf com¬ 
munication. 

The Optacon concept was 
developed by Dr. John G. 
Linvill, chairman of Stanford 
University’s Electrical 
Engineering Department, as an 
aid for his blind daughter, now a 
senior at Stanford. Linvill 
collaborated with Dr. James 
Bliss and Linville, aided by over 
sixty associates and graduate 
students and |2 million in 
federal research funds, per¬ 
fected the system through over 
seven years of research. 

Important discoveries made 
during the time of their 
research included discovering 
the significance to reading 
performance of high-resolution, 
two-dimensional tactile ! r.u> 6 wu, 
and the efficacy of piezoelectric 
reeds to create that image. 

The Optacon tactile screen is 
composed of 144 miniature rods 
arranged in 24 rows and six 
columns, permitting a con¬ 
siderable increase in resolution 
of image compared to other 
research efforts. Extensive 


research in tactile phenomenon 
resulted in a clear image, 
painless to the touch. 

Several controls are used in 
operating Optacon equipment. 
One adjusts the magnification 
of the camera image to com¬ 
pensate for differences in sizes 
of type. Another, much like the 
volume control on a radio ad¬ 
justs the intensity of the 
vibrating reeds. A threshold 
adjustment knob determines 
what light intensity will cause 
the reeds to vibrate, com¬ 
pensating for differences in 
reflectivity of inks and papers. 
Another switch changes the 
circuitry to permit reading 
white letters on a dark 
background or luminous 
displays such as on electronic 
calculators. 

The Carroll Center training 
program will focus on in¬ 
dividualized instruction. 
Enrollment will not be 
restricted to people undergoing

It also profits from 
the resources which exist within 
the community. 

Community schools have 
existed in the United States 
since the 1930's and their 
numbers are constantly on the 
increase.

in their builings; and were very 
receptive to these groups. 

These buildings "belong" to 
the taxpayers of the city. A 
large percentage of these 
taxpayers never enter a school 
building. 

The ideal of community 
schools stresses that these 
buildings should be available to 
the local communities for their 
use. The question of "what 
use?" is more difficult to define 
since vital to the concept of 
community education in 
general and community schools 
in particular is the idea that 
each Community School must 
be unique and must develop on 
its own. Program or services 
which evolve around a com¬ 
munity school reflect the 
identified wants and felt needs 
of its community. 

Within this broad directive lie 
the possibilities for a wide 
range of activities, programs 
and services which can revolve 
around the school building. A 
community school can serve as 
a catalyst by providing 
leadership to mobilize com¬ 
munity resources to solve 
community problems. At the 
heart of any community school 
is a concerned group of local 
citizens who act as a council and 
reflect feelings, needs, and 
wants of the community. 

This council of local citizens 
can, acting as representatives 
of the community, decide what 
sorts of programs, if any, their 
school should offer, and can 
then act to implement these 
decisions. 

Community schools are not 
trying to duplicate either adult 
education services or 
recreational services. They are 
trying to build upon and expand 
such existing services. 

A city’s overall community 
school program should include 
an adult education component 
and a recreation component, as 
well as other specialized 
programs and services. Each 
school should offer a program 
designed by community 
members and tailored to their 
needs and desires. The goals 
should be to increase par¬ 
ticipation in the community and 
to provide the opportunity for 
residents to create and control a 
service for themselves. 

The fiscal realities of the 
1970’s have governed the growth 
of community schools in 
Newton to date. From 1967 to 
1972 the Community School 
programs which existed were 
run by volunteers with no 
budgets. 

Since 1972, when the School 
Committee voted a $10,000 
appropriation to encourage the 
growth of more Community 
Schools, and the Aldermen and 
Mayor appropriated $5,000, 
many schools have developed 
programs. This city money has 
been appropriate^ after 
recommendations by a group of 
people from the existing 
community schools - The 
Community School Council - 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Florence Rubin of the Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission 
sub-commiteee on Community 
Schools, and liaison Joseph 
Utka of the School Department. 

Mrs. Rubin and the Alder- 
manic Education Committee 
helped write the community 
schools ordinance. This or- 
dinanance sets up a nine- 
member commission made up 
of a mayoral appointee, a 
Recreation Commission ap¬ 
pointee, Aldermanic and School 
Committee appointees, an 
appointee from the Community 
School Council and the Director 
of Human Resource*. 

This Commission is directed 
to submit a formal budget for 
the operation of community 
school programs: may solicit 
grants and accept gifts; and 
will to administer and establish 
general policy for community 
school programs. The Com¬ 
munity School Council will 
continue to review all requests 
for funds and will submit these 
requests to the Commission. 

It is hoped that this Com¬ 
mission will be the central 
organizing body around which 
developing community schools 
can gather, and from which 
established community schools 
can obtain specific assistant 
and support

Charles N. Collatos 
Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Veterans’ Services, today 
advised veterans and their 
families of new benefits now 
available for certain depen¬ 
dents of veterans. 

Collatos referred to the 
Civilian Health and Medical 
Program of the Veteran’s 
Administration (CHAMPVA) 
which authorizes the VA to 
provide medical care for the 
spouse or child of a veteran 
permanently and totally 
disabled (service-connected) 
and the widow or child of a 
veteran who died of service- 
connected condition. He ex¬ 
plained: 

"Basically, this program 
provides medical coverage for 
those eligible until they can 
come under the provisions of 
Medicare. Eligibility for a wife, 
widow, or helpless child ends at 
age 65. Eligibility for a child 
ends at age 18, or 23 if a'.’mding 
school." 

Collatos went on to explain 
that for authorized hospital 
care, CHAMPVA pays 75 
percent of the reasonable 
charges of the hospital and 
professional personnel. For 
authorised outpatient care, 
deductible-type benefits apply. 
For one beneficiary, the 
deductable is $50, for two or 
more of a family it is $100, and 
all deductibles must be paid 
each fiscal year. Once the 
deductible has been paid, 
CHAMPVA pays 75 per cent of 
the remaining reasonable 
charges. 

The Commiadoner added: 

"Participation in this 
program Is entirely vohmtary 
for the physician, hospital, or 
other source of medical care 
although eligible bmOdariaa 
can use non-participating 
sources and fila tar reim¬ 
bursement.”

“The Rising Cost of a 
College Education” 

An extremely critical 
problem confronting higher 
education throughout the nation 
centers on what to do about the 
escalating aosts of operating 
our colleges and universities, 
particularly the private schools. 

Massachusetts is attempting 
to solve the financial problems 
of its colleges in several in¬ 
novative and constructive 
ways. 

Dr. Joseph M. Cronin, 
Massachusetts Secretary of 
Education, favors expansion of 
three types of programs 
designed to relieve the heavy 
financial burden on both the 
students and the schools. 

The programs he favors are 
already operating on a limited 
basis. The first is the con¬ 
sortium approach. State aid is 
now being given to the Wor¬ 
cester Consortium, an 
organization of eight public and 
private colleges which share 
facilities, faculties and 
students. 

The second program prp- 
vodes student grants for ex¬ 
pensive specialities not 
available at public colleges, 
such as dentistry and training in 
physical therapy. 

Dr. Cronin also leans toward 
increasing the size of 
scholarships permitting 
students to make their own 
choices of schools. 
Massachusetts does this now on 
a small scale, granting $300 to 
studenta who attend public 
schools and $900 to those at 
private colleges. Dr. Cronin 
suggests that these figures 
could go much higher in the 
near future and therefore offer 
significant help to the needy 
student. 

In recent months a number of 
individuals and study groups 
have come forward with 
proposals designed to save the 
country’s hard-pressed private 
colleges and at the same time 
maintain low public college 
tuition fees so that the middle 
and low income student will not 
be shut out. 

The Carnegie Commission on 
Higher Education in Berkeley 
and the Committee for 
Economic Development in New 
York (CED) recommended that 
tuition at public colleges be 
more than doubled in the next 
few years. This plan is aimed at 
closing the tuition gap between 
the public and private colleges. 
Both organizations have said 
they want to help the private 
schools indirectly by giving 
most of the aid to the students 


instead of to the colleges. 
Presumably, more students 
would then attend private in¬ 
stitutions. 

Extensive criticism has been 
levelled at each of these 
proposals by educators at 
public schools who claim that 
public colleges and the middle 
class are being sacrificed in an 
attempt to rescue the private 
schools. 

The Massachusetts Teachers 
Assn. (MTA). although strongly 
advocating massive state aid 
for the poor and middle income 
student who wants to attend 
college, and also sympathetic to 
the problems of the private 
schools, is very wary of any 
program which might add to the 
tax load of the middle income 
family who may be having 
great difficulty putting its child 
or children through the public 
colleges now. 

Peter A. Janssen summed up 
much of the present financial 
dilemma facing the private 
schools in the December 1973 - 
issue of Saturday Review- 
World. He said: “The basic 
problem (with Carnegie and 
CED) is that they take an 
economic approach to higher 
education. They are worried 
about institutions, not students. 
At a time when one of the 
greatest problems of American 
higher education is to open it to 
groups it has traditionally 
excluded, this is an odd sense of 
priorities. The recom¬ 
mendations treat higher 
education — particularly 
private higher education — 
simply as one more industry in 
trouble. The proposed solution, 
like the solution for the Penn 
Central, is to use the public's 
money to bail it out. Higher 
education in theUnited States, 
however, is not a railroad ...”

Questions 

and 

answers 
on federal 
income tax 

Editor’s Note—The following 
questions and answers on the 
federal income tax are 
prepared by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Q. There are so many hooka 
on taxes on the market, can you 
recommend a good one for the 
average taxpayer to nse? 

A. The Internal Revenue 
Service cannot endorse any 
particular commercial 
publication. IRS has its own 
book Your Federal Income Tax 
which can be purchased at your 
local IRS office. This 
publication provices a 
relatively comprehensive ex¬ 
planation of individual income 
tax topics. 

Q. I missed a lot of work 
because of Illness last year. I 
hear that I may be able to 
reflect this to my benefit on my 
tax return this year. How is this 
done? 

a. all or part of the money you 
received while out of work due 
to illness may be excludable 
from taxable income. In order 
to qualify for the sick pay ex¬ 
clusion you must meet the 
following requirements: 

1. Sick pay plan must be 
provided by your employer. 

2. Before excluding any 
amount as sick pay you must 
wait 30 days if you receive over 
75 percent of your regular 
wages or 7 days if you receive 
less than 75 percent of your 
regular wages. If you were 
hospitalized and received under 
75 percent of your regular 
wages there is no waiting 
period. 

3. A new waiting period ap¬ 
plies to each period of absence. 

Form 2440, ‘‘Sick Pay 
Exlualon,” showing the com¬ 
putation of excludable sick pay 
should be attached to the 
return. 

Q. I pay 910 a month to an 
insurance company to cover the 
possibility of my not being able 
to work because of Illness. They 
would then pay me $20 a day 
were I hospitalised for a week 
or more. Does this affect my 
taxes? 

A. The premiums you pay for 
accident or health insurance 
are not deductible as medical 
insurance because policies 
providing payments for loss of 
earnings are not directly 
related to medical expense. 
However, income derived from 
the policy is not taxable since it 
is attributable to premiums 
paid by you. 

Q. I was Im aa automobile 
accident and the ether driver’s 
Insurance company ended up 
paying me damage*. 

Does this affect my lax retan? 

A. The proceeds from such a 
settlement are not taxable. 

Q. During 1973 my employer 
transferred me from Nevada to 
Massachusetts. He paid part of 
my mavtag expenses, b this 
income to me?

The Wisconsin senator conti- 
noualy tries driving home the 
point it isn’t really that hard to 
stay in shape and in that regard 
he’s his own best ad¬ 
vertisement. 

He's 56 but looks at leaat 10 
years younger. He's as lean aa a 
greyhound and probably runs 
more than Lou Brock and Ben 
Jlpcho put together. 

Proxmire runs from his home 
here to his office every day, a 
distance of five miles, and he 
doesn't lope, he moves. 

He ran this way even before 
the gasoline shortage. 

"I’ve been running now for 10 
years,” he says. “I figure I save 
about a gallon of gas a day. Sure 
I have a car. It’s a compact 
Every year I try to cover more 
miles on foot than I do with my 
car. Last year I did 3,600 miles 
on foot and 3,500 by car.” 

What makes Proxmire run? 

“A number of things,” he 
says. “First of all, It’s a way to 
commute. Some do by bus, 
some by car, some by bicycle. I 
do it on foot Not like these 
cabinet officers who have their 
chauffeurs drive them every¬ 
where. There are 800 of these 
limousines in Washington and 
I’m leading a fight in the Senate 
to reduce the number.” 

Proxmire has been mugged 
twice doing his daily running 
but doesn’t let that upset him. 

He was middleweight boxing 
chimp at Yale during the late 
‘30’s and still looks as If he could 
go a few rounds. But he denies 
he's in better shape than any 
Senator or Congressman In 
Washington. 

"Chuck Percy is in excellent 
condition," says Proxmire. “He 
plays a lot of tennis, swims a 
great deal and has a stationary 
bike. And Strom Thurmond 
does everything. He runs every 
day and lifts weights in his 
office. He's 72 and married a 
girl of 25 not long ago.” 

Proxmire la no blushing 
violet. He say* whatever he 
feels needs saying. 

He openly criticized Brad 
Cook, then chairman of the 
Securities Exchange Commis¬ 
sion, for using a limousine for 
going to work every day. Cook 
insisted ha used the car only on 
official business. 

"One day I was Jogging and I 
saw his car on the comer of 
Massachusetts Ave. and Capitol 
Drive early in the moring," 
says Proxmire. 

"I rapped on the window and 
said, ‘Good morning, Mr. 
Commissioner.' He sort of slid 
down behind a newspaper he 
was reading in the back seat 
and said, ‘Good morning, 
Senator.’ 

"Three weeks later, he 
resigned as SEC chairman," 
saya Proxmire, "but I don't 
think that was the reason."

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$63 million budget; tax hike certain

A recommended total city budget of 
162,984,095.69 for the July, 1974-June, 1975 
fiscal year was announced this week by 
Mayor Theodore Mann. 

Because the last budget spanned the 18- 
month transitional fiscal period mandated 
by the state in order to put all cities and 
towns on the same fiscal calendar as the 
state, no accurate comparison can be 
made between this year’s new budget and 
last year’s budget. 

Even though the last 12 months is two- 
thirds of the 18-month period, two-thirds of 
the 18-month budget would not truly reflect 


the costs of the last 12 months because of 
the difference in seasonal expenses such 
as heating and snowplowing. 

The 18 -month budget covered about one 
and one-half winters. 

Mayor Mann estimated, however, that 
the budget is up by $3 million over the last 
12 months’ spending. 

In the 1973-74 fiscal year the total city 
budget was $83 million, of which the School 
Department budget accounted for $39.4 
million. 

In the 1972-73 fiscal year (12 months), 
the total budget was $52 million. The 
School Department budget came to $25 
million. 

In this year's $63 million total budget, 


the School Department budget is 
$29,132,000. 

The new budget does not Include money 
for salary increases that will be due after 
collective bargaining for both city em¬ 
ployees and teachers, both due this year. 

Mayor Mann declined to speculate on the 
new tax rate until after the "cherry 
sheet," a list of state disbursements to be 
made to the city, or money due the state 
from the city, has been received. 

The cherry sheet is due this month. By 
law the rax rate must be set by May. 

The mayor pointed out that the first tax 
bill of the new fiscal year, which will be 
mailed next October, will reflect an ac¬ 
cumulation of inflationary costs that have 


been suppressed by the 18-month budget 

It is Just about inevitable that there will 
be a sizeable tax Increase, though how 
large the mayor will not guess. 

Between $800,000 and $1 million is an¬ 
ticipated from federal revenue^harlng 
that can be used to soften the tax impact. 

In the presubmission budgetary process, 
in which departments submit a 
preliminary budget, the mayor cut ap¬ 
proximately $10 million from the total 
requested. 

The budget next goes to the Board of 
Aldermen, which may cut any item except 
the School Department budget; but may 
not Increase any item.

Two London Lass fires in five hours 


The Newton Fire Department 
responded to two fires at the London Lass 
Beauty Salon, 1176 Walnut St., Newton 
Highlands, within a five-hour period this 
week. 

According to Fire Chief Frederick A. 
Perkins, Jr., damage caused by the fires is 
estimated at $50,000. Perkins said that the 
fires were under investigation. 

A box alarm at 11:45 p.m. Monday night 
alerted the Fire Department to what was 
reportedly a small fire in a closet at 
London Lass. Four engines and two lad¬ 
ders responded to the alarm and the fire 
was extinguished. 

At 3:56 a.m. Tuesday morning a police 
officer pulled the alarm box at the comer 
of Walnut and Center streets, according to 
Perkins. 


Firefighters found a second fire in 
London Lass, this time in the rear of the 
building. Perkins said that it started on the 
first floor and apparently spread to the 
second floor and the attic. 

Two alarms were sounded for the 
second fire. Six engines and two ladders 
responded. 

London Lass is owned by Peter Sidman 
of Framingham. The building Is owned by 
Charles Pambookian of Newton. 

The front door of the building at 1176 
Walnut St., next to The Graphic office, was 
open around 9 a.m. on Tuesday morning. 
Part of the floor in London Lass was 
muddy. Glass was gone from at least one 
window in the building. A truck with 
plywood arrived Tuesday morning and a 
window was boarded up. 

Firefighters from Wellesley, Waltham 


and Watertown covered for Newton 
firefighters while they battled this blaze. 

London Lass is located near the Newton 
Highlands MBTA station. At least one 
London Lass customer who had an ap¬ 
pointment was surprised Tuesday to 
discover the salon closed because of the 
fire. 

A woman parked on Walnut Street 
Wednesday morning and sat with mouth 
open after being toold that London Lass 
had been a victim of fire.

Discuss Lincoln- Eliot upgrading

Building Commissioner Gene Larsen 
presented a plan for additions and 
alterations at the Lincoln-Eliot School to a 
group of aldermen last week. 

It is rumored that the mayor and 
members of the School Committee do not 
favor the additions and alterations, but do 
not want to assume responsibility for 
killing the proposal. 

Larsen said that a design approved by 
the Design Review Committee calls for an 


Post 440 asks 
for more space

An offer to buy the remianing 32,000 
square feet of Victory Field by American 
Legion Post 440 for additional parking was 
heard skeptically by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee last week.

addition of 16,817 square feet in gross area. 
The design would cause alteration of 7,647 
square feet. 

According to Larsen, the entire 
project would cost $1,202-851. His estimate 
of construction costs was $934,928, the 
architect’s fee would be approximately 
$69,173, and equipment would cost ap¬ 
proximately $85,000. 

Larsen's projection also included 
$93,500 for construction contingencies and 
$20,250 for other expenses. 

Larsen noted that $49,750 has already 
been appropriated. He said that a bond 
issue of $1,153,101 (“say $1,150,000") would 
be required to fulfill the final design. 

Alderman Edward Richmond 
questioned the design of the proposed 
additions and alterations. Richmond 
called attention to the fact that the school 
would have two gyms if the additions were 
built. 

A member of the audience said that 
the old, smaller gym would be used as a 
lunch room and as a gym for kindergarten 
children. 

A woman commented that "for the 
kids we have now, the gym is below 
standards for physical education.” The 
plan presented by Larsen called for a new 
3600 square foot gym. 

Richmond mentioned a School 
Department demographic study which 
allegedly predicts that the enrollment at 
Lincoln-Eliot will drop from 410 to 362 in 
the next four years. 

School Committeeman Gerald byme 
replied that if St. Jean’s and Newton 
Catholic School closed, Lincoln-Eliot 
would be obliged to educate 91 additional 
children. 

Alderman Sidney Small noted that this 


was dependant on the school districts 
remaining the way they are. 

Byme said that he did not think the 
demographic study applies as much to the 
Lincoln-Eliot area as to other sections. 

Richmond proposed that the Carr 
School could be used to alleviate future 
overcrowding at Lincoln-Eliot. Richmond 
said that Carr will be at 64 per cent 
capacity in four years. It was noted that 
Carr is less than a mile from Lincoln-Eliot. 

Alderman Ernest Dietz said that he 
cannot vote for Lincoln-Eliot “in the light 
of the demographic study and open 
classrooms.” 

Alderman Alan Barkin said that 
previously "we did not have certain in¬ 
formation as to school population in the 
city." 

There was debate about whether the 
plan approved by the Design Review 
Committee met educational 
specifications. 

Byme said that "it is the opinion of the 
design review that the architect met 
educational specifications." 

Small noted tliat "the Design Review 
Committee, the School Committee and the 
Board from time to time have made 
mistakes." 

Richmond was a member of the design 
review committee which approved the 
design presented by Larsen. He reportedly 
objected to the fact that the final design 
included approximately 2,200 more square 
feet than called for in the educational 
specifications. 

PTA Council President John Webber 
said recently that people in the Lincoln 
Eliot area never came to the PTA Council 
to talk about additions and iterations. He 
said that he did not favor additions and 
alterations. 


Life Care Center goes to 
Board for vote Monday 


The aldermanic Land Use Committee 
Monday night said "yes" to a 179-unit 
"Life Care Center" in Auburndale and 
"no" to a doctor’s office building at Rt. 128 
and Neshobe Road. 

Members of the committee voted 6-1 in 
favor of the Life Care Center, a com¬ 
bination hotel and nursing home for the 
dlerly; and 4-1 against the doctor's office 
building. Two aldermen abstained on the 
second vote. Aid. Michael Lipof, a member 
of the committee, was absent for the entire 
meeting. 

„ The six-story Life Care Center, to be 
built on Stanton Avenue in Ward 4, has had 
two public hearings before the Land Use 
Committee and has remained on its docket 
since the term of the last Board of 
Aldermen. 

The original Life Care Center, 
proposed by Dr'. Edward Guiney and 
Arthur Ullian, contained about 210 units. 
The figure was gradually reduced to 179 
units. 

Passage by the Board of Aldermen of 
the Guiney proposal will require votes next 
Monday on three separate proposals. 

Since the center is a new type of 
structure, the committee and Planning 
Department worked out a definition to suit 
it. Zone "E" now to contain a provision for 
life care centers, will be one subject the 
Board will tackle next week. 

The proposed site of the Guiney 
project will, if the new zone definition is 
approved, be changed from Residence 
“A" to Residence “e”. 

Following these two changes, the 
Board of Aldermen will vote on the project 
itself. 


The Life Care Center will be for people 
age 65 or over. They will pay entrance fees 
ranging from $10,000 to $30,000 and 
monthly rents ranging from $175 to $375 to 
live there. A 20-bed nursing home, dining 
room at additional cost, and common 
rooms will be at their disposal. Units of¬ 
fered will range from one to three rooms. 
Maid service, linen service, and a staff of 
medical personnel will be on hand. 

Similar centers, run by non-profit 
organizations, are located in other parts of 
the country. 

Guiney and his associates have also 
agreed to donate five of the Life Care units 
to the Newton Housing Authority for use as 
subsidized housing. One unit would be 
offered per year for five years and the 
entrance fee would be waived. In addition, 
five more units would be offered on a 
"pseudo-scholarship" basis at an entrance 
fee of $5,000. 

Land Use Chairman Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell cast the lone vote against 
committee approval of the project, 
moving, at the last minute, for recon¬ 
sideration in order to ensure that a "non¬ 
profit" organization would run this Life 
Care Center. 

His motion failed for lack of a second. 
McDonnell had pointed out during debate 
on the proposal that the center to be 
located in Auburndale was the only one of 
those existing in the country sponsored by 
a private, profit making group. 

McDonnell also informed other 
members of his committee that he would 
not prepare a "majority report" to deliver 
to the full Board next Monday and in¬ 


dicated another member would have to do 
so. 

The traffic death blow felled the latest 
in a series of proposals at Neshobe Road 
and Washington Street. 

Residents last month turned out in 
force against this proposal for the con¬ 
struction of a three-story medical building 
for 27 doctors, despite the fact this plan 
changed the orientation of the building 
away from Washington Street and 
represented a smaller structure than the 
last plan for an insurance building on the 
site. 

Aid. Alan Barkin was the only com¬ 
mittee member to vote in favor of the 
proposal.

Ed Adelman 


From one class to an empire

When Ed Adelman was in the ninth 
grade, he had a chance to work and ob¬ 
serve at the local New England Telephone 
Co. 

Thus began an empire. 

Whether those telephone company 
people were aware of it or not, Adelman 
was watching and absorbing and learning 
and turning on to electronics. 

Today, although he cannot fix Bell 
telephones, he has a booming business as a 
decorator phone repairman and intercom 
installer and repairman. 

His name is now Adelphone System 
and he can be reached, by a series of 
complex relays, at 332-6391. 

Adelman, 17, of 48 Kingston Rd., 


Newton Highlands, is a senior at Newton 
Uouth High School and will graduate in 
June. In addition to the wonders he per¬ 
forms on mini-circuits, he also recently 
invented a "automatic horse feeder” in his 
spare time. 

This happened, he recounted in an 
interview, because one of the assistant 
housemasters at South High needed one. 

Hie housemaster, of course, spends 
his working hours at the high school; but, 
nevertheless, his horses like to dine at 
noon. Adelman got involved in the problem 
through his drafting teacher. 

The teacher, he said, suggested he 
might like to work on developing a way to 
feed the horses. He agreed, and sat down 
to puzzle out what is now his automatic 
horse feeder. 

It feeds two horses, he explained, 


promptly every day at noon, by releasing 
grain via a timer. 

Adelman’s latest project, it follows, is 
the task of securing a patent on his device. 

He said he has been in the telephone 
repair and intercom installation business 
for a good period of time now, but was 
indefinite about his charges for such 
services. 

He did, however, indicate he is quick 
in completing the job and attributed his 
vagueness on cost to the spiraling cost of 
materials that seem to cost more every 
time he goes to get them. 

He also pointed out that many people 
who buy decorator phones and have 
trouble with them, really do not know 
where to get them fixed.

Special justices may 


be phased 

Legislation that would phase 
out the special-Justice system In 
Massachusetts (H. 3359), co¬ 
sponsored by Rep. Lois Pines 
(D-Newton), was heard Feb. 21 
by the Judiciary Committee of 
the Massachusetts legislature. 

Under the present special- 
justice system, 81 district court 
judges serve part time, are paid 
on a per-day basis regardless of 
the number of hours they serve 
and are barred from presiding 
over civil cases. Special justices 
are allowed to preside only over 
criminal and juvenile cases. 

Rep. Pines told the com¬ 
mittee: "A public official must 
consider himself a servant of 
the citizens. A system that 
permits a person to be a lawyer 
in court in the morning and a 
judge in that same court in the 
afternoon tends to instill 
skepticism and distrust in the 
public and must not be allowed 
to continue." 

The proposed legislation 
provides that vacancies in the 


out by bill 

office of special justice would 
not be filled when any tree of the 
part-time special-justice posts 
become vacant, two new full¬ 
time judges would be appointed 
in their places." 

"This judge-lawyer position 
has been criticized consistently 
since 1919 by judicial reports of 
the Commonwealth," she 
continued. "Chief Justice 
Franklin Flaschncr of Newton 
has been fighting for many 
years to effect this much- 
needed reform in the 
Massachusetts district court 
system." 

Similar legislation (H. 1431) 
was filed by Justice Flaschner 
and Rep. Cornelius Kiernan, 
chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee. Among those 
supporters of these changes in 
the district court system were 
representatives of the governor, 
the Massachusetts Bar 
Association, the League of 
Women Voters, and the 
Massachusetts Council for 
Public Justices, Inc.

prepare a brief historical and 
legal analysis of the question. 

"I agree with the Civil 
Liberties Union and with the 
United States Supreme Court 
that the Second Amendment to 
the Constitution refers not to 
individual rights, but was 
adopted to protect against the 
disarming of state militias by a 
powerful national government" 
Mofenson said. 

"To claim that everybody has 
a constitutional right to bear 
arms is to misread both the 
intent and the language of the 
Second Amendment. In fact, the 
government can regulate 
provate ownership of guns as 
much as it wishes, as long as the 
militia-in our case, the 
Massachusetts National Guard¬ 
is not disarmed,” Mofenson 
concluded. 


Burglaries 
up in 1973 

Crime statistics released by 
the Newton Police Department 
show that 110 more burglaries 
were reported in 1972 than in 
1972. 

According to police, 548 
residence burglaries and 240 
non-residence burglaries were 
reported in 1973. The total of 788 
is 16.2 per cent more than the 
total for 1972. 

The peak month for burglary 
reports in 1973 was July when 
111 were reported. Only 38 
burglaries were reported in 
February. 

The number of armed rob¬ 
beries committed in 1973 was 38, 
21 less that the 47 committed in 

1972, according to police. This 
represents a 44.7 per cert 
decrease. 

There was an increase in the 
number of auto thefts reported 
in 1973. Police statistics showed 
an increase from 473 reported 
thefts in 1972 to 576 in 1973, a 23.3 
per cent increase. 

There were 67 auto thefts 
reported in October, 1973, while 
28 were credited to March. 

There was a large decrease in 
the number of arrests for 
violation of narcotic drug laww 
in 1973. According to police, ther 
were 121 arrests in 1972 and 47 in 

1973. 

There were 47 arrests for 
driving under the influence of 
liquor in 1973. Eighteen of these 
arrests were of people under 
age 21, according to police. 

Statistics showed 19 cases of 
assault and battery on police 
officers in 1973. There were 12 
cases in 1972. 


Responding to continued complaints 
about the cost of tennis permits at the 
city's 15 lighted clay courts and four indoor 
courts, the Recreation Commission this 
week voted to sell family permits for $20. 

The other 65 blacktop tennis courts 
will continue to be available to residents 
without charge. 

Also approved by the commission was 
a redefinition of “student”, which will now 
include any resident who is a fulltime 
college student through age 25 with a 
college ID card. Student rates are lower 
for tennis and swimming. 

In other business, the commission 
accepted the announcement of Mrs. 
Worthing West, who has represented Ward 
6 for 23 years on the Recreation Com¬ 
mission, that she has told Mayor Theodore 
Mann that she wishes not to be reap¬ 
pointed. Her term expired Jan. 1. 

The new regulation brings tennis into 
the family-permit concept in effect for 
indoor swimming at Newton North High 
School, where a year’s family permit may 
be bought for $15. 

Two Newton Highlands residents, 
Murray Kates and Gary Rubenstein, spoke 
to the commission on the tennis fee 


schedule, in effect until this week, of $10 
per individual adult. 

Rubenstein favored a small charge for 
each use instead of the permit plan, and 
thought the $ 10 -per-person charge was 
hard on college students. 

Kates said, ‘ 'I don’t feel like paying $40 
(for himself and his family) to play on a 
court my money helped build. Sports is 
nonprofit — you are making this a 
professional thing by charging this fee." 

Kates also complained about the 
maintenance of the courts at Newton South 
High School, where the students use the 
courts for other activities. 

The philosophy of charging fees for 
any sports activity was seriously con¬ 
sidered by Recreation Commission 
member Frank Fitzpatrick, who mused, 
"Are we forcing the people least able to 
pay not to use these facilities?” 

The $30,000 received in fees by the 
Recreation Department annually is about 
3 per cent of its total budget. 

Other charges discussed were yearly 
and summer swimming permits. The 
outdoor facilities at Crystal Lake and Gath 
Pool will continue to charge a fee of $3 for 
an adult and $1 for students, with a one¬ 
time admission fee of 50 cents. 


A yearly permit to cover both the 
Newton North High pool and the outdoor 
swimming facilities will be $10 for an 
adult, $5 for a student, $15 for a family 
permit. Single swims will range from 10 
cents to 50 cents. 

The 50-cent season permit for the use 
of Newton’s three natural-ice skating 
areas was abolished by a unanimous vote, 
on a motion by Recreation Department 
Director John Penney, and a motion to 
abolish the 25-cent fee for tobogganing was 
anrrowly defeated. 

Mrs. West, a familiar figure to people 
going to Crystal Lake to swim, said 
Tuesday about her not wanting reap¬ 
pointment, "Older people were always 
good to me when I was young. Now I think 
it's time to move over." 

"The Recreation Commission has 
initiated some wonderful programs —

Another investigation of 
gasoline consumption by Street 
Department vehicles has been 
undertaken as a result of a 
request for a $71,000 ap¬ 
propriation for gasoline last 
week. 

After reviewing figures on 
Street Department cars whose 
odometers are working, fur¬ 
nished to Aid. Robert Gaynor at 
his request by Street Com¬ 
missioner Edmund Bolduc, 
Gaynor said, "There’s no doubt 
in my mind that there's 
something strange going on in 
the Street Department." 

Of the 24 Street Department 
cars reported whose odometers 
were recorded as operating, 11 
had no mileage reported. 

Of the 13 with mileage 
reported, four got between 5 and 
8 miles to a gallon of gas, six got 
between 8 and 10 miles to the 
gallon, and three got 10 to 13 
miles. 

A 1968 four-door car is 
recorded as getting about the 
same mileage as a 1972 car of 
the same body style and make 9 


mpg, while a 1971 comparable 
car ended up near the bottom of 
the mileage with slightly over 6 
mpg. 

In the next few days, Gaynor 
said, the Street Commissioner 
will furnish him some in- 
formationon the Street 
Department trucks, most of 
whose odometers are 
inoperative, according to 
Nunzio Piselli of the depart¬ 
ment at last week’s Public 
Works Committee meeting. 

Gaynor’s questioning of the 
amount of gasoline used by the 
Street Department follows by 
about a year a lenghty report by 
Aid. David Cohen on the city 
garage, including the main¬ 
tenance of city vehicles. 

Cohen’s investigation found 
cars whose apparent mileage 
was as low as 1V4 miles per 
gallon. 

Cohen's report called for 
better maintenance of vehicles 
and more stringent record- 
keeping on the dispensing of. 
gasoline.

Killing the 
messenger

Ancient military commanders, when 
brought unfavorable news from the field of 
battle, killed the messenger who dared 
utter the bad news. 

Richard Dudman was a bringer of 
unwelcome news. 

He was given the position of Director 
of Public Works to make the department 
function, not only for the city administra¬ 
tion but for the citizens of the city as well. 

As Public Works director he was not 
only a "messenger" to the administration, 
he was also on the battlefield. 

He saw what needed to be done and 
tried to do it. while one by one his weapons 
were stripped away. 

In Richard Dudman’s too-short tenure 
here, he has made a remarkable impres¬ 
sion on many of the visible aspects of 
Newton’s environment. Services under the 
Publics Works Department have improved, 
from street repair to rubbish and garbage 
collection and snowplowing. 

While accomplishing these changes, 
Dudman always kept in mind that human 
beings are the key to good services. He 
began treating his men like the adult 
human beings they are, emphasizing the 
recognition of talents and skills within the 
labor force. 

The results of this approach, which 
with Dudman is not expedience but an 
intrinsic sensibility, has been a trusting 
relationship between labor and manage¬ 
ment unknown in this city before. 

The long hours given unstintingly to 
individuals or groups of citizens trying to 
find a better way to plant trees, to conserve 
natural resources, to make the city 
aesthetically more pleasing, will not soon 
be forgotten by those he helped. 


What Richard Dudman could not 
accept is that too often decisions are based 
on politics, and sometimes they are purely 
political decisions. 

His has always been the long-range 
view, but politics always chooses the 
fastest and easiest way out. 

With an unshakable integrity, he has 
never compromised his or this city's honor, 
but politics sometimes requires deceit. 

The reorganization of his department 
as he wanted it and knew it should be was 
rejected as too politically dangerous, and 
never saw the light of publicity. 

His reservations about upgrading the 
incinerator were dismissed until two in¬ 
dependent reports from outside consultants 
convinced the administration that some 
other course must be followed. Closing the 
incinerator was politically distasteful. 

Newton tried an experiment with 
Richard Dudman, and it failed.

Would Post 440 
make a trade?

Anyone who haa ever attended a gathering at Post 440 is 
well aware that a parking problem exists. 

I recall three occasions that illustrate this point; the 
night William Carmen announced his candidacy for mayor 
last spring, the night Middlesex County Republicans 
gathered to hear a pep talk from the governor last fall, and 
the Lincoln Day dinner last month.

At the time the Victory Field housing was up for a vote, 
it was pointed out that locating families in the immediate 
vicinity of a large legion post might not be a good idea. The 
site, however, was approved. The housing has yet to be 
built 

Encroaching on the samll amount of land set aside for 
the housing with more parking lot is the ethical question 
that is going to face city officials now. 

It is true that the site is not a good one for low income 
housing. Planning to put the housing there after okaying the 
legion post seems to have been more a matter of expediency 
than anything else. 

We have a proposal. Victory Field should go to the 
legion post Let them expand their parking and create the 
small park they promised at the outset. 

In return, let them find the city another site for the four 
units of housing and give it to the Housing Authority is 
ecchange for the comer of Victory Field they do not own. 

That, we think, would even the score.

Dukakis big helpmate 
to abortion advocate 

Former State Representative Michael Dukakis of 
Brookline, now seeking the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, was quite a helpmate for William R. Baird, the 
noisy abortion and birth control advocate, when Dukakis 
was a member of the Legislature. 

Mr. Dukakis filed one bill after another for Mr. Baird in 
the fields of abortion, blasphemy, crimes against nature, 
unnatural and lascivious acts with another person, for¬ 
nication, and disseminating birth control information. 

If big, bad, bold Bill Baird has any gratitude whatever 
in his heart, he must have his disciples out loudly beating 
the drums for Michael Dukakis. But getting the Catholic 
vote probably will be a different matter for Mr. Dukakis 
either in the September primary or the final November 
election. 

A person close to former Representative Dukakis told 
us yesterday that the bills to which we refer were filed by 
Mr. Dukakis at the request of Mr. Baird. 

We have no doubt that is so. But most self-respecting 
members of the State Legislature wouldn’t speak to Mr. 
Baird, much less file a bill for him. They simply walked 
away when he approached them. We saw that happen when 
Baird picketed a Boston College-University of 
Massachusetts football game. 

His views certainly were no secret He went to jail to 
test them out and proved quite a crybaby while be was 
there. It seems only fair now to look back through the 
records, recall some of the measures filed for him by 
Michael Dukakis and speculate on what Dukakis would do if 
he were Governor. We have sorted out six bills filed by 
Dukakis for Baird in 1970, the last year Dukakis was in the 
Legislature and the year he was nominated as the 
Democratic candidate for Lieutenant Governor and was 
defeated in the final election. 

House Bill No. 3756, filed by Dukakis at the request of 
Baird, sought the repeal of the law prohibiting abortions. 

The Dukakis bill struck out the section in the general 
laws prohibiting abortion and substituted this provision; 
“Abortion may be performed by any physician who has 
first obtained the consent of the female upon whom said 
abortion is to be performed.” 

A second measure sponsored by Dukakis for Baird not 
only calling for the repeal of laws prohibiting abortions but 
also banning the desseminatlon of birth control in¬ 
formation. 

A third bill filed by Dukakis for the high-minded Baird 
would have legalized blasphemy and repealed the law 
prohibiting it. That bill apparently would have made legal 
and proper to revile God or hcly things. The number of that 
measure was House Bill 34*3. 

Another measure filed by Dukakis for Baird and sup¬ 
posedly designed to uplift Massachusetts called for the 
repeal of the law prohibiting crimes against nature. That 
bill would have wiped out a section in the general laws 
which our forefathers thought was important It says; 
"Whoever commits the abominable and detestable crime 
against nature, either with mankind or with beast shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the state prison for not more 
than 20 years." Dukakis' bill would have legalized those 
actions. The number of the measure was House 3464. 

A fifth bill sponsored by Dukakis for Baird called for 
the repeal of the laws punishing unnatural and lascivious 


acts with another person. That measure was House Bill 

3272. 

Finally, ex-Representative Dukakis filed House Bill 
3482 for Baird in 1970. This measure sought the repeal of the 
law prohibiting fornication. / 

Those are unusual bills to be filed by a man now seeking 
to become Governor. The six measures we listed comprise 
an unusual collection. They satisfy the Gay Liberation, the 
abortion advocates, the permissive groups, and, most of all, 
big, bad, bold Bill Baird, that great upllfter of society. 

But they disgust a lot of decent people. 

States or Governor of Massachusetts or Mayor of Boston, 
and none is likely to do so in the near future. 

President Nixon had an opportunity to shatter the alt- 
male tradition when he picked Gerald Ford to be Vice 
President after Spiro Agnew resigned, but he passed up the 
opportunity to select a woman for the No. 2 post in the 
United States government 

Congresswoman Margaret M. Heckler of Wellesley is 
the only feminine member of the Massachusetts delegation 
in Congress. 

She serves with intelligence, vigor and enthusiasm and 
without asking special favor or privilege in what is 
essentially a man’s world. 

Mrs. Louise Day Hicks, now a member of the Boston 
City Council, was defeated for reelection after serving one 
term in Congress. 

Boston’s nine-member City Council has one woman 
member. Its five-member School Committee Includes one 
woman, Kathleen Sullivan. But the ladies do not bold their 
share of elective public offices. 

One reason for this—if we may don our philosophical 
hat—is that women are more critical of other women than 
of men and less likely to vote for them for high offices. 

So far as we know, the Women’s Lib has never sup¬ 
ported a lady candidate in a public election campaign. 

Possibly, that is because tbe Women’s Lib doesn’t in¬ 
volve itself in politics. Perhaps, the organization does not 
want to offend the men voters in a campaign where a 

Woman is r unning 

However, Congresswoman Heckler, one of the state's 
great vote-getters, preaches the gospel of women’s rights at 
just about every opportunity. 

What we started to say was that Governor Francis W. 
Sargent would like a woman candidate on the Republican 
State Ticket with him. 

Not for the feminine company, mind you, but because 
be believes It might cause some ladies to vote Republican 
who might not otherwise do so. 

One of Sarge's problems is that four of the places on the 
GOP slate-the nominations for Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor. Attorney General and Secretary of State — 
already are spoken for. 

But he may come up with a woman candidate for either 
State Treasurer or State Auditor who would give added 
balance and strength to the Republican State Ticket. 

Serge could do this by having the unofficial Republican 
State Convention In June endorse a woman and then sup¬ 
port her himself In the September primary. Republican 
custom belqg what It is, that would virtually assure her of 
the nomination. 

Republican strategists point out that there is little 
likelihood that a woman will wind up on the Democratic 
State Ticket. 

Democratic Secretary of State John F. X. Davoren, 
State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane and State Auditor 
Thaddeus Buczko are virtually certain of re nomination 


Mrs. Kathleen Ryan Dacey of Milton, former member 
of the Boston School Committee, is seeking the Democratic 
nomination for Governor, and Eva Hester of Milford, vice 
chairman of the Democratic State Committee, is a can¬ 
didate for tbe Democratic nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor. Neither is considered to have much chance of 
gaining a place on tbe Democratic Ticket 

Governor Sargent’s advisers believe he will execute a 
worthwhile political coup if he can tell the women voters 
across Massachusetts that the Republicans nominated a 
member of their sex for state-wide office but that the 
Democrats didn't. 

So if any of our lady readers would like to run for State 
Auditor or State Treasurer on the Republican ticket, they 
should drop Governor Sargent a note at the State House and 
tell him so. 


Should Times' editors 
report on own worth?

Mondale of Minnesota, both Presidential hopefuls, declined 
to attend the annual Gridiron Club dinner because the club 
still bars women.

The frightening power of the oil lobby 


To the Editor: 

Top executives of the oil companies ol 
America gave the Nixon re-election 
campaign more than |5 million. The 
executives of Gulf Oil gave more than 1 
million of this sum! Several of these 
companies gave substantial sums from 
corporate resources and have been found 
guilty and fined. 

This aspect of the activities of the 
dozen major oil corporations of America is 
only the most visible way by which they 
have sought to subvert public policy for 
their own selfish purposes. The oil lobby, 
invisible but Insidious, haunts every 
comer of the policy making circles of 
Washington. Among countless examples of 
their influence are the following: 

In 1926, the oil lobby persuaded 
Congress to give to this industry an in¬ 
defensible 27.5 oil depletion allowance, — a 
“rip-off" which meant that the oil com¬ 
panies have paid far less taxes than any 
other group of corporations in America. 

Just before Christmas of 1973, the 
House of Representatives passed for the 


first time in American history a limit on 
the excess or windfall profits of the oil 
industry. The oil lobby, aided by officials 
of the Nixon Administration, killed this 
provision and Indeed the whole energy bill 
in the U.S. Senate. 

The oil lobby which owns vast fortunes 
of the natural gas industry has been lob¬ 
bying for many years to deregulate the 
price of natural gas. The Nixon 
Administration has concurred in this 
recommendation which in effect would 
mean that all price controls would be 
removed from the manufacture and 
merchandising of natural gas, — a fuel 
used by one third of the nation and pur¬ 
chased at a very modest price. 

The natural gas industry was suc¬ 
cessful in early February in bringing 
about a 3-2 decision of the Federal Power 
Commission which virtually doubles the 
price of certain forms of natural gas from 
some areas of the United States. For¬ 
tunately, the Congress must act upon the 
question of whether or not the natural gas 
industry will be removed from the price- 


setting control of the Federal Power 
Commission. 

At this particular time the 
Administration and the natural gas in¬ 
dustry would have, in my Judgment, a 
better than 50-50 chance of succeeding and 
removing the restraining hand of the 
Federal Power Commission from natural 
gas. 

The oil industry has bought vast 
reserves of the fantastic deposits of coal in 
Montana, Colorado and elsewhere. The oil 
industry is now or shortly will be seeking 
tax “hand-outs” for their work in 
developing systems of coal delivery and 
scientific techniques for coal gasification. 

The only possible way to work against 
the almost sinister oil lobby is to have a 
counter-lobby made up of well informed 
citizens. I will be happy to send reading 
materials on the energy crisis and all of its 
multi-dimensional aspects to any con¬ 
stituent who writes to me at my 
Washington office, House of Represen¬ 
tatives, Washington, D.C. 20515.

I envisioned myself 
with an empty tank right in the middle of 
an intersection. 

Then on the horizon I saw hope in the 


form of a line. I Joined that line and it was 
ever slowly moving up. My radio kept me 
company, but the news was not too en¬ 
couraging; every station was repeating 
the same tune, “no gas, no gas, no gas.” 

After what seemed an eternity, I 
reached a spot where the pumps were 
visible. They still seemed so far away, Just 
like a mirage. It was comforting though to 
know that they were there. 

But to my disappointment, I saw what 
I dreaded most. One of the gas attendants 
was saying something to the driver of the 
car ahead of me. I could not hear what he 
said, but by the reaction of the driver, you 
could guess — no more gas. 

I begged for a half a gallon to take me 
to my further wanderings in search of gas, 
but it was in vain. 

I was never so light on the accelerator 
so as to save vital drops, and once again I 
found myself in another line. 


Maybe this time I would be luckier. 
The line was very long, but it was moving, 
sometimes one inch, sometime even 10 
feet. We seemed to be going by numerous 
driveways where cars were trying to 
break through out neverending line. 

It was with some sort of a thrill that 
one went by without stopping in front of a 
driveway. It was like playing musical 
chairs. 

I had been in line for an hour and a 
half; four more cars ahead of me and I was 
going to get my precious fluid. Suddenly, 
the attendant walked toward me. I turned 
my head, feeling uneasy. I did not want to 
hear the words.

Comments on reorganization 


To the Editor: 

Mayor Mann’s attempts at 
reorganizing the executive branch of our 
city government, as reported by the 
Newton Graphic, stir me to some com¬ 
ments. 

The mayor is quoted as having said 
that "the only power that Salter would 
have (in his new position as chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer) would be that 
delegated to him by the mayor." 

This statement by the mayor begs the 
question: Is the mayor of Newton ever 
empowered to delegate his executive 
power to anyone? 

Referring to our city’s charter, Section 
3-2, Executive Power and Section 3-9, 
Temporary Absence from Office of the 
Mayor, the answer is an emphatic No. The 
last line of Section 3-2 reads: “To aid him 
(the mayor) in his official duties he may 
appoint one or more assistants, fix their 


salaries and define their duties”; and in 
Section 3-9 it is stipulated that “if. .. the 
Mayor shall be unable to attend to the 
duties of his office, the president of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the event of his 
disability... then the vice president of the 
Board of Aldermen shall, as acting mayor, 
possess the powers of the Mayor only in 
those matters not admitting of delay, but 
he shall have no power to make permanent 
oppointments." 

We see that the charter does not give 
the mayor authority to delegate his power 
to anybody, and that, on the contrary, it 
prescribes that in certain emergencies the 
power of the mayor shall temporarily, and 
in a limited way, be (automatically) 
passed by the president or the vice- 
president of the Board of Aldermen. 
Therefore, in the eyes of the charter the 
mayor's assistants remain merely 
“assistants," no matter what fancy titles 


the mayor may find it expedient in his 
personal interest to hang on them. 

The mayor’s proposed multistoried 
executive department appears to me to be 
entirely too top-heavy and will be found to 
be very expensive. It also gives the mayor 
a facile means of concealing his own 
shortcomings and of cashing in on the 
work of others; l.e., the mayor becomes 
too invisible and will gain in false prestige 
like a Japanese Mikado. 

Also, one should not require much 
knowledge of management to realize that 
it is not In tbs bast tutored of our city to 
have highly qualified officials, such as our 
present building commissioner, put ad¬ 
ministratively under one of the mayor's 
assistants. High-quality professional men 
cannot in the long run afford such 
degradation.

Chestnut Street trees besieged again 


To the Editor: 

There is a tree in front of our home. 

It is not an imposing tree, but it is 
about six feet in girth and has been 
providing shade on Chestnut Street for 
close to a century. Last summer, this tree 
became a very important tree. It was one 
oi five trees slated for removal by the city 
as part of the Public Works program to 
widen Chestnut Street. It became a symbol 
— a sumbol of community action, of civic 
pride, of environmental concern, of people 
with diverse political views working 
together toward a common objective. Last 
summer with only a couple days notice 
over 150 West Newton residents went to a 
hearing at City Hall, got a new ordinance 
passed, and saved the five trees. 

Early riday, Feb. 22, when I went 
outside to pick up our morning newspaper, 
I saw a crew of city workmen on Chestnut 
Street sawing limbs off THE TREE. 


They indicated that the Newton 
Forestry Department had ordered the tree 
be cut down because it was dead. Did they 
have a permit? — No, only their boss’ 
orders. Was proper notice posted on the 
tree? — No, only the notice posted last 
summer. Was the tree, in fact, dead? — Of 
course, a maple tree has no leaves in 
winter so I don’t know for sure, but last 
summer everyone driving along Chestnut 
Street saw the leaves on this “X” marked 
tree. 

When I threatened police action, they 
discontinued cutting down branches and 
left for their next job. Then, with a few 
phone calls, I got the tree removal post¬ 
poned. 

It is sad that the city government is so 
insensitive to the feelings of the com¬ 
munity that this tree almost disappeared 
without a word of warning. 


This tree which has become a com¬ 
munity symbol also represents a com¬ 
munity concern. 

We have had enough arbitrary actions. 

We have seen too many examples of 
the individual citizen helpless in the face of 
various levels of powerful government. 

Good people in al) kinds of 
bureaucratic institutions give the excuse 
that they e just following orders. They 
each do their job, but no one takes the 
responsibility for it. 

Hopefully, our city officials will learn 
to be more responsive to the community 
and its wishes. If they don't listen to the 
people, the City will decline no matter 
what is done for its trees, roads, homes, or 
institutions.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Veterans 
and their families are asking 
thousands of questions con¬ 
cerning the benefits their 
Government provides for them 
through the Veterans 
Administration. Below are 
some representative queries. 
Additional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q—Can the Veterans 
Administration still guarantee 
GI home loans for widows based 
on deaths of their husbands in 
service in 1946? 

A—Yes. The Veterans 
Housing Act of 1970 restored 
unused, expired loan benefits to 
veterans and unremarried 
widows f World War 11 and 
later periods. 

Q—I was discharged from 
service June 15,1964, and would 
Uke to enter on-job training. 
What's the time frame? 

A—Veterans discharged after 
Jan. 31, 1955, have eight years 
from date of last separation or 
until Aug. 30,1975, whichever is 
later, to use flight, farm 
cooperative and on-job training 
benefits provided by the 
Veterans Administration. 

Q—I live in a state which has 
no burial space for veterans in 
IU national cemetery. Will the 
Veterans Administration pay 
anything toward costs of burial 
plots in private cemeteries for 
such veterans? 

A—Yes. Under Public Law 93- 
43 enacted in June 1973, VA pays 
up to 1150 in plot and interment 
costs of veterans not buried in 
national cemeteries

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Solar energy in the home

For those interested in 
cleaning up the environment 
and in reducing the cost of home 
fuel bills, solar heaters and 
coolers may be the answer. 

Peter Glaser, a solar systems 
expert at A. D. Little, has 
suggested that potentially about 
10 percent of the energy used to 
heat and cool homes and 
buildings could be saved if solar 
energy were used; even a 
savings of 1 percent would be 
the equivalent of one million 
barrels of oil a year. 

Even more optimistic soar 
advocates estimate as musch as 
a 60 percent savings in 
residential energy if a majority 
of American homes were at 
least partially solar heated and 
cooled. A NASA report to the 
House Interior Committee sees

a widespread conversion to this 
concept as no dream but within 
range within the next five 
years. 

Solar heaters were In 
widespread use in the southern 
U.S. in the thirties. Many are 
still in workable condition. In 
India, Austria, Israel, the 
USSR, and Japan (where there 
are some 400,000 installed), they 
are extremely popular. 

How does such a device work? 
Solar heating generally in¬ 
volves the heating of water in a 
solar collector with some 
storage mechanism. There are 
many variations to this pattern. 
Let us see some examples. 

The Japanese have developed 
a rooftop plastic collector which 
sells for $10. The amount of hot 
water available depends on the 
size of the blackened surface 
which collects the heat. This 
model has no long-term storage 
capacity and must be refilled 
every day. 

Another type of heater which 
uses an aluminum collecting 
shield painted black and con¬ 
nected to a fiberglass-insulated 
holding tank is being developed 
by a firm in Perry, Fla. A small 
electric circulating pump on a 
120 -volt line using 2 amps is 
large enough for this small unit. 
The cost as yet is unknown 
because of the ever-rising price 
of aluminum; the firm hopes, 
however, that the heater would 
pay for itself in two years 
because of reduced fuel bills.

For people In the very sunny 
climes of the South and 
Southwest, there is still another 
kind of solar heater. Two 
astronomers, Aden and Mar¬ 
jorie Melnel, have invented a 
model which they say can be 
built in a half a day for $100.00. 
It uses a polyethylene bag and 
warm forced air. By spending 
another $100, one could adapt 
the system to store heat for a 
limited time. 

Another method of solar 
heating is with solar silicon 
cells on the roof of buildings. An 
experimental house in¬ 
corporating these cells is being 
built by the University of 
Delaware. Until solar cells are 
mass-produced, the cost of this 
system will not be competitive 
with gas and oil heating. 

The next step beyond heating 
water is to pump it through a 
radiator or duct system to heat 
a home. This has been done with 
great success in Washington, 
CC., by Dr. Harry Thomason. In 
his house, water pumped up to 
his roof cascades down the 
southeast slope through heat- 
trap panels, sometimes at 
temperatures near the boiling 
point. 

This hot water flows into a 
storage tank under the house 


for the domestic supply and for 
a swimming pool. 

As the stored water cools, it is 
pumped back up to the roof for 
reheating and the cycle is 
repeated. In summer, the 
operation is neatly reversed. 
Water is cooled by a 
refrigerating coil and pumped 
up to the northeast side of the 
roof. Here ltbathes the roof and 
is cooled by evaporation. Air 
blown through the cold stones 
surrounding the water tank is 
also piped through the house to 
cool it. The compressor works 
only at night, at off-peak hours, 
when temperatures are lower; 
this is in marked contrast to 
conventional air conditioners, 
which consume vast power 
operating in the heat of the day. 

Dr. Thomason estimates that 
he has been able to run his 
three-bedroom home on about 
$7.00 worth of oil for sup¬ 
plementary heating a year. 
Plans are available (for a cost 
of $10.00) for building a solar 
system such as he has con¬ 
structed. He figures instaUation 
costs at $200042500.

Across the Kitchen Counter 


Someone was saying the other day, that 
one of their fondest childhood memories was 
Sunday dinner when dad would carve a roast 
leg of lamb and mother would serve mounds 
of creamy whipped potatoes and tiny green 
peas. 

Today many of us shy away from the 
lamb section of the meat department in our 
supermarkets because our budgets Just won't 
allow the luxury of lamb chops and leg of 
lamb—however, there are some cuts of lamb 
that stand out in flavor and can fit into the 
food budget without strain. 

Have you ever tried ground lamb? You'll 
find it has practically the same texture as 
ground beef, cuts and chews like hamburger, 
is quite tasty and is a lot less expensive. You 
can generally count on getting four big patties 
from a pound of ground lamb. The Lamb 
Kebobs on a bun features fresh ground lamb 
and hot Italian sausage mixed together and 
shaped into meatballs. These lamb-sausage 
meatballs are placed on skewers along with 
tiny whole onions and broiled until done. 

Try lamb riblets. Cut from the breast, 
each riblet containes a bone surrounded by 
tender meat that's interspersed with enough 
fat to keep meat moist for broiling or baking. 
Allow about 4 to 4 pound per person. (One 
note of caution: lamb ribs are best when pre¬ 
cooked before cooking to safeguard against 
excess fat.) 

When you buy lamb neck slices, cook 
them the slow, moist heat way. The slices are 
cut across the neck and there is a small 
amount of fat covering the outside of each 
slice. If you cook the meat well in advance of 
the time it is needed, the excess fat can be 
removed by refrigerating the dish and 
removing whatever fat solidifies on top. Or, 
fat may be skimmed from top of sauce during 
the cooking process. 

In serving lamb, be Imaginative. Don’t 
limit yourself to traditional mint Jelly or mint 
sauce — try cling peach halves with a dollop 


of currant.Jelly in each hollow — broil slowly 
until peaches are heated through and Jelly 
forms a lovely glaze. Serve hot. 

GRILLED OR BROILED LAMB PATTIES 
14 pounds ground lamb 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon rosemary leaves

Lucky is the girl who is 5 feet, 5 inches tall and weighs 
a hundred and fifteen pounds. The world is her oyster- 
fashion wise. 

What about those who are too big to fit into model sizes, 
not the least bit interested in sewing, and really want lovely 
clothes? Up to now frustrating sessions in the fitting room 
have resulted in the shopper leaving the store in disgust 
wondering why she's short-changed by the fashion 
world. 

Complaints have fallen on deaf ears; however, 
designers today—those who were swinging on a youth 
kick—have rationalized wisely that it’s the mature woman 
as well as the young working gal (on the plump side) who 
has the money to spend on clothes and doesn’t mind in¬ 
vesting in the kind of clothes that last more than one season. 

Actually, the average woman is a person with failings 
in the 36-24-36 department. Not every woman who wears 
size 16 is middle aged or above-many teen age girls have 
big frames, not figure problems, they’re Just big. 

Wear a half size? Some women would rather wear ill- 
fitting misses size dresses then admit to wearing a half size.

The current Filene’s in 
Chestnut Hill closed Satuday. 

"The new Filene's in Chestnut Hill will be a unique one. 
It is different from any store Filene’s has ever done," says 
James M. Colman of Needham, Manager of the new store. 

Much of the excitement and the news concerning this 
new store is centered around the architecture and interior 
design of the building itself. Designed by Raymond Loewy 
and William Snaith, the three-level building is spacious, yet 
designed to give a feeling of intimacy and sophistication. 

The exterior is a contemporary design constructed of 
split white brick, white marbel and mosaic. It is a dramatic 
stage setting to present fashion merchandise in an enticing 
innovative way. 

The interior departments are set at angles from one 
another with sloped ceilings, curved walls and arched 
alcoves. There are seven major speciality shops identified. 
Honey, wheat and champagne colors highlight the wide 
range of dress shops which include the French Shop, Plaza, 
Oxford, Bostonian, Stratford, Career Shop and Lifestyle. 
The wallpaper ranges from sophisticated silver and gold 
geometric patterns to corduroy. Oriental rugs and elegant 
furniture accent these shops. 

The focal area of the upper level is the largest Men’s 
store in any Filene’s branch. It is designed by Ron Pavlick 
of Environmental Design, Fort Lauderdale, Fla., to reflect 
the vast assortments and far-flung appeal of the clothes and 
furnishings. The contemporary man will find such 
collections ranging from world-renowned designer, Pierre 
Cardin, to Levi. 

The setting for all this is one of beamed ceilings and 
sloped walls which form a pyramid in the Contemporary 
Shop.

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Pet Care 
Corner

"What’s a nice dog like you 
doing In a place like this?” 

When the missing family 
pooch Is discovered In the local 
humane shelter or city dog 
pound, his owner Is usually 
astounded. He shouldn't be. 
Allowing a dog to run loose Is 
the surest way to get him into 
trouble—confinement. If the pet 
is lucky; Injury or even death If 
he’s not. 

Leash laws were made for the 
protection of pets and people 
alike. Unleashed dogs roaming 
loose risk being hit by a car, 
lost, stolen by dognappers, or 
Injured In fights with other 
animals. They are also a 
nuisance to the neighbors and, If 
they Join a roaming pack of 
dogs, can be a real menace to 
pedestrians. 

In addition to attacking 
children and adults, dog packs 
will also occasionally kill 
wildlife, domestic livestodc and 
fowl. A Massachusetts zoo lost 
13 deer to a pack not long ago. 
Dogs usually will not pack 
together unless they are 
following a female dog who Is in 
season. 

Preventing, or altering, bad 
behavior habits in a dog calls 
for an awareness of respon¬ 
sibility on the part of the owner. 

All dogs should be confined to 
house or yard when the owner is 
not present Females in season 
should be kept inside the house 
for three weeks, except for 
supervised exercise periods on 
a leash. Unless you plan to 
breed your female and find 
homes for all the puppies, it is 
wise to have her spayed. 

If it is not practical for you to 
exercise your dog on a leash, 
and if your yard is not enclosed, 
create an outdoor exercise 
arrangement with a simple 
pulley system. Just attach a 
wire about thirty feet long 
between two posts or trees. On 
the wire put a ring that will slide 
bade and forth. Then tie a long 
rope to the ring and fasten the 
other end to your dog’s collar, 
so that be can move in a large' 
area at will but still be under 
control. 

Be sure your dog has an up-to- 
date license tag and wears it at 
all times. It will provide easily 
' traceable identification if he is 
lost, and wifi also prevent you, 
as his owner, from being sub¬ 
ject to a fine. 

In the final analysis, a dog 
can be only as law-abiding as 
hiii master. 

Q. Mr. JT. of Acton asks: I 

always though cats loved milk 
but ours will hardly touch the 
stuff. Will too little milk In their 
diet cause a vitamin 
defidency? 

A. Commercial cat foods 
contain all the nutrients your 
pets need for a balanced diet 
Cats' tastes differ—Just like 
people. Some enjoy milk and 
others don’t but in either case 
milk should never be used as a 
substitute for solid food. It 
should be given only in small 
quantities and never allowed to 
stand in a dish for any length of 
time.

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Tigers win. South loses in tournaments

Newton South's basketball team was ousted from the 
state basketball tournament, losing to Bay State League 
champs, Dedham, 72-57, this week at Waltham High School 

The Lions led once, 2-0, when Mark Aronson hit a long 
shot Dedham orged ahead, 4-2, but a tip-in by South center 
Rich Spector tied the contest at 6-6, four minutes into the 
contest 

Spector picked up his third personal when the score was 
10-6. Two three point plays helped the Marauders to a 15-10 
first quarter lead. 

A Dedham press, effective the entire afternoon, was 
instrumental in a 13-4 Marauder surge that made the score 
28-14 with 5:16 remaining in the half. Two second effort 
baskets by Aronson helped the Lions to remain within 
striking distance, as they trailed 38-24 at intermission.

Dedham's Jeff Dillon responded with some close range 
shots to put the contest out of reach at 68-50. 

Leading the Lions in scoring was Junior Mark Aronson. 
The 5-9 guard was brilliant, hitting shots from a variety of 
angles and distances, finishing with 22 points. Harris and 
Spector hit for 14 and eight points respectively, Dillon was 
Dedham's top scorer with 20 points. 

Despite the loss to Dedham, now 17-3, the Lions have 
much to be proud of.

This week's column about the present status of chess at 
Newton South High School is a continuation of last week's 
article that dealt with the past. 

Since Fischer made his appearance in 1972, the chess 
club at South has boomed, with between 15-20 current active 
members. Even better, last year’s group actually had over 
30 players paying the annual dues! 

Naturally, with the increased membership, the pool 
from which the team can select players has also increased 
in strength. This year the average rating of the team is 
roughly 1360, while just three short years ago, it was about 
50 points lower, or about one-fourth of a USCF rating class. 

Coming off a losing 3-6 record in the 72-73 season, this 
year’s team currently stands at a winning 5V4-364, with 
match victories over Belmont, Rindge Tech, Winthrop, 
Roslindale, and Medford. With this record, 'he team stands 
in second place in the western division of the Greater 
Boston Schoolboy Chess League. 

Headed by the dedicated faculty member Tony Eard- 
man of the South math department, the team consists of 
Captain Jason Arbeiter, Club President John Hooker of the 
Upper Falls, and three Waban players .. . Eric Epstein, 
Ittai and Michael Kan. 

In passing, let us not forget the efforts of the weaker ‘B’ 
team, which last year fought to an even 4-4 score, while this 
year has raised its quality to obtain a current 5V4-2V4 
winning season.

Boston College cagers 
lose to St. John's, 80-72

Wave goodbye to the NCAA’s fellows. 

Yet the Boston College Eagle basketball 
team may still be going to the NIT. 

St. John’s, of 17-5 fame, used the second 
half of its game with BC last week to nail 
down the last of three Eastern regional berths 
in the NCAA tournament. 

St. John’s utilized deadly shooting during 
the final 20 minutes to rebound from BC’s 36-

The Green 
Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

HYBRIDS vi NON 
HYBRIDS: Now that the seed 
catalogs have started to pour In, 
many gardeners are wondering 
which Is best—hybrid or non- 
hybrid seed? Our modern 
vegetables and flowers are 
modern miracles in 
hybridizing. Hybrids are noted 
for their extra vigor and 
production. A lot of old timers 
are slow to accept some of these 
newer introductions. It should 
be mentioned that there are still 
some good “old fashioned" 
varieties left and we don't think 
they should be given up com¬ 
pletely, not if you've been 
having good luck growing them. 
You shouldn’t close the door to 
our hybrids either. 

Ever wonder what the word 
"hybrid" means? It comes 
from the latin, Hibrida, 
meaning "off spring of a tame 
sow and a wild boar. You’re all 
familiar with a useful animal 
hybrid, the mule. It's the off¬ 
spring of a jackass and a mare. 
Combining strength and vigor, 
the mule has been invaluable to 
mankind both on the arm and in 
pioneering. 

In the plant word, hybrids are 
crosses between selected 
parents of different varieties. 
The resulting progeny often is 
worthless and has to be 
discarded by the plant breeder. 
But once in a while the result is 
a new super hybrid that com¬ 
bines strength and vigor just 
like the mule animal. 

The high cost of hand 
pollination—as opposed to 
haphazard pollination by bees, 
explains the higher cost of 
hybrid seed. But the better 
results achieved by increased 
vigor, increased yields, disease 
resistance and uniformity more

So, when you order seed and 
notice the higher price of the 
hybrids, consider the time and 
labor that went into obtaining a 
good crop of vegetables or 
flowers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Nixon, expressing a 
willingness to pay what he 
owes, says his gift of vice 
presidential papers to the 
National Archives “ap¬ 
parently” was not concluded 
until after a tax law change 
made ,it impossible to take 
deductions for such gifts. 

In that case, he is likely to 
owe about (235,000 in back 
taxes, plus interest. 

Nixon had never before 
acknowledged that the gift 
appeared to be improper. 

“There is no question about 
my intent," he said Monday 
night at his news conference. 

“The paper work on it (the 
gift) apparently was not con¬ 
cluded until after that time," he 
said. "This raises a legal 
question as to whether or not the 
deduction, therefore, is 
proper.”, 

Nixon said he would comply 
with the decision of Congress' 
House-Senate Committee on 
International Revenue Taxa¬ 
tion. 

The gift was the largest factor 
in reducing Nixon’s 1969-72 
taxes. To be valid it had to be 
completed before July 25, 1969, 
when a bill signed into law by 
Nixon made such gifts no longer 
tax deductible. 

Nixon said the same deduc¬ 
tions have been claimed by 
economist John Kenneth Gal¬ 
braith; Jerome Wlesner, presi¬ 
dent of Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology; Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., and the 
late President Johnson.

Post 440 asks (Continued from Page 1) 


There are now 115 parking spaces. Cars 
frequently overflow onto surrounding 
streets despite the use of the unpaved 
portion of land that the Post now hopes to 
buy, according to Licarie. 

Post 440 at one time expressed interest 
in leasing or buying the land for con¬ 
struction of a "tot lot" and park for the 
elderly. 

Licarie went on to explain that more 
parking is needed to accommodate the 
large numbers of people that attend the 
various functions held at Post 440. He 
presented a list of about 100 meetings of 
nonprofit or charitable groups that had 
been held between May and January. 

Many of these groups, which were 
charged little or nothing for the use of a 
room, could not have met had it not been 
for Post 440, Licarie said. 

Small commented, “These groups have 
always met before." 


Alan Barkin, former chairman of the 
Land Use Committee, pointed out that 
Post 440 will have to come, before that 
committee with a petition for rezoning the 
land, since city-owned land is unzoned, as 
well as presenting a more acceptable 
financial offer to the Finance Committee. 

In 1970 the Board of Aldermen approved 
sale of some of the land to Post 440 for the 
construction of its new building and last 
year approved the sale of an additional 
parcel of land to the Newton Housing 
Authority for four units of low-income 
housing. 

The construction of the four units has 
been delayed by a ruling from the state 
Department of Community Affairs that 
bids were too high. 

Several informed sources have ex¬ 
pressed doubt that housing will ever be 


built on the site, in which case Post 
might fulfill its intent of making 
park there instead. 

At the time of the hearings on the sale to 
the Housing Authority, Post 440 supported 
the low-income housing, at the same time 
pointing out the deficiencies of a location 
next to a clubhouse that operates late into 
the night. 

The proposal presented to the Finance 
Committee last week was an offer to buy 
the land “for parking and beautification." 

Revised proposals to be submitted to the 
committee soon will show in detail the 
landscaping, which wwill concentrate on 
providing a green area along the 
California Street frontage and between the 
back of the proposed housing and the Post 
440 parking lot.

Sometime soon you’ll want to talk with your teenagers about drugs. The sooner the better. We hope this page gives 
you something to start talking about. Because we want you to get to your kids before somebody else does. 


THE OPIATES 

When most people refer to "narcotics” this 
group of drugs is what they are talking 
about. Opiates are used medically as pain 
killers. On the street they cause pain for the 
user and society in general. 

Opium 

a white powder from the unripe seeds of the 
POPPY plant. Opium can be eaten, but it is 
usually smoked in an opium pipe. 

Morphine 

is extracted from opium. It is one of the strong¬ 
est medically used pain killers, and is strongly 
addictive. 

Heroin 

this strongly addictive drug is prepared from 
morphine. Outlawed even from medical use, 
heroin is the most commonly used drug among 
addicts. It can be sniffed, injected under the 
skin, or into a vein. Street slang for heroin 
includes "song”, "smack", "H , or "junk". 

“On the Nod” 

or nodding. The state produced by opiates. Like 
being suspended on the edge of sleep. 

Mainline 

or "to shoot up” - injecting a drug into a vein. 



“A Hit” 

street slang for an injection of drugs. 

Works 

the apparatus for iniecting a drug. May include 
a needle, and a bottle cap or spoon for dissolving 
the powdered drug. 

A Fix 

one injection of opiates, usually heroin. 

Junk 

heroin, so named because it is never pure as sold 
on the street. 

Junkie 

an opiate addict. 

Skin Popping 

to inject a drug under the skin. 


A Bag 

packet of drugs, or a single 
dose of an opiate. 

Amount of the drug 
in the bag is denoted by 
price, a nickel bag ($5), 
a dime bag ($10). 


“Cold Turkey” 

describes the withdrawal that occurs after 
repeated opiate use. The addict can become irri¬ 
table, fidgety , perspiration increases, there is a 
lack of appetite. The main problem in discon¬ 
tinuing opiate use is not getting off the drug, it's 
staging oil. 

Track 

scars on the skin left from the repeated injection 
of opiates. 




Overdose 

cause of over 200 teenage deaths in New York 
City last year. Death is caused because the part 
of the brain that controls breathing becomes 
paralyzed. 

Addiction 

physical dependence on a drug, so that when the 
drug is taken repeatedly, and stopped suddenly, 
physical withdrawal occurs. 


THE STIMULANTS 

These drugs stimulate the system, or make a 
person more lively. While they are not 
physically addictive like the opiates, they 
produce a psychological dependence or 
craving. 

Amphetamines 

these stimulants are taken in tablet or capsule 
form, or injected into the blood stream. Among 
the widely used amphetamines are: 

Desedrine - or “dex" or "dexies". 

Benzedrine - or "bennies". 

Methedrine - or "speed" 
or "crystal meth". 

Biphetamine - or "footballs". 


Mental Effects of “Speed” 

amphetamines produce a decreased sense of 
fatigue, increased confidence, talkativeness, 
restlessness, and an increased feeling of alertness. 
As dosage increases amphetamines can produce 
irritability, distrust of people, hallucinations, 
and amphetamine psychosis 

Amphetamine Psychosis 

a serious mental illness caused by overdoses or 
continued use of amphetamines. The person 
loses contact with reality, is convinced that 
others are out to harm him. The most frightening 
part - this psychosis sometimes continues long 
after person has stopped taking the drug. 

Rush 

the brief heightened state of exhilaration at the 
beginning of a high. 

^withdrawal from amphetamine, the swift 
descent from an amphetamine high to severe 
lows of depression. 

Cocaine 

another kind of stimulant, derived from cocoa 
leave. It is sniffed as a white powder, or 
liquefied and injected into a vein. It produce a 
fast and powerful feeling of elation. Cocaine 
doe not produce physical dependence (addic¬ 
tion), but doe produce a strong 1 
psychological craving.

Reac¬ 
tions to LSD are extremely unpredictable. Dis¬ 
tortions in time and space. Brighter colors. Vivid 
sounds. Feelings of 
strangeness. A sense 
of beauty in common 
objects. Sometimes 
fear and panic. Some¬ 
times even psychosis. 

Flashback 

a user can be thrown back into the LSD experi¬ 
ence months after the original use of the drug. 
Other possible risks of l^SD, which are being 
thoroughly researched, include brain damage 
and chromosome breakage. 

Acid 

a slang term for LSD. A frequent LSD user is an 
"acid head". 

Drop 

to take any drug orally. LSD is usually dissolved 
in water, and may be placed on a sugar cube. 
The term is to "drop acid”. 

DMT 

a powerful psychedelic prepared in the labora¬ 
tory as a powder or liquid. It is usually injected 
into the vein or smoked along with marihuana 
or in cigarettes. 

Psilocybin 

this psychedelic comes from a mushroom. It is 
less potent than LSI) and takes a larger dose to 
get the effect. 

Peyote 

from the peyote cactus, causes pronounced 
visual effects. It is used in a religious ritual by 
some Southwestern UJ3. and Mexican Indians 
and its use in these rituals is legal. 

Mescaline 

"mesc” is the common name for this drug which 
also comes from the peyote cactus. Stronger 
than peyote itself, mescaline also causes vivid 
visual impressions. 

DOM 

called STP by users. The effects of STP can 
last for two or three days. 

Marihuana 

the crushed and chopped leaves 
and flowers from the hemp 
plant. Sometimes smoked in 
cigarette form. Sometimes 
smoked in pipes. Reactions can 
be: a giddy feeling like drunk¬ 
enness; changes in perception and 
mood; feelings of well-being or v 
fear; and possibly hallucina¬ 
tions. Slang terms for 
marihuana are "grass” or "pot". 

Joint 

a marihuana cigarette. 



Roach 

the butt end of a joint. 

Stoned 

describes the intoxicating effect of marihuana, 
or really any drug, or alcohol. 

Hashish 

called "hash". Also prepared from the flowering 
tops of the hemp plant. Hashish is smoked in a 
pipe or taken orally, and is more powerful than 
marihuana. 



THC 

totra hvdro cannabinol. Purified extract of the 
resin of the hemp plant. Also made in the 
laboratory. It is thought to be the substance in 
marihuana and hashish that causes the mind 
altering effects of these substances. 

Trip 

a name for the reaction that is caused by a 
psychedelic drug. A bummer is an unpleasant 
or frightening trip. 

Head someone who uses drugs frequently. 

THE DEPRESSANTS 

The category of drugs that depresses the 
functions of the brain. 

“Downs” street slang for depressants. 

Alcohol 

ethyl alcohol, a depressant because it slows the 
functions of the brain that control thinking and 
coordination. In high doses it produces drowsi¬ 
ness and sleep. Alcohol is an addictive drug, 
since after prolonged or continued use, it can 
cause physical dependence (alcoholism), and 
when discontinued, causes withdrawal symptoms 
at least as serious as the other addictive drugs. 

Barbiturates 

these drugs are in the group called sedatives - 
medicines to make you sleepy. Barbiturates are 
taken in capsule or tablet form. They cause 
physical dependence (addiction), and after 
repeated use, physical withdrawal does occur 
when these drugs are discontinued. Among the 
'’ommon commercial names for barbituates are: 
Second or "red devils" 

Sembulal or ®aj) 

"yellow jackets" 

Amulal or “blue heavens" 
or "blue-devils" 

Luminal or "purple hearts" 

Tuind or "rainbows” 
or "double trouble" 

Barbiturate Overdose 

more people in the United States die as a result 
of an overdose of barbiturates (usually suicide) 
than of any oth -ingle substance.

Intoxication 

sedative or tranquilizer intoxication is similar in 
its symptoms to alcohol intoxication. Driving 
while intoxicated can be extremely dangerous, 
and is thought to cause at least 25,000 traffic 
fatalities a year. 

Tranquilizers 

drugs that calm tension and anxiety. These 
drugs do not cause sleep except in high doses. 
Tranquilizers are taken in capsule or tablet form. 
Some common commercial names for tranquili¬ 
zers are: Equanil, Miltoum, Librium, and Valium. 

INHALANTS 

Among substances which are inhaled and 
produce a high are: glue, gasoline, lighter 
fluid, and refrigerants. Continued inhaling 
has been reported to cause severe anemia, 
liver damage, brain damage, and death.

"To play an Instrument well 
one must have talent, but 
ambition, drive, and hard work, 
are all necessary elements." 

So spoke Max Hobart, concert 
master and string coach for the 
Newton Symphony, assistant 
concert master of the Boston 
Pops, and teacher at the New 
England Conservatory. 

As a child, Hobart had wanted 
to play the guitar. Living in 
California, at the age of 6, Max 
Hobart was invited, along with 
his neighborhood friends, to 
learn to play an instrument at 
the National Institute of Music. 
Because the guitar quota was 
filled, Hobart reluctantly 
agreed to begin practicing the 
violin. Now he says he feels 
differently about the violin. "It 
has become part of me like 
another limb." 

Nine years ago, Michel 
Sasson, conductor of the 
Newton Symphony, asked 
Hobart to be his concert master 
and string coach. The concert 
master concerns himself with 
the technical part while the 
conductor centers on the 
musical. 

Hobart sees his job as "set¬ 
ting examples and giving 
demonstrations of style and 
character for the difficult 
passages of a certain piece in 
bowings and fingerings." 

Hobart's major interest is 
conducting. He says, "I see this 
as a natural step. It is a form of 
group teaching through which I 
can help the members of the 
orchestra to make better music. 
I want to transmit my ex¬ 
perience to them so they can 
make use of it." 

This year, Hobart was guest 
conductor with three com¬ 
munity orchestras, the North 
Shore Philharmonic, the New 
Hampshire Philharmonic, and 
the Wellesley Symphony. After 
a successful debut with the 
North Shore Philharmonic, 
Hobart was asked to become 
their permanent conductor - a 
position he accepted for the 1974 
season. 

The Newton Symphony 
represents inspiration for 
Hobart. “I enjoy seeing their 
progress, for the evolution from 


first readings to the actual 
performance Is beyond belief. 
No doubt their hard work has 
helped the Newton Symphony 
reach the high level it Is famous 
for." 

At the next Newton Sym¬ 
phony, he will play a Suite for 
violin and orchestra in A minor 
Op. 10 by Christian Slnding. 
This particular piece is very 
difficult and has rarely been 
heard for it has not often been 
attempted. Years ago, while 
listening to the beautiful 
recording by Jascha Heifetz, 
Hobart said he was inspired to 
learn and eventually play the 
piece. 

The suite is in three 
movements. In the first 


movement the melody is given 
to the orchestra while a solo 
violin plays perpetual motion in 
sixteenth notes above it. The 
second is a slow movement, a 
beautiful and lyrical melody on 
G string for solo violin, con¬ 
trasted by a slightly faster 
second theme which involves a 
duet between solo viola, and 
later solo cello. The final 
movement is a lively dance with 
brilliant display passages for 
the violin. 

The concert will be held on 
March 3, at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School auditorium 
in Newton. The time is 8 p.m.
